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Next Thursday at 7:30 p.m..in the new high 
school on Skillings bypass the Charter 
Commission will have a special hearing on its 
preliminary charter for the town. 

The commission (or “The Charter” as its 
members call it) has proposed some major 
changes for the town’s government. 

This week The Star will consider the 
changes The Charter is suggesting for town 
meeting. In the next couple of articles the 
newspaper will discuss the other branches of 
the town’s government. 

TOWN MEETING 

The Charter would reduce the mem¬ 
bership of the town meeting to 192. At present 
the meeting has 240 members. 

In addition, The Charter would divide the 
town into eight districts, each electing 24 town 
meeting members. The town at present has 
six precincts. 

Because of state law governing equal 
population for voting districts, Winchester 
must redistrict shortly anyway. The Charter 
would accomplish this without other needed 
legislation. 

If the town’s voting districts vary in the 
future by more than 10 percent, The Charter 
would empower the Board of Selectmen to 
change the voting makeup to equalize district 
population to reflect townwide population. 

(The term “precinct" is being avoided' 
because state laws use that term in ordering 
municipalities to divide their population and 
the Winchester commission wants to avoid 
conflict with state law.) 

The election of town meeting members 
would be unchanged. That is, one third would 
be elected each year. The number of 
signatures and process for reelection would 
stay the same. 

If town meeting members move into other 
districts (precincts) they remain town 
meeting members from their original 
piecincts until the next election. 

Filling town meeting vacancies— 
primarily by vote of the remaining precinct 
town meeting members—will remain the 
same. 

Every town officer and each department 
head will be required to attend the town 
meetings. In case of illness, the department 
head or officer may appoint a deputy. 

But no longer will most of these officers 
and department heads have automatic votes 
at town meeting. They may if they wish run 
on their own for precinct town meeting seats. 

But their automatic membership in town 
meeting is removed—thus accounting for the 
decrease in town meeting membership. 

Four “standing” (that is, permanent) 


committees of town meeting will be created if 
The Charter recommendations become law. 
These committees are: 

1. Committee on ways and means, to 
replace the present Finance Committee, 
whose membership is now composed of ap¬ 
pointees of the moderator and Board of 
Selectmen. 

Ways and means would be composed of 
members of the town meeting. It would 
consider all warrant articles for the town 
meeting which involve financial matters. 
This committee would make recom¬ 
mendations on these articles to the town 
meeting. 

One result of such a committee The 
Charter is hoping to achieve is elimination of 
an element of distrust the town meeting has at 
present for the Finance Committee. 


2. A Personnel Committee, also to be 
composed primarily of town meeting 
members. It would replace the current 
Personnel Board composed of appointees of 
the town meeting moderator and selectmen. 

The committee would consider all articles 
for the town meeting which involve the 
compensation plan, the personnel policy 
guide or collective bargaining agreements. 

This committee would make recom¬ 
mendations to the town meeting whether 1 
these warrant articles should be accepted or 
rejected. 

3. Committee on government regulations, 
also composed primarily of town meeting 
members. This committee would consider all 
warrant articles which would in any way 
affect the town by-laws.

The Democratic candidates had no op¬ 
position in the races for state treasurer, state 
auditor, executive councilor, district attorney 
or county commission. 

One of the races of particular interest in 
Winchester was the state representative 
contest where Republican Sherman W. 
Saltmarsh finished 600 votes ahead of Ken¬ 
neth P. Trevett, the Democrat. 

Shltmarsh with 4,851 votes had a close 
victory over Trevett with 4,224 votes. Salt- 
marsh took every precinct, including Prec. 6, 
the traditionally strong Democratic area. 

Trevett would have had to take Prec. 6 to 
capture the election, many observers feel. 
The Republican Saltmarsh spent the entire 
election day outside the Noonan School (Prec. 
6) voting area. 


Police Arrest Drugstore Holdup Suspect,

O’Neil’s Pharmacy, 294 Washington st., 
was robbed of $8 last Wednesday by a man 
who was later arrested by Winchester police 
at the train station in Winchester Square.

Public Hearing Scheduled 

Town Meeting Would Be Changed 
Under Charter Reorganizations 


The Republicans did well in Winchester 
despite a Democratic sweep state and 
nationwide. 

Though Democrat Michael Dukakis won 
the governorship in a landslide victory over 
Republican incumbent Francis Sargent, the 
totals in Winchester showed an opposite 
result: Sargent with 5,111 votes to Dukakis’s 
3.681 votes. 

In the race for attorney general, Francis 
Bellotti won handidly statewide but lost 
Winchester. He had 2,923 votes to Josiah 
Spaulding’s 5,992 votes. 

The secretary of state race was an ex¬ 
ception to the Republican sweep in Win¬ 
chester. Democrat Paul H. Guzzi of Newton 
outstripped Republican contender Sen. John 
Quinlan. 

Guzzi had 4,927 votes and Quinlan 3,867. 
Guzzi’s victory must be laid to his greater 
visibility in the press and the pro-Democratic 
sentiment nationwide. 

Congressman Torbert H. Macdonald faced 
nominal opposition from James J. Murphy of 
Melrose, running independently. The 
longtime Democratic incumbent had 5,528 
votes. Murphy had 2,243. Macdonald went on 
to win the district.

In addition, he had the support of certain 
figures in the Democratic Town Committee 
who pull many votes. Trevett is considered a 
liberal by many Democrats who bucked the 
party to vote for Republican Saltmarsh. 

Sen. John W. Bullock, Democrat, easily 
won a second term, topping the ballot in every 
town in this multiple-community district. 

In Winchester Bullock had 4,0% votes. 
Arthur B. Spector of Winchester, running as 
an independent, gathered 3,161 votes in 
Winchester, which surprised many in the 
Spector organization. 

Spector’s people figured their candidate 
would easily take Winchester. There was a 
third candidate in that state senate race— 
Helen T. Metros of Arlington, also running as 
an independent. 

She gathered only 566 votes in Winchester 
and came in third districtwide as well. The 
following are the figures throughout the 
district, which comprises all of Winchester, 
Woburn and Arlington and parts of Medford 
and Lexington: 

Bullock. 28,009 

Metros.5,392 

Spector. 13,604 

Though Bullock’s margin of victory was 2- 
1 over Spector, the vote in Arlington, his home 
town, may cause the Democratic incumbent 
some concern. 

Bullock took Arlington with about 11,500 
votes. The votes of Metros and Spector 
combined- in Arlington only—totaled just a 
little more than 9,000. 

In Winchester Spector took two precincts. 
Bullock took the remaining four. 

As of Wednesday noon, the race for 
Middlesex sheriff was still undecided. In¬ 
cumbent Republican John Buckley was 


facing a stiff challenge from Democrat 
Walter Sullivan of Cambridge. 

In Winchester, Buckley outpolled Sullivan 
easily—5,577 to 2,961. 

There were eight referendum questions in 
Winchester. All passed except one—the 
question whether the state senator from this 
district should favor amnesty. The voters 
opposed amnesty 4,048 to 3,805. 

Liquor in clubs passed 5,586 to 2,769. The 
question now disappears from the Winchester 
ballot, having been passed by the voters three 
times in succession. 

Gov. Sargent’s proposed health service 
reorganization plan also passed in Win¬ 
chester—5,152 to 2,039 votes. 

The question to start a campaign finance 
committee and further tighten campaign 
financing passed also— 4,604 to 2,294. 

Using the highway fund for mass transit 
was another successful question—5,054 to 
2,226. 

Grants-in-aid for colleges and college 
students passed 4,661 to 2,670. 

The House cut was passed over¬ 
whelmingly —6,038 to 1,344. The cut passed 
statewide by a huge margin. 

Question number one, to permit the 
legislature to take recesses when it wants— 
passed 5,310 to 2,110. 

As of Wednesday morning the statewide 
results of most of the questions were 
unknown. The Winchester Star’s “Election 
Results" breakdown of voting by precincts 
reflects the Winchester vote only. 

Those figures appear on page 18 of this 
issue of The Star. Readers are asked to 
consult the chart for more detailed in- 
tor mation on the election. 

Townwide, 72 percent of the voters showed 
up at the polls. The day was rainy from the 
time the polls opened at 7 a.m. to when they 
closed at 8 p.m. But there were lines at all 
voting places throughout most of the day. 

The seventy-two percent Winchester total 
is unofficial as of Wednesday morning. It 
means that 9,230 of Winchester’s total 12,704 
voters cast ballots (unofficial). 

At the last state election (a presidential 
voting year) 83.5 percent of the voters cast 
Iwllots. At the previous state election (non 
presidential year) 79 percent of the voters 
showed up at the polls. 

These state election figures compare with 
30 to 39 percent average voter turnout at town 
elections held each March. 

All election figures pertaining to Win¬ 
chester come from Town Clerk Elsie M. 
Nelson’s office.

In view of the fact that the success of the 
school bicentennial program hinges on the 
use of Winchester documents in the Historical 
archives the Society urges that you call your 
town meeting members to inform them of the 
importance of the passage of article 10. 

With the additional space at the New 
Historical Society headquarters at 15 High st., 
it is expected that requests will tax even 
further the time and efforts of the Historical 
Society. It is no longer reasonable to expect 
volunteers to cope with the multitude of 
requests. 

Mrs. VerPlanck reminded the audience of 
the confusion over Winchester’s three 
historical ventures: The Winchester 


Historical Society, education archives; 
Winchester Historical Commission houses, 
sites and preservation; and the Winchester 
History Committee, rewriting Winchester’s 
town history and reprinting Chapman’s 
"History of Winchester” as voted at town 
meeting. 

As to the History Committee, it is now 
reviewing the fourth chapter of the new 
Winchester History being written by Brude 
Stone of Stoneham. Bids are now out to 
publishing companies. 

Frank Curtis of the Historical Commission 
spoke briefly of the Historical Commission 
Articles for the Warrant one for a graphic 
arts display of old Winchester another for 
bicycle paths and another for financial 
support for the bicentennial. 

Dec. 2 should in view of all this be one for 
those who wish to preserve Winchester to 
rally to the cause.

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Voke Board Member’s Son 
Rejected For Post, 6-5 


A recommendation by Supt.-Director John 
Connolly to hire a 28-year-old son of a Nor¬ 
theast Regional School Committee member 
as a $14,000 a year property accountant at the 
school was defeated last Thursday by a single 
vote, 6-5, following an executive session on the 
appointment. 

Anthony C. Moschella Jr., w-hose only 
degree is an associate degree in management 
from Northeastern University in 1973. had 
been picked by Supt. Connolly as his choice 
out of a field of 19 candidates, seven of whom 
had been interviewed. 

Connolly was unable to answer a question 
in open session about how many candidates 
had bachelor’s degrees 

The job had been advertised in the school 
district and Boston papers June 6 as part of an 
ad seeking a general office clerk, a recep¬ 
tionist-secretary, and custodial-maintenance 
workers. 

The ad indicated that the property ac¬ 
countant was to “establish and maintain 
inventory control system, receiving system 
and purchasing system.” 

Last week’s vote showed five veteran 
members of the District School Committee, 
Marguerite Holland of Malden (chairman of 
that city’s school committee), Robert 
McCarthy of Chelsea, Philip McAuliffe of 
Wakefield, former Chairman Philip Rossetti 
of Saugus, and Chairman James Wallace of 
Winthrop voting for the superintendents 
recommendation for the younger Moschella. 

Voting against the recommendation were 
the maverick veteran Joseph Barry of 
Stoneham. plus the five members elected in 
1973, John Connolly of Woburn (no relation to 
the superintendent), Gerard Donahoe of 
Winchester, Alan Legere of North Reading. 
Thomas O’Donnell of Melrose, and John 
Pacino of Reading. 

Anthony C. Moschella Sr. of Revere ab¬ 
stained from voting since the appointment 
dealt with his son. 

When the property accountant ap¬ 
pointment was reached on the agenda, the 
discusiion did not open with the recom¬ 
mendation but started off with the reading of 


a letter from the Stoneham Finance and 
Advisory Board protesting the position. 

The Stoneham letter to all other district 
communities was not mailed until Monday, 
apparently not reaching Wakefield in time to 
be discussed at the Tuesday night selectmen’s 
session. 

In its letter the Stoneham group claimed 
that the position would create not only the 
$14,000 post but force the expenditure of $7,000 
in clerical assistance and several thousand 
additional dollars in office equipment and 
supplies. The Stoneham group alleged that 
“the duties to be performed and the ob¬ 
jectives to be attained through this new 
position can very easily be realized through 
minor realignment of existing personnel, the 
present business manager ‘Louis Sanville) 
and four assistants.” 

The SC got into a hassle over the Stoneham 
letter which ended finally with a motion by 
Robert McCarthy (Chelsea) being passed 11-1 
to send the Stoneham Finance Committee a 
copy of the report by an SC subcommittee - 
that decided the need for the position. Barry 
of Stoneham voted in the negative. 

During the discussion McCarthy noted that 
the new position would function under the 
business manager’s aegis The Chelsea 
representative said that Stoneham had not 
complained earlier when the budget was set 
up while Peter Rossetti (Saugus) said that the 
school spends more than $2 million a year in 
purchasing and is losing much money by not 
having a property accountant. 

Connolly of Woburn said he had opposed 
the position since he took his seat in January. 

After all the discussion of the Stoneham 
letter, the superintendent made his recom¬ 
mendation of the younger Moschella and Mrs. 
Holland moved the superintendent’s 
recommendation. 

For an instant it appeared Chairman 
James Wallace was rushing to jam the vote 
through but as soon as he spotted the hand of 
John Connolly of Woburn up he stopped. 

After Connolly made his general remarks 
against the position, Donahoe of Winchester 
moved closer to the heart of discussion.

It should be the responsibility of the press to 
equalize coverage and encourage par¬ 
ticipation of both sexes in sports.

Several committees, composed 
entirely of volunteers, have been established 
and are now engaged on various aspects of 
the project 

Over 200 townspeople have thus far offered 
to assist with one or more phases of the 
survey and many more have submitted 
questions and ideas for use in preparation of 
the survey. 

The success of the survey will depend on 
the response and interest shown by the 
residents of Winchester 

If the enthusiasm of the volunteers on our 
committees is any indication, the survey will 
be an overwhelming success 

In the four weeks since our initial 
organizational meeting, the Steering Com¬ 
mittee. composed of the committee chairmen 
and members-at-large, has met weekly 
The Research Committee, chaired by 
Pauline Shanahan, has been diligently 
gathering ideas and suggested questions from 
all segments of the Winchester community, 
attending school open houses and contacting 
community, student and teacher

A form has been prepared for submission

Altitudinal Survey 
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The recent wetlands hearing concerning 
Stop & Shop’s plans to develop 20 acres along 
the Aberjona River has turned the spotlight 
on the town’s Conservation Commission. 

The League of Women Voters is now in its 
third year of study on land use decision 
making and planning at all levels of govern 
ment 

Winchester’s league is planning a special 
focus on the role and powers of the Con 
servation Commission this fall. An open 
meeting on the topic is planned Dec 11 
WETLANDS HEARING 
The Conservation Commission bus 
regulatory powers which were streamlined in 
1972 when various laws governing safeguards 
for coastal and inland wetlands were com¬ 
bined into one law 

The Stop & Shop hearing falls under the 
Wetlands Protection Act (Chap 784' of 1972, a 
comprehensive piece of legislation amending 
and combining previous laws Other 
modifications were added this summer under 
Ch 818. 

Under the law. Conservation Commissions 
were granted legal authority to control 
modifications of wetlands in their com¬ 
munities They now' are invested with the 
power to set conditions under which a 
developer is permitted to fill, dredge or 
otherwise alter a wetland. 

The more commonly used name for the 
hearing is Hatch or Hatch-Jones hearing 
which refers to the earlier legislation. In the 
struggle to save wetlands, the state passed 
the Jones act in 19(53 which granted the 
Department of Natural Resources power to 
regulate dredging or filling of coastal 
wetlands that might harm marine life 
Two years later, under the Coastal 
Wetlands Act. more regulatory authority was 
granted to the state to protect tidal marshes. 

The battle to save inland wetlands begun 
in 1965 with the passage of the Hatch Act 
designed to slow down destruction by placing 
restrictions on filling and dredging of 
wetlands. In 1968 the Inland Protection Act. a 
law with more teeth, was passed 

Now. under the 1972 act. commissions can 
prevent or stop unsuitable alterations to lands 
under their jurisdiction 

The Stop & Shop hearing is the first formal 
hearing the Commission has conducted, 
reported Nolan T Jones, chairman. 
Previously, the wetlands hearings were 
conducted by the selectmen before the 
responsibility for administering Hatch 
hearings was shifted to the commissions 
The two previous wetland hearings, 
conducted by the selectmen, said Jones, 
concerned the placement of the Aberjona 
River in three culverts under the high school 
playing fields and a Squire road extension. 

The commission more recently in 
vestigated the Cambridge street land sought 
by the Bonnell Ford dealership It was 
determined that the requirements under the 
wetlands law did not apply and a hearing was 
not called 

Jones noted that any development ol the 
Moss land on Cambridge street or the old telt 
factory site on Horn Pond Brook near Canal 
street would require a Wetlands Act hearing. 

REGl I \TORY KOI I 
Jones explained that the new powers are 
granted to the commission under »he 
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The Winchester Voter is a serf ?s of articles 
prepared by the League of Women Voters on 
current Issues of concern to the community. 

This is the first of a four-part scries on the 
Wetlands Protection Act, of Issue to Win¬ 
chester at the moment because of the plan of 
Stop & Shop to construct a shopping mall 
between Swanton and Cross streets and ad¬ 
jacent to the Aberjona River. 


Wetlands Protection Act administered 
through the Department of Natural 
Resources. 

The law strengthens the role of the com¬ 
mission lo protect the wetlands through 
regulation, not to prevent any type of con¬ 
struction on the site whether supermarket or 
warehouse, stated Jones. “We are concerned 
with these things that pertain to the en¬ 
vironment," he said. 

The Winchester commission is empowered 
to hold hearings, arrive at recommendations 
and Issue permits. 

A wetland, according to the act is any 
bank, beach, dune, flat, marsh, meadow or 
swamp bordering on the ocean or on any 
existing creek, river, stream, pond or lake or 
any land under those waters or any land 
subject to tidal action. 

A person cannot “remove, fill, dredge or 
alter” such areas without filing a written 
notice of intention at least 60 days before 
starting any activity. The commission must 
hold a hearing within 21 days after receiving 
the notice. 

They must evaluate whether the work will 
have a significant effect on any one of seven 
situations: public or private water supply, 
ground water supply, flood control, storm 
drainage prevention, prevention of pollution, 
protection of shellfish or fisheries. 

AFTER THE HEARING 

If an effect is determined, the commission 
tries to see how to minimize the effect by 
issuing an order of conditions along with a 
permit within 21 days. 

If the builder. 10 townspeople, an abutter 
or the commissioner of the DNR is not 
satisfied, an appeal may be filed to the state. 

The appeal must be made within 28 days 
after the public hearing and follow a format 
listed in the law available .from any Con¬ 
servation Commission member. 

Court action could eventually result from 
the appeal request. A builder could he fined 
up to $1,000 a clay if he starts work without the 
hearing, or if he violates an order of con¬ 
ditions In any event, the builder cannot begin 
work for 60 days from the day he files his 
notice of intent 

1974 FOOTNOTE 

The legislature passed an omnibus 
wetlands bill last summer to clarify the 
Wetlands Act. Some of the significant 
changes included increased fines, a definition 
ol a wetlands by defining the plant life found 
there, streamlined filing and appeals 
procedures, modified agricultural exemption 
language and an allowance lor advisory 
opinions There is also a clarification of the 
t ight of commissions to enter privately held 
w cllands 
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Maybe the most surprising thing about 
Tuesday’s election was the large voter tur¬ 
nout. far beyond what anyone had expected. 

If it proves anything it is that the voters 
will respond when they are reached. Sherman 
W. Saltmarsh and Kenneth P. Trevett did 
reach many of them. 

The Winchester representative race, along 
with the close statewide contests, helped pull 
out so many of those voters w-ho usually sleep 
in on election day. 

But still it’s disappointing to see that the 
vote in this non-presidential year didn’t equal 
that of 1972 when Nixon fought McGovern, or 
two years before that. 

I’ve always been doubtful that the rain has 
anything to do with elections. My heavens, if 
people don’t want to get their feet wet for a 
candidate of what use is their vote? 

The results of the contests contained no 
surprises. I expected the Trevett-Saltmarsh 
fight to be a bit closer. The questions proved 
nothing either. I doubt if many people knew 
what they were voting for. 

Amnesty, which The Star favored, lost— 
the only question that did lose. That shows the 
effectiveness of newspapers! Especially 
since we came out strongly in favor of am¬ 
nesty and people have nothing to lose but their 
prejudices.

A Woburn alderman is proposing that the 
city take Blueberry Mountain for con¬ 
servation. Owner George D. Whitten of 
Winchester also favors the idea. 

This land is adjacent to Winchester and is 
being proposed for a major complex of 
housing. Conservation would solve the many 
complaints of residents in the area. 

The mayor of Woburn though says that the 
conservation would have to be subsidized by 
state or federal funds before he would back it.

Most people still don’t know much about 
the Charter Commission’s preliminary draft. 
The commission is conducting a’ public 
hearing on the proposal next Thursday. 

Some major changes in town government 
are being recommended. For one. a town 
manager would replace the selectmen’s 
executive secretary. 

For another, a few positions now elected— 
like town clerk—wi^ild be appointed. Two 
town meetings would be scheduled 
throughout the year. Readers who are in¬ 
terested may pick up a complete draft at 
Town Hall. 

No one is going to agree completely with 
the commission’s draft. I certainly don’t. The 
commission didn’t have the guts to really do a 
thorough job of streamlining the town 
government, preferring to take a political 
role and avoid anything controversial. 

Even the Cemetery Commission remains! 
if you can believe that. But the commission’s

There will probably be a minority report 
coming from two or three commissioners 
completely opposed to any changes in the 
government. Minority reports have a history 
of defeating charters.

"Ancient’ Music Harkens

Kevoluntionary music; in a historic 
seacoast village setting, drew us to Maine and 
the charming village of York late in summer. 
A colonial parade and music muster were on 
the agenda. 

The York County Militia, the first re¬ 
activated historic colonial group in the state, 
were the hosts. They attracted devotees of 
"ancient" music from New York, New Jer¬ 
sey, Connecticut, and Massachusetts. 

The colonial-style events were a perfect 
background to tour the town’s treasure of a 
dozen fine old buildings and historic sites. 
One, the old Gaol Museumk, is a National 
Historic Landmark. 

The town was settled in 1630, and for a 
while was the first chartered English "city” 
in America before being seized by 


Massachusetts in 1652 and reduced to a town. 

The weekend also produced an unexpected 
treat with a visit to two former Win- 
chesterites, one. an old-time "ancient" 
drummer, increased our knowledge of the 
musical form. 

Ancient does not refer to antiquity, but to 
the traditional style of playing fife and drum 
as it was used for field music in 
Revolutionary times. The martial music was 
^inherited from the British. Americans added 
their style and tunes. 

The high-pitched merry melodies, which 
are never played slowly, are performed on 
simple wooden six-hole fifes which do not 
have a mouthpiece. 

Their simple construction and faulty pitch 
remains unchanged in 200 years. Eve the best 
fifes hand-fashioned from rosewood today 
differ from plastic training fifes by only a few 


dollars. The skill is in the musician although 
most fifers make no claims to be musicians. 

The key to the anicient style is in the 
thump of the deep snare drums and bass 
drums rigged with rope tension and gut 
snares. Although some purists decry the 
plastic heads now in use today, many 
musicians find them more durable than the 
easily damaged and expensive animal hide 
tops. 

The drum playing is more complicated 
than it looks, for it is based on rhythmic 
patterns handed down from Revolutionary 
times called The Rudiments of Drumming. 

So-called rudimcntal drumming is based 
on a series of 26 complicated musical pat¬ 
terns. Their colorful terminology includes 
such terms as flam, ruff, paradiddle and 
ratamacue. These names express the sound 
of the drum beats. The snare drummer uses 
sticks and the bass drummer wields heavy 
wooden unpadded mallets. 

There will be opportunities galore to hear 
the music, which was part of the everyday life 
of the soldier, as bicentennial parades and 
events multiply in the next two years. 

The fife and drum signalled every duty in 
colonial camps from revielle to tattoo. The 


rattle of a heavy drum roll meant danger or 
summons and could be heard above the 
sounds of musketry. 

Ancient music was the topic of con¬ 
versation when we visited Helen Glover and 
her father, Waldo, a short distance from 
York. 

Miss Glover, a former book company 
advertising executive retired to Eliot, Maine, 
five years ago after living in Winchester for 40 
years. The Glover family lived on Reservoir 
st. 

Retirement has allowed Helen to pursue 
her long-time gardening interest on a much 
larger scale. Flower gardens surround her 
home and fresh flowers fill the rooms 
enhancing the family heirlooms and antiques. 

While she served her wild strawberry 
homemade jam and bread, we visited with 
her 95-year-old father. He is a retired school 
administrator who also lived in Winchester. 

He regaled us with stories of playing 
colonial drum in Groton, Vt., about 1890, and 
he displayed his collected Civil War drums. 

The generation gap closed as my family 
fifer played Civil War tunes that the old 
gentleman played as a boy only 25 years after 
the close of War Between the States.

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Zoning Certificate Fees 
Are Approved By Selectmen 


Selectmen have approved n fee schedule 
for certificates of zoning compliance and non¬ 
conformance under the new zoning by-law. 

After meeting with selectmen recently, 
assistant zoning administrator Norman 
Sherman submitted a proposed fee schedule 
to selectmen for comments or approval. 

The only change selectmen made was 
related to non-conforming residential uses. 
Sherman suggested $5 plus $1 per unit which 
selectmen reduced to $2. 

Selectmen agreed with John Sullivan that 
a charge “tends to be interpreted as a fine” 
and to make it more than $2 (which will go 
toward the support of carrying out the 
program as required by the by-law) “would 
be counter productive." 

Here is the approved fee schedule under 
Section 8.12 of the zoning by-law. 

I. Certificate of Zoning Compliance 

A. Residential Uses 

Single family new construction, $25. 

Multi-unit new construction. $25. plus $5 
per unit. 

Additions and structural alterations, $5. 

B. All Other Uses 

New construction or additions to existing, 
$25. 

For the first 10,000 cubic feet or portion 
thereof, plus $5. for each additional 10,000 
cubic feet, or portion thereof 

Structural alterations, $10. 

II. Certificate of non-Conformance 

A. Residential Uses, $2. plus $1. per unit. 

B. All Other Uses. $25. 

A fee for a certificate issued under the 
zoning by-law shall not be collected for any 
town building or for the buildings of any 
educational or religious organization. 

Where work for which a certificate of 
zoning compliance is required by this by-law 
is started or proceeded without obtaining said 
certificate, the fee previously specified shall 
be tripled but the payment of such triple fee 
shall not relieve any person from fully 
complying with the requirements of this by¬ 
law nor from any other penalties prescribed 
herein. 

POST OFFICE 

Martin P. Duffy and Alfred K. Favreau, 
acting postmaster for Winchester, appeared 
before selectmen to inform them of changes 
being made at the Winchester Post Office. 

Duffy explained that the Post Office plans 
to relocate delivery services facilities in 
Woburn on a temporary basis “until a new 
installation is built in Winchester." 

He assured selectmen there will be no 
change in service to Winchester residents. 
The present Post Office will remain the same, 
and a new postmaster for Winchester will be 
named shortly. 

“All services will remain the same. 
Ca^-iers will emanate from the new location 
uir.il we develop a new installation in Win¬ 
chester itself," the postal officials said. 

CJcOtmen acknowledged they have been 
receiving telephone calls from residents who 
aro concerned about reduced postal services 
ir. ...wbcster, 

“Undci no circumstances will any Win¬ 
chester residents have logo to Woburn" for 
their piail services, said Duffy 

“If anything, we hope to improve ser¬ 
vices," said Favreau who noted the move, 
which will allow more space in the Win¬ 
chester facility, will provide more boxes for 
residents. “We have a waiting list of 7(5 
people," Favreau said 

Plans ore to update the lobby of the 
present postal facility. 

Selectman Johr Sullivan asked if the local 
Post Office planned to decrease service at the 
window 

Favreau was quick to say “no." 

Favreau went on to say that postal realtors 
are currently looking for a new site for the 
60,000 sq. ft. proposed new Post Office. “If the 


site of the new Post Office Is away from the 
center of town, we have been promised that 
the present Post Office will be a station," 
Favreau said.

MYSTIC PLAYGROUND 

Because of a letter from L. E. Beckley of 5 
Marshall rd., selectmen will seek to bring 
representatives from the School Committee, 
Park Department and Finance Committee 
together before them to discuss the Mystic 
School playground. 

Beckley charges that in the 25 years he has 
lived across from the Mystic School 
playground “not a single act of even routine 
grounds maintenance has been expended by 
the town on this playground in all that time." 

Beckley said. “I have seen it go through 
continuing stages of severe erosion to the 
point where it is now only a rock-strewn 
desert completely devoid of any of the top soil 
necessary to support even a minimum of sod 
and grass. It is a disgrace to the neighborhood 
and the town," he wrote. 

“Ten years ago a load of top soil was 
brought onto the playground and dumped in a 
pile near the Main street fence,” Beckley 
recalls. “The remains of that pile can still be 
seen after years of erosion and wearing down 

OTHER MATTERS 

Executive secretary to selectmen Edward 
Donnelly reported that the Federal Energy 
Administration has given the town an ex- 
tention to respond to a notice of probable 
violation regarding an alleged non- 
compliance with the FEA Petroleum 
Allocation regulations. The extension is Nov. 
19 

Selectmen reported it was Metropolitan 
Fuel Co., and not Union Petroleum who 
initiated the FEA investigation. 

Selectmen congratulated Donnelly on 
being selected secretary-treasurer of the 
Massachusetts Municipal Management 
Association, formerly known as the 
Massachusetts City and Town Managers 
Assn. 

Mary E. Murphy, chairman of the Win¬ 
chester Housing Authority, and Richard D. 
Norberg, chairman, Council on Aging, 
reported tq selectmen that they have been 
meeting recently to discuss the possibility of 
establishing a multi-service senior center in 
Winchester. 

Their letter noted: “The State Department 
of Community Affairs is working closely with 
the Housing Authority in the establishment of 
new elderly housing on the site of the old 
Lincoln School, and the inclusion of a senior 
center to serve all the seniors of Winchester 
on this site is one possibility under con¬ 
sideration." 

The letter indicates because there are 
other possible locations which might be 
suitable, and because there are many factors 
and users entering into any decision as to the 
site for such a center, the two groups feel it is 
important to meet with all parties concerned 
for the greatest input.

He cited examples of situations where he 
has served as an advocate for parents seeking 
full-core evaluations nr implementation of 
satisfactory educational plans. 

Morris said he has found the Regional 
Council of the Department of Special 
Education to be “highly responsive.” 

In his remarks, he emphasized that 
parents must read and know the law. which 
he feels will take from three to five years to 
reach full operation. 

Morris discussed rights of parents such as 
being able to read and copy school records 
pertaining to their children, having material 
deleted from school records, rejecting or 
requesting review of an educational plan

dependent evaluation and requesting a 
hearing with the Dept of Special Education.

If you remember “I Remember Mama” on 
television, you may recall a young woman, a 
vanilla-ice-cream-blonde, in the cast as a 
friend of the family.

On cue. all fell flat It was filmed to 
demonstrate forms of protest. Falling flat as 
a group is a popular way to stage a protest 
now in Australia. 

Harvard Square frequenters, accustomed 
to the unaccustomed, simply stared. They 
didn’t offer to help them up. 

“1 was a little sore,’’ admitted Mary. “It’s 
a hard way to earn $10.” She isn’t sure when 
the film will be shown on Channel 2. 

Mary grew up as Mary Miller in Fredonia, 
N. Y.. where her mother still lives. After State 
University of New York, she studied with Uta 
Hagen, along with such familiar actors as 
Stiller and Meara and Geraldine Page.

In a field where many bask in a spotlight, 
Mary shies away from talking about herself. 
If pressed about the people with whom she 
has acted, she’ll squirm uneasily and say "1 
don’t like to he a name dropper," and change 
the subject. 

You might persist and get her to admit 
that Carol • nett was her rommate at 
Rehearsal Hotel while both were studying 
acting. “She was funny offstage, but more 
serious than she appears on TV," recalls 
Mary 


Mary, a member of Actors Kquity and 
American Federation of Television and 
Radio, did summer stock in Buffalo and at 
Monomoy Theater in Chatham. She studied at 
Circle in the Square in New York, worked for 
the Kay Rockefeller Circle Theater, and had a 
television charade show in Buffalo 

Mary left New York, to marry and raise a 
family. Wendy, a Winchester High School 
student, and Phillip. 9. share their mother s 
enthusiasm for the stage. Phillip appeared in 
“The Man Who Came to Dinner” for Win¬ 
chester Unitarian Players. Wendy has had 
major roles in “Prime of Miss .Jean Brodie 
and “Marigolds" for Arlington Friends of the 

drama. 

Mary’s family bad no connection with 
theater. Her businessman father, a well 
known horseman, did train Dan. the horse 
that Tom Mix rode in movies. Mary. too. 
showed horses Hut while in her teens, her 
Horse reared during a show and fell on her. 
seriously injuring her. She no longer rides. 

Mary’s first role after moving to Win¬ 
chester was as a dizzy English girl in “The 
Odd Couple" directed by Dr. Robert Storer 
for Winchester Unitarian Players. 

She took the lead for Storer in "Gold in the 
Hills” in Winchester and Arlington. He’s 
directing “Look Homeward, Angel," which 
will be presented to the public in the Win¬

Mary edges away self-consciously from 
talk of her experience, but Storer warmly 
says. “She’s a director’s dream!” Standing at 
the back of the darkened auditorium during 
rehearsal Storer watches the play take form. 

She har¬ 
monizes with members of the cast and brings 
everybody up to her level. You can’t help but 
want to work better when you work with 
Mary." 

He comments that it thrills him at every 
rehearsal to see how the play is growing.

Plaza Bank Holdup 


Two Get 25-Year Terms, 
Third, Of Winchester, 
Turns State’s Evidence 


Two of three men charged with armed 
robbery of the Suburban National Bank in the 
Woburn Plaza Shopping Center in August of 
1973 were sentenced to 25 years each in a 
federal penitentiary last week by Judge 
Frank H. Freedman of the U.S. District 
Court. 

Found guilty of the machine gun hold-up 
by a federal jury were Richard A. Cepulonis, 
26, of Worcester and Francis D. Lovell 26 of 
West Boylston. 

The third man charged with the hold-up 
James Guimond of Peppered, formerly of 
Winchester, pleaded guilty at the outset of the 
six day trial and turned state’s evidence. He 
is scheduled to be sentenced in mid- 
November. 

The entire case was presented to the jury 
by Assistant U.S. Atty. Edward J. Lee. 

Among those questioned by Lee and 
defense attorneys during the trial were Capt. 
Kenneth R. Murphy, Inspectors John P. 
Gibbons, and P. Joseph Lally, Officer Keith 
Webb all of the Woburn Police Department, 
state police and FBI investigator, and John 
Beauchamp and other employees of the West 
Woburn bank. 

Gibbons and Webb were involved in a high 
speed bullet riddled chase on Cambridge road 
and through Winchester streets immediately 
following the hold-up. 

Mrs. Ann Maselunas of Winchester was 
injured when fleeing gunmen’s bullets 
crashed through the windshield of her car in 
Winchester. 

As a matter of fact, police halted their 
chase momentarily, going to the aid of Mrs. 
Maselunas, as the trio escaped. 

One was arrested later in Malden. 
Cepulonis and Lovell were taken into custody 
by FBI agents outside New York City. 

The trio was earlier indicated by a federal 
grand jury. 

Testimony during the trial revealed that 
three men entered the bank carrying two M- 
16 rifles and a German assault machinegun. 

The bandits fired two shots inside the bank 
before fleeing with the loot to a waiting car. 

Insp. Gibbons, who was in the West 
Woburn area when the first alarm came in, 
was disptched to the scene and arrived just as 
the get-away car was fleeing towards Win¬ 
chester. 

He radioed for assistance giving 
diretions and gave chase. Many shots were 
exchanged, but no one was hit. Shells were 


found later on Woburn and Winchester 
streets. 

Insp. Lally removed the bullets from the 
ceiling at the bank following the incident. 
They were presented in evidence by Lee. 

The sentence handed down by Freedman 
was the maximum for a crime of this nature. 

Capt. Murphy of Woburn said the trio still 
has to stang trial in Middlesex Superior Court 
on charges stemming from the same hold-up. 

He said that Woburn investigators and the 
staff of Dist. Atty. John J. Droney have 
prepared the case and it is ready for 
assignment on the state level. 

No date for the trial has been set as yet, 
however.

Two points kept the victory skein of the 
Belmont Marauders in the running for a spot 
in the schoolboy super bowl. 

The final tally on Saturday afternoon 
found the visitors leaving Knowlton Stadium 
on the top end of an 18-16 count over Win¬ 
chester This leaves only three undefeated 
teams contending for the Division One bowl — 
Natick. Heading and Belmont. Since the 
latter two must play, it appears almost a 
certainty that one of the post season con¬ 
tenders will come from the Middlesex 
League. 

The day was perfect for the big game, and 
neither side had any alibis because of the 
weather. The officials though, drew loud and 
long squawks from both sides of the field, and 
deservedly so. This year has seen very poor 
whistle blowing mist of the league games. The 
mediocrity of the men in the striped shirts has 
spoiled many. 

Their ineptitude started with the opening 
whistle, and continued during the entire first 
half. To begin with, the IEelmont coaches were 
out on the playing field, and called nearly 
every move from their position. 

There was naturally little room with the 
players crowding the sidelines. But an alert 
referee would have stopped the game, moved 
them back and hit the coaches with a bench 
penalty if they persisted in straying five or 
even It) yards out on to the gridiron. 

The first half was a veritable flag day for 
the officials. Many of the calls were justified, 
some were not. If you think this is an excuse 
for the Sachem defeat, it isn’t. 

You should have heard the Belmont stands 
when they were behind 16-7! The job can be 
hard and thankless as this writer, who was 
blowing the whistle in the days when the 
Boston Redskins (now of Washington) played 
in the National Football League, knows all too 
well. 

,S<> hectic was the first half that both first 
and second periods consumed more elapsed 
time than the entire second half. 

There was plenty of action, some great 
football, some not so great, with the ball 
moving back and forth rapidly, except for the 
agonizing display of yellow flags. 

It kept the spectators on the edge of their 
seats, with no less than 27 points being put on 
the board during the 10 minutes of the second 
quarter. The second half was totally 


scoreless, and noticeabley devoid of the 
plethora of penalties called during the first 20 
minutes of action 

Belmont earned its victory. Take nothing 
away from the scrappy visitors who showed 
an excellent passer in Joe Saia, some clever 
receivers, a talented place kicker. Tom 
Reilly, and a solid, if not impenetrable 
defense. They showed flashes of being 
overpowering, but did not seem to be as 
consistent as the Heading Rockets against 
Winchester. 

There was no way that the Sachems could 
he figured as having a solid chance at 
Reading. But in Saturday's game they were in 
the thick of it down to the final whistle. 

An interference call gave the Marauders 
an early first down at the Winchester 19, 
followed by a completion by Jerry Tashjian in 
the Sachem endzone 

Reilly’s kick was good. The visitors led, 7- 

0. 

Shortly after they completed a long pass in 
Winchester territory, on their way to score. 

Both sides were guilty of infractions so the 
play w f as called back. Then Belmont was 
offside on three consecutive plays, thrown for 
losses which brought about a fourth down and 
35 to go. Punting from his own goal, Tri¬ 
captain Pete Sullivan hooted to near midfield. 

From this point Winchester drove to the 
shadow of the Marauder goal to lose the hall 
on a fumble. Three plays later Saia’s pass 
was picked off by co-captain Albie Cordice, 
who lugged it 30 yards into the endzone. Steve 
Johnis wriggled over for a two point con¬ 
version. The stunned Marauders were behind, 
8-7. 

The ensuing kickoff was hobbled and 
recovered by Ken Errico of the Sachems at 
the visitors’ 21. From that point Winchester 
scored in just five plays. 

Mark Cullen was credited with the score. 
When Steve Johnis made the two-point con¬ 
version a pall of gloom settled over the 
Belmont stands. 

The kickoff was run back from the 20 to the 
45. The Marauders were on their way again 
with another long run by Thompson netting a 
touchdown. Saia faked to his other end, but 
threw to the Tashjian for a two-point con¬ 
version. Within a minute it was 16-15. 

After having two kickoffs called back, a 
third one found the Sachems belted with a 15- 
yard penalty back to the 11. Foiling to gain, 
Cullen punted out of bounds at the 38.

League Studies 
Town Recreation 

The League of Women Voters of Win¬ 
chester will hold discussion meetings next 
week on recreation in Winchester. 

The meetings will be held Nov. 12, Nov. 13 
and Nov. 14. 

The league’s recreation study committee, 
chaired by Beverly Jones, includes Frances 
McConktock, Lenore Rich and Patricia 
Skehan. 

The committee presentation will include a 
description of the publicly budgeted money 
spent on recreation programs in Winchester 
and a comparison with that of other neigh¬ 
boring communities. 

The discussion will focus on ways the 
league might aid recreation in Winchester. 

Last year the league conducted a survey of 
recreation programs and facilities in Win¬ 
chester, as compared with recreational 
needs. 

Some 3,000 questionnaires were 
distributed, to inquire what school children 
and citizens in other age groups felt to be 
lacking in town programs. 

Data was accumulated on what 
recreational programs are available, what 
young people and elderly residents want and 
what neighboring towns are doing. 

This year the committee has delineated 
various departmental budgets for 
recreational activities and is evaluating the 
programs both public and private. (Privately 
funded programs would include youth 
hockey, Pop Warner football and youth 
soccer) 

Among the questions to be posed are, 
“What can the league do to aid recreation for 
senior citizens?”, and “How can help be given 
the town Recreation Committee?”. 

Recreation Committee chairman Ken 
Tully plans to be present to explain the 
working relationship between the Recreation 
Department and the Recreation Committee 
and to answer questions about town 
programs.

4. Committee on rules. Each district of the 
town meeting (eight districts replacing the 
present six precinct > would appoint one 
member to the committee on rules. 

The committee would consider all the 
conduct of the town meeting and “provide for 
the general oversight” of the town meeting. 

This committee would also provide the 
town meeting moderator with a list of names 
for appointment to the other standing com 
mittees. 

The Charter states that two-thirds of the 
membership of the standing committees 
(except rules) would be town meeting 
members elected by district equally. 

Appointments to the committees would be 
by the moderator from the list of names 
submitted by the rules committee “or in such 
other manner us he (moderator) may 
determine.” 

Each standing committee would be 
required to hold public hearings as they are 
now required. 

Another major change being proposed by 
The Charter is a requirement that the town 
meeting meet at least twice a year, once 
during the first six months “at a time fixed by 
by-law” to consider fiscal matters. 

The second meeting will consider all those 
matters that the present annual town meeting 
considers. It would have to be held during the 
last four calendar months of the year. 

Provision is included for other town 
meetings as may be necessary throughout the 
year. 

All other current laws dealing with the 
town meeting remain the same. All by-laws 
dealing with the town moderator position 
remain the same. 

The Winchester voters will have a chance 
to either accept all of the charter provision at 
the next March annual town election or reject 
all of the provisions. 


Prime Time 

Nursing Homes Are Dilemma

Where does a person — 
especially an older person — go 
when he or she isn't sick 
enough to need to be 
hospitalized, but still isn’t well 
enough to be able to remain at 
home alone without 
assistance? 

In most cases, the answer is 
to a nursing home — usually by 
way of a hospital ( even if one 
isn't absolutely necessary ) to 
ensure the person’s eligibility 
for Medicare or Medicaid 
coverage. 

That single answer explains 
at once why the nursing home 
has become the basis of an 
expanding industry, and why 
many nursing home residents 
don’t need to be there for 
purely medical reasons. 

Some 40 percent of nursing 
home residents “are there 
because of the social and 
financial - not medical — 
problems of old age,’’ con¬ 
cludes a study by Jane Lock- 
wood Barney, a research 
associate at the University of 
Michigan — Wayne State 
University institute of 
gerontology. 

“These people epitomize the 
need for increased community 
services and more appropriate 
living environments.’’ 

While Ms*. Barney’s study 
deals mainly with Michigan 
nursing home residents, its 
findings are generally true of 
the situation nationally. 

Thus, until some way is 
found to provide people with 
adequate health care without 
removing them from their 
homes, the role of the nursing 
home is going to increase even 
more as the nation’s older 
population continues to grow. 

What makes this prospect a 
particularly disturbing one is 
the awareness that while there 
are many very good nursing 
homes an alarmingly large 
percentage of these institutions 
are just not doing an adequate 
job. A few have been cited for 
actually abusing their patients. 


This is nothing new. For 
years, the existence of un¬ 
savory conditions and 
neglected responsibilities has 
been documented with great 
frequency at Congressional 
hearings. 

Now, the sad story is being 
told once again in the book 
“Terfder Loving Greed,” a 
scathing expose by Mary 
Adelaide Mendelson: 

Mrs. Mendelson, a com¬ 
munity planning consultant 
from Cleveland, has been in¬ 
vestigating nursing homes for - 
the past 10 years. Her book 
overflows with frightening 
examples of barbaric 
mistreatment of patients, 
seemingly honest officials 
looking the other way, 
staggering profits, and a 
systematic milking of patients’ 
limited resources that 
sometimes amount to outright 
theft. 

Under no circumstances 
should Mrs. Mendelson’s ac¬ 
count be considered a balances 
survey of the nursing home 
industry. It is an expose and, in 
the hallowed tradition of 
muckracking, seeks to focus 
attention on what is wrong in 
hopes of inspiring corrective 
action. 

Thus, she virtually ignores 
the existence of many excellent 
homes, and of efforts — some 
of which have proven suc¬ 
cessful — made to improve the 
situation during the 10 years of 
her involvement with nursing 
homes. 

Essentially, what Mrs. 
Mendelson does is to present 
the problem, leaving to others 
the task of righting the wrongs 
she has uncovered. 

It is easy, of course, to 
condemn these deplorable 
conditions and to demand 
immediate enforcement of all 
existing regulations. 

To some extent, in some 
instances, conditions might be 
improved this way — if only 
temporarily — but the total 
situation isn’t that simple. 

Many knowledgeable health 
care authorities maintain that

To Cut Jobs, 
Hike Tuitions, 
Limit Raises 


The Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation 
is proposing four ideas to reduce the size of 
next year’s expected budget deficit that may 
reach or exceed $150 million. 

The four proposals would reduce the 
number of the state's authorized positions by 
10 percent, limit state employee cost-of-living 
increases to the first $13,000 of salary, hike 
tuitions at state colleges while guaranteeing 
aid to needy students and place the state’s 
needy veterans under regular welfare and 
medicaid programs. 

The foundation estimates savings from the 
proposals of between $80 and $120 million. 

“Massachusetts will require a significant 
increase in taxes early next year to pay for 
present state programs and activities. But 
actions to reduce state spending can affect 
the magnitude of the tax hike," says n 
foundation pamphlet. 

“Not one of (the proposals) threatens any 
important state service. Not one of them 
would unfairly or unreasonably affect the 
interests or well-being of any individual or 
group of individuals," according to the 
pamphlet. 

“At least one session of the General Court 
has considered and defeated three of these 
proposals,” Richard A Manley, MTF 
president says. “However, they take on new 
import and urgency now in light of the state’s 
current budget problems. 

“We will offer these proposals again at the 
next legislative sess* ,n We hope that 
members of the legislature will look upon the 
more kindly when faced with the decision to 
reduce spending, raise taxes, or both,” 
Manley says.

if all existing regulations were 
to be enforced rigidly many 
nursing homes would be forced 
to close. 

Thus “solving” one problem 
would create another. With few 
means of alternative care 
presently available, where 
would the patients from the 
closed nursing homes go? 

And is society willing to pay 
the costs which may be 
necessary to assure quality 
care in every facility? 

So, where do you draw the 
line? 

There are no easy answers. 
But the key to a solution is to be 
found, I think, in the recom¬ 
mendations made in studies 
such as Ms. Barney’s. 

To begin with, we need to 
get out of nursing homes those 
people who simply don’t belong 
there. To do this, we must 
simultaneously develop 
alternative means of providing 
health care and other sup¬ 
portive services for them and 
for other people who find 
themselves in the situation I 
described at the beginning of 
this column. 

For those requiring the kind 
of care an institution can 
provide, nursing homes can 
and must improved. But this 
can only be done by restruc¬ 
turing the nursing home of 
today — and its sourced of 
financial support — to meet 
more realistically the changing 
needs of a growing older 
population. 

This is not a quick solution. 
Accomplishing it will be far 
from easy. But if we are willing 
to confront this challenge now, 
perhaps, before too long, we 
will finally be able to regard all 
nursing homes as healing 
homes for the sick instead of 
houses of horror for the 
helpless aged.

Winchester 
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Signatures Mount To Halt Stop & Shop From Building Shopping Mall 


Town Meeting Member Earle Sherburne 
and *a team of about 10 residents are 
gathering signatures opposing the plan of 
Stop & Shop to build a shopping center bet¬ 
ween Cross and Swanton streets, adjacent to 
the Aberjona River. 

Sherburne told selectmen Monday night he 
has the necessary 10 signatures from 
"aggrieved” residents to present to the 
Department of Natural Resources. A 
Wetlands Protection Act hearing was con¬ 
ducted last week by the Winchester Con¬ 
servation Commission. 

The 10 persons are also gathering 
signatures to present to selectmen. So far 
they have 162 names. 

Sherburne, who said he doesn’t want to 
hurt James and Helen Cullen, owners of the 
property in question, would like to have the 
state provide funds so the town can have the 
land for park or conservation purposes. 

Selectman John Sullivan asked Sherburne 
if he would support purchase of the land by 
the town with town funds. Sherburne said he 
would "have to back up or swallow my 
tongue.” 

Hatch Act Hearing 

The Wetlands Protection Act hearing last 


week was the first hearing to be conducted by 
the present Conservation Commission. 

Conservation Commission chairman 
Nolan Jones explained the purpose of the 
hearing was to give Stop & Shop an op¬ 
portunity to present their plans and give the 
commission and residents an opportunity to 
ask questions as they relate to protection of 
wetlands. 

Kenneth Kern, Stop & Shop development 
director, said his company is interested in 
purchasing a 20-acre parcel of land adjoining 
the Aberjona River to develop six to seven 
acres for construction of 60,000 square feet of 
retail stores. 

Among these stores would be a Stop & Shop 
supermarket and a Medi-Mart store along 
with several assorted retailers. 

He said the primary access to the shopping 
mart would be via Swanton street with 
another access through River street and up 
Cross street. 

Kern said some fill has already been 
removed from the site, causing flood 
problems. He said Stop & Shop expects to 
begin construction on the project in the spring 
and have a fall opening. 

Athanasios A. Vul^aropulos, Stdp & Shop’s 


consulting hydraulic engineer, said the flow 
of the Aberjona River would not be changed. 
He said the flood control characteristics of the 
site would be reserved. 

He said past studies show through ex¬ 
cavation of the area may increase flood 
storage potential the increase in the in¬ 
cremental volume of flood storage would 
reduce flooding. He said the river level will be 
reduced in all by one-half foot. 

Vulgaropulos assured the residents the 
work of the Stop & Shop engineers would have 
"no affect on the downstream area and the 
playing field.” 

Rex Anderson of Linenthal Eisenberg 
Anderson, engineers, talked about storm 
drains and plans to clean up the river and 
river’s edge. He said, "Our intention was to 
remove treek trunks, limbs and other debris, 
but no dredging.” Anderson noted there is 
"backwater now because of debris.” 


The Stop & Shop spokesmen assured the 44 
hearing participants they would not use salt 
in their parking lot but instead would plow 
away snow. Though they presently do not 
have figures on how much pollution they 
might contribute to the river, Kern said it 
would be minimal. 


in favor of discussing traffic, allowed 
discussion with the permission of the Stop & 
Shop officials. 

Richard E. Hangen. associate engineer 
with Alan M. Voorhees & Associates Inc., 
transportation and urban planning con¬ 
sultants, reported on a traffic study of the 
area conducted for Stop & Shop. 

He took six hour traffic counts and 48 hour 
traffic counts on Swanton street, he said. 
These were done on week days, he noted. 

His findings were that the existing streets 
are capable of handling present traffic in 
addition to that which would be generated by 
the proposed shopping area without any 
major improvements being required. 

Several in the audience voiced their 
displeasure that the study was conducted on 
week days rather than Friday and Saturday, 
the days they find traffic to increase because 
of trips to the dump. 

What would be the impact of trucks? was a 
question raised by members of the audience. 
Kern estimated there would be 10-15 trucks 


delivering to the shopping area each day and 
that the bulk of the trucks would enter by 
Cross or River streets. 

Jack Farrell, who identified himself as one 
who works with boy scouts in cleaning the 
Aberjona River, began showing slides to back 
up his premise that Stop & Shop’s presence 
along the river would have a negative in¬ 
fluence on the waterway. 

He charged that a restaurant and motel in 
Woburn was causing increased oil pollution to 
the river from automobiles parked next to the 
river. 

Farrell raised the question of ownership of 
the river in the vicinity of the land in question. 
"I would hate to see ownership go out of 
Winchester,” he said. 

"If the present owner owns both sides of 
the river then he essentially owns the middle 
of the river itself. I would like to see public 
ownership of the river,” Farrell said. 

Cullen responded that he owned the land 
under the river, that it is zoned for residence 


so "it will not be built on” for business. He 
said there are two lots, and he has no interest 
in development of this land for houses. 

Callen noted that in the 30 years he has 
owned the land he has paid the town of 
Winchester over $125,000 in taxes. 

In conclusion, the Conservation Com¬ 
mission members, who said they felt the Stop 
& Shop spokesmen had answered all of their 
questions satisfactorily, decided they would 
meet Nov. 7 (tonight) in public session to 
"discuss and establish an order of conditions 
report” for Stop & Shop from a conservation 
viewpoint. 

Stop & Shop gave the Conservation 
Commission a copy of their traffic study of 
the area which Johes and other members said 
they would review. 


Besides Jones, Conservation Commission 
members present for the hearing were 
Bradley Ross, John T. Moore and Brian 
Meyer. 



"The river in that area is now a disgrace,” 
Kern said, noting that Stop & Shop’s presence 
will make the "river much better than it is 


"We’re going to take out tires, scrap 
metal” and other junk off the land and 
"replace it with clean fill.” 

James Cullen, property owner, said: 
"Most of that debris came from the town 
dump.” 

Mrs. Helen Cullen told about hot ash 
coming from the town incinerator and bur¬ 
ning trees on their property. She said the town 
gave "us a token” remuneration "but never 
replaced the trees." 

Anderson explained there would be a 
buffer zone between the parking lot and the 
river, at least 10 feet inside the zone line as 
required by the by-law. 


The catch basin to be installed by Stop & 
Shop’s engineers would collect debris and 
would have a 3 ft. sump which would gather 
much of the silt. It would be cleaned out 
periodically. 


Questioned on why Stop & Shop found it 
necessary to remove soil from one location to 
another, the consultants said "the only reason 
for removing soil is to obtain proper flood 
storage.” 

Test borings they said indicate there will 
be no requirement for pile drivings.

What Made Helen Run: 
One Taxpayer’s Protest

Six persons were arrested in connection 
with a robbery at White Hen Pantry Saturday 
night, two arrested for a housebreak on 
Brookside avenue and two arrested for a 
break on Arlington street in the last week. 

Officer Peter Morgan arrested six 
teenagers from Reading moments after the 
White Hen Pantry on Main street was robbed 
of $254. The money was recovered. 

Morgan said he saw two youths standing in 
the parking lot at the White Hen enter the 
store. He said he drove up Main street toward 
Woburn and saw four youths sitting in a car in 
front of Wong’s Chateau. 

He received a call on the police radio that 
the White Hen had been robbed. Morgan saw 
the car in question heading up Main street 
with six youths inside. 

The officer chased the vehicle and pulled it 
over on nearby Loring avenue (off Swanton 
street). The officer said he ordered the six 
occupants out at gun point and was joined by 
several fellow officers. 

Officers Franklin Bartlett and C. Vozzella 
helped at the scene and transported the 
youths to the Winchester station, where they 
were identified as Stephen Angelo, Glen 
White, David Connors, James Hubbard, 
David Mall and Matthew Conte. 

Police said Conte passed out at the station 
and was taken to Winchester Hospital, where 
he was treated for an unknown illness and 
returned to the station. 

According to the clerks at the White Hen, 
two youths entered the store at 10:30 p.m. and 
went to the rear. One entered the cooler 
where clerk Gary Smith was working. 

According to Smith, the youth waved a 

bottle in his face and said: “This is a - 

robbery. “Get your ass on the floor.” 

The other youth, meanwhile, stood outside 
and stuck something in the back of another 
clerk. “Get in the back room or we’ll slit your 
throat,” that youth allegedly told the other 
clerk. 

According to Clerk Smith, the youth who 
accosted him attempted to break two bottles 
of 7-Up and failed, then dropped them on the 
floor. 

The two assailants then engaged in an 
argument with each other over which was 
going to watch who. As this was happening, 
Smith ran from the store and pulled the fire 
alarm box at Lake and Main streets. 

When Smith returned, one youth was 
cleaning out the cash register. Smith hit him 
over the head with a can of charcoal lighter, 
he said. 

At that, the youth jumped back over the 
counter and fled with the other youth. They 
went up Main street, accoiding to witnesses. 

A paper bag containing a sum of money 
was found on the front seat of the car stopped 
on Loring avenue. 

In the other cases, police officers arrested 
two Allston men after a break at 41 Arlington 
st., the Schroeder residence, Thursday at 
11:25 a.m. 

Officers Thomas Faulkner, William Nash 
and Richard Fisher responded after an alarm 
came into the station. Officer Nash said two 
males ran out the back door and into the 
woods behind the house. 

Nash said he yelled for them to stop, they 
didn’t and he fired two shots. The youths ran 
toward Arlington street. As Officer Fisher 
arrived at the scene in a patrol car, the youths 
ran on to Arlington street, according to the 
police report. 

Fisher arrested one at the scene. The other 
reportedly fled down Arlington street toward 
Swan road. Officer James Gallant, mean¬ 
while, offduty but located nearby, heard the 
shots and came running down the hill toward 
Arlington street. 

Gallant said he found one suspect hiding on 
the grounds of the Winchester Country Club. 
The youths were identified as Victor J. Hunt, 
20, and Vincent R. Testa. 

They were charged with breaking and 
entering in the day and arraigned at Woburn 
Court for later trial. 

In a third case, police arrested Alan D. 
Hinkley, 23, of Somerville in connection with a 


housebreak last Wednesday night at 
Brookside road. 

A second man, also from out of town, has 
not yet been arrested, according to Lt. 
William Haggerty, who said the man is under 
summons. 

According to the police report, a neighbor 
called the department at 9:20 p.m. to say 
someone was in the house next door. Officers 
Richard J. Anselmo and Frank Tranchita 
responded to 6 Brookside rd., the Purtle 
home. Officers James Gallant and C. Vozzella 
also responded. 

Someone was seen inside the house. 
Gallant was boosted up on to the roof of a 
porch and entered a partially open window. 
Anselmo joined Gallant and the two went 
downstairs and opened the door. 

Officer John Guarente then arrived with 
the police dog. The dog searched the house 
and found a suspect hiding in a closet wearing 
gloves. 

The suspect had a cut hand and was taken 
to Winchester Hospital, where he received 
four stitches. 

Police Lt. John McHugh called the work of 
the officers in these three cases examples of 
good police work, well coordinated and 
thought out. He praised these “practical 
applications of good police techniques.”

The point of Helen Metros’ campaign for 
state senator was not necessarily to win. 

She considered her campaign a protest. 
“In 10 years we (taxpayers) have not 
received anything in the form of a tax break 
or fuel adjustment. I felt as a housewife and 
mother that I had to get out and do 
something.” 

Mrs. Metros, independent, spent $49.22 on 
her campaign. Most of it went for a 
newspaper announcement. Some was used for 
the sign on top of her car. 

She laughed as she explained that the last 
$5 was for shoestrings which she handed out 
as a symbol of her “shoestring campaign.” 

Determined not to “owe anything to 
anybody, not to accept anything," the only 
contributions Mrs. Metros received were 
several hundred bumper stickers from her 
husband and sister-in-law as an anniversary 
gift, and about 1()() posters from her daughter 
Emily as a birthday present. 

With no headquarters, no workers and no 
pamphlets Mrs. Metros received 5,392 votes. 
“It just shows it can be done.” 

Mrs. Metros is a lover of life and people, 
whose first response to the matter of an in ’ 
terview was “Wonderful! I’ll have the coffee 
and doughnuts ready!" 

Unaffected, with an engaging smile, she 
mourned: “I had so much to say, I felt so 
much, but I just couldn’t express myself." 

With her blond hair and bubbly nature. 
Mrs. Metros does not look old enough to have 
a 19-year old daughter, Emily, or a 14-year 
old son, Charles. Nor does the strain of the 
campaign appear to have had an effect. 

“My mother would get up at six so she 
could clean the house, campaign and be at 
work by 11:30," reported Emily. Her father 
added, "In the mornings before work, at night 
after work, she would jump in the car and go 
from house to house to get signatures. Later, 
even when she had all the signature she 
needed, she’d still knock on doors and talk 
with people." 

The rest of the family, anxious to help, 
attempted to aid Mrs. Metros in acquiring the 
600 signatures she needed. 

“But," explained Ted, her husband: “We 
found out everyone wanted to see her and ask 
her questions." Emily remembered the time 
she and her mother were out for half an hour 
“She got 35 signatures and I got 10. People 
wouldn't sign unless they met her ” 

Emily was “really enthusiastic" ubout her 
mother running for state senator. Her brother 
Charles would voice everyone’s silent wishes 
constantly: “Oh. Ma. I hope you get in!” 

But their father had doubts. "I didn’t know 
how she would react to political life ... it was 
her first time involved in that type of at¬ 
mosphere.” 

He added, “But I didn’t get in her way I 
neither indulged her nor stopped her. She’s 
self-propelling. In her own mind she had to 
prove that anyone could run if they had tin 1 
desire to, that you don’t need a lot of money." 

The first of the three candidates to take out 
nomination papers. Helen Metros did not 
have an easy time in the election 

Between newspapers refusing to print her 
news releases because she was a “nobody,” 


town clerks putting off certifying her 
signatures since “you’re not important” and 
being overlooked for candidates night, it wus 
discouraging. Emily Metros pul it succinctly: 
“My mother’s a fighter.” 

And so she is. When her house was broken 
into and her nomination papers stolen, she 
began collecting signatures over again, en¬ 
ding up with 14,000. When threatening

telephone calls started to come she refrained 
from telling her husband for fear it would 
worry him. When she was “Invited" to with 
draw from the race because they said her 
chances of winning were nil. she said thanks 
but no thanks. 

“I was flattered, though," she confided. 

"An average housewife paying hills und 
taxes, with no experience in politics,” was 
considered enough of a threat to warrunt a 
plea for resignation 

“I have had no legislative experience, but 
I would have worked for the people I would 
have itemized everything, put everything up 
in public.” 

Regarding the state's budget, she was 
especially concerned with the amount of 
money allocated for “miscellaneous" items. 

Although Emily Metros was optimistic 
about her mother winning because “people 
seemed hesitant about Bullock and Spector,” 
her mother disagreed. "I knew it would be 
hard to beat Mr. Bullock und Mr. Spector. 
They had everything going for them as far as 
qualifications. 

“If I was in a position where I could have 
given up my job and donated the whole time 
to politics I think I could have mode it. But 
tiiut would be going against my principle. I 
can’t see how anyone can tuke a six-month 
leave of absence for a 14,000 job and spend so 
much money to get elected."

The School Committee has scheduled a 
discussion on Metco busing for Monday, Nov. 
25, at New Lincoln School. 

The issue arose Monday during the regulnr 
meeting of the School Committee when 
Chairman Stephen Parkhurst asked for the 
Nov. 25 meeting so the committee could air 
the pros and cons on the issue. 

Metco is a voluntary program which would 
involve the busing of “20 to 30 inner city kids” 
to Winchester. There would be no reverse 
busing; that is, no Winchester children would 
be transported to Boston. 

“Winchester is one of the very few towns of 
its size and location that doesn’t have Metco," 
noted Parkhurst. “That leads us to believe we 
should reconsider the issue." 

Metco busing was rejected by Winchester 
voters in a 1968 referendum. 

Committee member Mary Pronski 
questioned Chairman Parkhurst about the 
committee’s intended presentation on the 
25th. Parkhurst said Committeeman Robert 
Pritchard will make the presentation. 

“Shouldn’t we discuss it first?" asked 
Pronski. 

“It would be better to discuss it publicly,” 
answered Parkhurst. 

In response to questions from parents in 
the audience at Monday night’s meeting, 
Parkhurst emphasized that the voluntary 
program involves no transporation of Win¬ 
chester children to the "inner city." 

In addition, the chairman added, there 
would be no cost to the town for participation. 
Metco participation would be renewable on a 
yearly basis, he said. 

A parent usked: “Do you feel the feelings 
of the town have changed that much in seven 
years? Or are we going to go through the 
same thing again?" 

Parkhurst indicated he docs feel the town 
attitude toward voluntary busing has changed 
since Metco was first introduced. 

“Do they like us any better?" asked a 
parent about the Metco officials. “Let’s hope 
they don’t." Metco refused to come to Win¬ 
chester because of the town’s “hostile” at¬ 
titude. 

Committeeman Robert Frank said the 
committee should prepare detailed in¬ 
formation on who would be involved: all 
schools or some? What grades? What is the 
funding arrangement? “lt makes a dif¬ 
ference.” 

The committee discussion on the issue on 
the 25th will be during a regular meeting of 
the committee. It is not a public hearing. But 
as with all committee meetings, the public is 
given u chance to speak. 

The reason the location of the meeting is 
New Lincoln School is because the committee 
expects a large turnout. “All discussion has 
got to be public,” noted Parkhurst, “and we 
might as well be in a place large enough to 
hold everyone." 

Committeeman Frank said one can favor 
Metco at the same time opposing the forced 
busing of pupils. He said he favors Metco 
children in kindergarten and first grades, 
where "pupils’ attitudes are perhaps less 
established.". 

He favors those grades, in addition, 
because this “would involve the busing of 
children who hud fallen not quite so far behind 
in the educational race.” 

Frank added that he hopes those who 
oppose Metco will not “impugn the motives of 
those who are for it. I hope we won’t have the 
kind of bitter division that has occurred in the 
past. 

“Metco has to be discussed rationally and 
with lowered voices." 


Winchester and other towns and cities in 
the Commonwealth which assess property on 
the basis of 100 percent valuation are being 
penalized while other towns not obeying the 
law are “getting the gruvy.” 

But if 100 percent valuation is inforeed 
statewide, Winchester will gain That’s 
because state aid to communities is bused on 
full valuation. 

This appruisal of the state real estate 
assessments and revenues returned to the 
municipalities was given by James Costello, 
town comptroller. 

It agrees with what the Massachusetts 
Selectmen’s Association have said as they 
petition the state legislature to make all cities 
and towns assess real estate for tax purposes 
at 100 percent evaluation. 

Stute selectmen claim thut approximately 
50 percent of all municipalities huve followed 
the law culling for full and fair evaluation of 
all real property, yet those that are not 
following the law are making out better. 

Thi* state formula says that the lower the 
valuation, the greater the state's reim¬ 
bursement to a city of town. 

This formula is being used throughout the 
state even though muny towns and cities have 
not gone to full evaluation. 


The town meeting in July of 1967 was asked 
to approve participation in the voluntary 
program. After often bitter debate, the 
meeting voted yes: 99-98. 

Mrs. Pronski said the first she heard about 
Metco coming before the committee was a 
week ago when a fellow committee member 
told her. She said she favors the issue going to 
referendum, as she stated in her campaign 
for committee last March. 

Committeeman Richard Pharo said the 
meeting of the 25th will take no action on the 
proposal. The meeting will be simply to 
provide information to the town. 

There are two courses of action for the 
committee to take to implement Metco, 
Parkhurst said. One, the committee could 
appoint a subcommittee of its own members. 

Second, the board could appoint a citizen 
advisory committee. He favors the latter. The 
School Department would have to file a 
proposal with the state Department of 
Education, under whose jurisdiction Metco 
operates. 

That department would have to approve 
the funding of the program and the program 
itself. Parkhurst felt the earliest Metco could 
get underway would be September, 1975. He 
thinks that gives the town time enough to 
prepare. 

“Who made the suggestion?" asked a 
woman in the audience about the Metco 
discussion coming up. “It would have to be a 
member .of the committee." 

Parkhurst said Metco’s discussion has 
been “coincidental” and that members of the 
community have suggested it. 

It is known, however, that committeeman 
Pritchard, not present at Monday’s meeting, 
initially brought the subject up. 

EARLIER DISCUSSION 

Earlier in the meeting the subject of Metco 
also arose. Asst. Supt. Howard Gleason 
reported on a recent Metropolitan Planning 
Program conference he attended to inform 
the 80-member communities of progress 
toward “reducing ethnic isolation.” 

A survey of ethnic residential patterns and 
school facilities in each town has been 
completed, Gleason said. 

MPP has a/so developed models of 
cooperative activities which could demon¬ 
strate how to share experiences. For 
example, he suid, students from many 
communities could come together to form 
drama groups. 

Busing would be used to bring the students 
together. MPP, whose federal funding has not 
been renewed, is waiting to see if the state 
will fund its intercommunity proposed 
programs 

Three other proposed programs are a 
government center project where students 
would join to study government for a week or 
a semester, Charles River project in which 
students would join for ecological studies of 
the river basin and a program to establish 
various ethnic resource centers to give out 
information on minority cultures. 

Asst. Supt. Gleason suid state Cmsr. of 
Education John Anrig hus filed a bill in the 
legislature to fund the programs so far 
developed. 

BACKGROUND 

The issue of Metco first came up in Win¬ 
chester in 1967 and over the next 18 months 
neatly divided the town into two extreme 
camps.

Costello said every two years a 
municipality is valued on an equalized basis 
to other municipalities. This was done in 
Winchester two years ago and again earlier 
this year. 

In 1972, he said, the equalized value in 
Winchester was $217 million. The town’s full 
and fair cash value (what a willing buyer will 
pay) was $195 million. 

Though Winchester is considered to be at 100 
percent valuation, using the figures provided 
by Costello a calculation will show a 90 per¬ 
cent determination. 

The new valuation established this year, 
said Costello, “puts the town's equalized 
value at $295.5 million." The local value is 
“just short of $200 million." 

This figures out to be a 67 percent full and 
fair cash value. 

The state selectmen’s bill will probably 
contain one of two options: that the state 
Dept. of Corporations and Taxation revalue at 
100 percent a community which fails to do so 
itself; or, thut the state cut back its reim¬ 
bursement to such u community. 

If 100 percent is really enforced, said 
Costello, Winchester will be better off than 
the communities which haven’t been 
following the law because the town is more 
thun hulfwuy there.

In an effort to plan a bicentennial program 
to involve townspeople, students and schools, 
the Community Schools Association Enrich¬ 
ment Committee and the social studies 
department of the public schools will plan and 
implement a program which they feel may be 
of lasting usefulness. 

They intend to establish a series of 10 
citizen task groups to develop study materials 
about Winchester heritage for all grade levels 
in the schools. 

Studies will be initiated in 1976 and con¬ 
tinue into the future. 

According to early plans, each task group 
will prepare a study about local history or 
government for separate grade levels. 

For grades 10, 11 and 12, a joint study 
across grade lines will take place. These will 
emphasize preservation and expansion of 
knowledge about Winchester’s past. 

This will include population changes, 
collection or oral histories dealing with 1900 to 
the present, construction of a slide tape on the 


Middlesex Canal, history of Winchester’s 
churches, and a visual display of sketches, 
prints, paintings, photographs, maps and 
documents. 

Grade 9 will compare Winchester’s 
government with that of Winchester, 
England, and will study local business as 
well. 

Grade 8 will study governmental agencies 
in Winchester. 

Grade 7 will study the social service 
agencies in Winchester. 

Grade 6 will look at the history of the 
Middlesex Canal and the railroad. 

Grade 5 will do a study of the Indians of 
Winchester. 

Grade 4 will study the growth of streets in 
Winchester through the examination of old 
maps. 

Grade 3 will study the structures in their 
school neighborhoods and the school 
histories. 

Grades 1 and 2 will make a study of crafts 


of early days and cultural contributions of 
groups within the town. 

Kindergarten pupils will participate in 
music, dances and games. 

Enrichment chairmen from each school, 
including St. Mary’s School, will take the- 
questions contact Mrs. I. E. Parry of 232 
Mystic Valley pkwy., before Nov. 21.

Charter Would Appoint 
Some Elected Officers

Tonight at 7:30 in the auditorium of the 
new high school on Skillings road the Charter 
Commission will conduct a public hearing on 
its proposed charter for the town. 

The public is invited to hear about the new* 
charter and ask questions of the charter 
commissioners. At a future date the com¬ 
mission may reconsider certain points in its 
proposed draft as a result of the hearing. 

Then next March the voters of the town 
will consider the document, the main points of 
which are revision of town meeting, creation 
of a town manager, establishment of a public 
works department by consolidating some 
smaller departments and new budgeting 
practices for departments. 

Last week The Star considered the 
primary points of the changes in town 
meeting. This week the newspaper will 
discuss the provisions of the charter sections 
dealing with elections, town manager duties 
and administrative organization. 

Next week The Star will conclude its 
presentation of the charter provisions with an 
article on fiscal procedures. 

ELECTED OFFICIALS 

The Board of Selectmen would remain five 
members serving three-year terms. But the 
scope of authority of the selectmen would be 
increased considerably under the new 
charter. 

The selectmen would have the respon¬ 
sibility of appointing a town manager who 
would have direct control over the day-to-day 
operations of most Town Hall departments, 
many of which are now under the control of 
individually elected boards and commissions. 


The selectmen would remain the ap¬ 
pointing body of the town counsel, comp¬ 
troller, regisirars of voters and many other 
positions as at present. 

The selectmen would not be responsible 
for appointing the town clerk, constables or 
trust fund commissioners positions’ now 
elected. They would be appointed by the town 
manager. The selectmen would have veto 
power over the appointments. 

The School Committee would under 
current thinking be reduced to five members. 
Their powers would be reduced by tran¬ 
sferring to a public w-orks department their 
responsibility for school building main¬ 
tenance and to the town manager their 
purchasing duties. 

The committee’s budget would be sub¬ 
mitted to the town manager, but because of 
Massachusetts autonomy laws the manager 
could not touch the committee budget. 

The charter provides that the committee 
budget be given a public hearing and 
newspaper publication, pointing out the 
major areas where it has increased. 

The Board of Assessors—three members 
serving three-year terms—would remain the 
same. 

The Board of Health—three members 
serving three-year terms—would remain the 
same. 

The Board of Library Trustees—six 
members serving three-year terms—would 
be cut by one member. 

The election of town meeting moderator, 
who is elected by the voters each year, would 
stay the same. 

The Planning Board, now consisting of five 
members elected for five year terms, would 
stdy the same except for a cut in length of 
service to three years.

The appointment and election of members 
of the Winchester Housing Authority would 
not change. 

Perhaps the major feature of the new 
charter is appointment by the selectmen of a 
town manager to serve as their authority at 
Town Hall. 

He would serve an indefinite term at a 
salary determined by the selectmen but 
within limits set by town meeting. His salary 
would not. therefore, be subject to the per 
sonnel by-law. 

The manager would appoint and remove 
all department heads and employees under 
his control (except for those few directly 
appointed by the selectmen) and fix their rate 
of pay (subject, of course, to collective 
bargaining). 

The manager would be given broad powers 
of authority over town employees. 

One of the manager’s primary functions 
would be to serve as purchasing agent for all 
departments departments, including the 
School Department. He would also award all 
contracts. 

The town meeting and the selectmen 
would be empowered by the new charter to 
change the structure of town departments in 
the future. 


An important part of the preliminary draft 
is Section 5-4: Department of Public Works 
The town docs not at present have a public 
works department Instead, Winchester has a 
number of smaller departments responsible 
to several elected boards 

The new department would combine the 
present functions of the Water & Sewer 
Board. Park Commission, Cemetery Com¬ 
mission, Highway Department and Forestry 
Department into a single agency responsible 
to the town manager. 

(The Star incorrectly stated last week that 
the Cemetery Commission would remain. 
Coder present thinking it would be 
abolished.) " 

The public works department would be 
headed by a director appointed by the town 
manager. 

A public works advisory board composed 
<»f members of the public appointed by the 
town manager would serve as some kind of 
intermediary between the public and Town 
Hall 

The board would “advise the town 
manager on the effective conduct of the 
public works functions of the town," prepare 
the annual operating and capital im¬ 
provements budgets of the department, 


review all applications for employment in the 
department and make recommendations to 
the town manager about those appointments. 

The board would receive from the public 
petitions of complaint, requests for services

Bette Hill, whom 
selectmen determined has sufficient business 
background, and Robert Winn, who is on the 
recreation committee of the Council on Aging. 

It’s puzzling how selectmen would choose 
Mrs. Hill over Mrs. Dingweil because of 
“business experience.” 

Certainly both are qualified and have 
interest and experience in children. But Mrs. 
Hill’s business experience has been helping 
with the budget at layman school while Mrs. 
Dingweil, executive director for Campfire 
Girls in Greater I Boston, prepares and 
oversees a budget ef $300,000.

Coincidentally, the winners happened to be 
the only two of the candidates who remained 
at the meeting while selectmen voted. 

Initially, Winn got the nod of approval 
from all five selectmen while Mesdames 
Dingweil and Hill received two votes each. 
DeMaio received one vote. 

On the second ballot Mrs. Hill won. 
Wonder how the vote may have gone if Mrs. 
Dingweil had remained or if Mrs. Hill had 
left? 

Winn ought to be good as a representative 
for the elderly. His humble manner is per¬ 
suasive. 

Let’s hope the committee can get going 
now and at least determine when to meet. 

As a participant, in a church visitation in 
another town last Sunday, I found myself in 
the home of a 70-year-old woman, a widow of 
six years, who told me and my companion 
that she was feeling “blue and lonely.” 

Conversation revealed the highlight of the 
woman’s week was having Sunday dinner 
with her sister-in-law and her husband. The 
rest of her time is spent taking medicine for 
“nerves” and feeling sorry for herself 
because of having no outside interests. 

She kept saying that throughout her 
marriage her husband didn't want to share 
her. He expected her to be home when he 
arrived from work and to follow his lead in 
what they did socially. 

This woman was not prepared for 
widowhood or to function as a complete in 
dividual. From all appearance she lived in the 
shadow of her husband and is now paying the 
consequences. But this can change if she can 
forget her fear long enough to take that first 
step outward. 

Husbands, take note. Is your wife a whole 
person, with her own identity? Or is she a 
reflection of your ego? 

If you were to be removed from the pic¬ 


ture, would your wife be a pitifully lonely soul 
afraid to venture out to a people gathering for 
fellowship? 

Also on Sunday we visited another elderly 
Widow. Her approach to life in her golden 
years was completely different, t , 

This lady talked about her extensive in¬ 
terests and plans to travel. 

She too has lonely moments but she cer¬ 
tainly does not feel alone. 

A teacher once told me about a little boy 
, who was drawing a picture of a man. When 
• asked who the man was, the child answered, 
“God.” 

The teacher said: “Nobody knows what 
God looks like.’’ 

“They will when I get through.’’ 

We often hear “the customer is always 
right.’’ Frequently this is true but there are 
times when the concept is difficult to accept. 

Once The Star got a telephone call from a 
woman who wondered why her son’s 
graduation from college was not reported in a 
particular issue. 

Wanting to help and realizing that often 
copy is prepared but not used in a specific 
issue due to lack of space, the person who 
received the call asked for the student’s 
name. 

The woman refused to give more in¬ 
formation saying: “I’m not going to betray 
myself.” Then she hung up. Hopefully the 
news showed up in a later issue. 

Last week another caller asked for a 
specific person on The Star staff. The caller 
was told the staff member was busy with 
another call. “Would you care to leave your 
name and number?" 

“No," answered the caller. “I’m too busy 
to talk." 

The dictionary defines contraband as 
"goods prohibited by law or treaty from being 
imported or exported," or “smuggled goods.” 

In our state prisons contraband (drugs or 
weapons which may cause bodily harm) is a 
big problem. This is why visitors must be 
subjected to metal detecters and searches.

Let’s Talk Metco Coolly; 
Stop & Shop Poll Taken 


Let’s hope cool heads prevail and the bitter 
division the town has seen in the past over the 
issue doesn’t develop this time over Metco. 

There’s a tendency for people to group 
each other into two categories when 
emotional issues like this arise. One side 
becomes the enemy and the other the par¬ 
tisans. 

All that will be involved initially is the 
busing of 20 to 30 children from Boston. Those 
who say this is the first step toward 
metropolitanization may not be far off the 
mark. 

In my opinion the courts will eventually 
force a metropolitan school busing program— 
perhaps even abolish school districts such as 
Winchester— and maybe Metco is a small 
step toward this town’s getting ready for that 
time. 

Based on the actions of the courts in the 
past over integration, I don’t see how they can 
avoid requiring metropolitan busing to 
remain consistent. 

One can argue forever, with passion and 
conviction that the courts are superseding 
their authority, that busing is a phony way to 
deal with the problem of integration, that 
housing patterns are the real cause of all¬ 
black schools and so on and so forth. 

But such arguments won’t do any good. 
The courts have the final word. And short of 
forming our own nation or getting a con¬ 
stitutional amendment, there’s nothing we 
can do. 

The state commissioner of education, 
Gregory Anrig, has noted that if the suburbs 
don’t participate “we may have court ordered 
busing to the suburbs." Let’s approach the 
issue as rational intelligent human beings and 
not get involved in name calling. 

★ 

Earle Sherburne has polled 662 persons 
asking their opinion on Stop & Shop’s proposal 
to locate on Swanton street. 

Earle tells me of those 662, 75 percent 
oppose the proposal outright—either because 
of traffic or because of business reasons. 
Ecological factors were cited by some. 

Of the remaining 25 percent, 10 percent 
didn’t know what the issue was about 
“amazingly enough,’’ says Earle. About five 
percent felt the area should have a shopping 
i center. Reasons; cited were to lower super¬ 
market prices through competition, broaden 
the tax base and bring in new business. 

From that same 25 percent, reports 
Sherburne, another five percent didn’t seem 
to care at all about the issue. “It didn’t con¬ 
cern them as they were not involved,” he 
says. 

“The remaining five percent were new 
residents, relatives or representatives of Mr. 
Cullen’s interests and I did not urge these 
people to get involved. 

Sherburne is going to ask the state for 
money to conserve the land (75 percent of the 
price is refundable). 

“Both the MDC and the Department of 
Natural Resources have indicated through 
phone contact that they are concerned if 
Winchester is, and the polls have shown that it 
is."

Railbed Due For 
Fixing--Bullock 


Sen. John W. Bullock (D-Arlington) has 
announced that the new commuter rail 
division of the MBTA will repair the track on 
the Woburn-Winchester Boston & Maine rail 
line by the end of this year. 

“As a result of many complaints, I in¬ 
terceded with the MBTA and asked that the 
solution to this problepi be given top 
priority," Bullock said, v 

He continued: “I am Irappy to report that 
the MBTA has authorized the expenditure of 
$250,000 to repair the trncli along this vital rail 
line. 

“The work is scheduled to be completed by 
the end of the year, so that the commuters in 
Woburn and Winchester who use the line will 
be able to rely on the schedule once again.” 

Bullock noted that public transportation 
has been one of his major concerns in the 
Senate during his first term. 

He concluded: “A sound and efficient 
system of mass transit is absolutely 
necessary to a healthy local economy and to 
the quality of life in our area. 

"It is very important to people, a fact that 
was reinforced by my visits to the train 
stations during my recent campaign. A large 
number of people complained about the 
service; I am delighted to have been able to 
do something for them.”

The Winchester Conservation Commission 
did not have its present regulatory powers 
when it was established by town meeting on 
March 23, 1964. 

The town accepted the Conservation 
Commission Act, Chapter 40, Sec. 89-C. The 
first sentence reads, “A city or town which 
accepts this section may establish a con¬ 
servation commission for the preservation 
and development of the natural resources and 
the protection of the watershed resources of 
the city or town.” 

The selectmen appoint the members which 
may number between three and seven. 
Several associate members are also ap¬ 
pointed by the commission itself. These in¬ 
terested citizens do not have a vote but take 
an active part in the discussions. 

Current Conservation Commission 
members are Nolan T. Jones, chairman; 
Brian S. Meyer, secretary; John T. Moore, 
immediate past, chairman; Charles Porter 
and Bradley C. Ross. 

GOAL IS PROTECTION 

The general goal of the commission is the 
protection of land and its maintenance in a 
natural state, reported Nolan T. Jones, 
chairman. Past chairman John T. Moore 
agreed, saying, “We are also concerned with 
protection of wetlands, waterways and 
watersheds.” 

Moore pointed out that responsibility for 
policing lands covered by the Wetlands 
Protection Act, encompassing inland and 
coastal waterways, was granted to the 
commission in October, 1972. 

The commission is also charged with 
studying remaining open space and making 
land acquisitions. "We presently have 
authority over about 30 acres,” said Moore.

“We are interested in 71 additional acres 
including river, wetlands, open space land 
near the Fells, and land on the West Side.” 

In 1972 the town acquired 10.5 acres of 
conservation land, expanding town-owned 
open space to over 24 acres. The site is marsh 
and upland located off High street extension, 
adjacent to Lexington’s 103 acres of con¬ 
servation land on Whipple Hill. Public 
ownership ensures protection of the stream 
which feeds into Smith Pond. 

The commission received town meeting 
approval in 1974 to purchase two wetland 
parcels southeast of the Johnson road-Ridge 
intersection, totalling about six acres. 

Town officials are currently awaiting state 
reimbursement for 50 percent of the land 
acquisition cost. This land is included in a 
West Side green belt plan, said Moore. 

The commission filed a conservation- 
recreation master plan with the state, 
fulfilling state and federal land-use planning 
requirements, in 1971. 

The commission is currently working on 
plans to reccomend that the Park Depart¬ 
ment acquire 11 acres of park land in the 
northeast end of town. The two parcels - one

seven acres, the other four acres - will expand 
one existing park and create another. 

Flood-plain zoning is another one of the 
commission’s interests. Such a zone was not 
included in the new zoning by-law approved 
by the 1973 town meeting. The commission, 
according to Moore, hopes to complete its 
maps and present a proposal for future town 
meeting decision. More wprk is needed on the 
plans. * 

Another aim of the commission, reported 
Moore, “is to have control of the waterways 
on both sides of the Aberjona.” One section 
that the town does not have control over is the 
Cullen property off Swanton st., proposed for 
a Stop & Shop complex. Various town officials 
hope that steps can be taken to acquire an 
interest in the river flowing by the site. 
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Winchester, along with 
communities across the nation, 
will participate in a “fast for 
world harvest” on Nov. 21. 

This program is expected to 
draw attention to the crisis of 
world hunger and to raise 
funds to do something about it. 

Through a similar fast day 
last May, Winchester residents 
raised over $1700.

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Friends Hear Cancer Specialist 


The Friends of Winchester Hospital held 
their annual fall meeting recently at the home 
of Mrs. William Lippmann. 

Guest speaker was Dr. Donna R. Barnard, 
housewife, mother and cancer specialist who 
is on the staff of Winchester Hospital and part 
of a group of four oncologists (tumor 
specialists) serving the suburban area in 
cancer research and direct patient care. 

Dr. Barnard explained a cancer patient is 
frightened and unsure of the future. He or she 
must be informed of the recent progress in 
detection devices, treatment, surgery, 
radiation and drug therapy. 

The patient should never lose hope, con¬ 
tinued the doctor, but should think of cancer 
as a chronic disease and his doctor’s job to 
keep him as functional as possible. 

Dr. Barnard cited the role of social 
workers who may be needed to assess the 
social and financial situation of the family 
and help provide home care, nurses, primary 
physician and oncologist who acts as coor¬ 
dinator, supervising drug treatment and 
working with the patient and his family. 

Dr. Barnard and her group are staffing 
clinics in several local hospitals so the 
suburban cancer patient will not be obliged to 
go to a city center.

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Officials Discuss Commuter 
Parking, Train Stations; 
Center Depot Opens Soon 


Wedgemere Station was the prime focal 
point of a commuter parking discussion in the 
Planning Hoard office last Thursday mor¬ 
ning. ' 

The meeting was called by John Brown, 
Planning Board consultant, who opened the 
discussion by referring to a 1972 study of 
commuter travel and parking which “died 
without action.” 

{Manning Board chairman Mike 
Boodakian said this was due to “a lack of 
communcation” and because at that time 
“there were more pressing problems.” 

Brown explained the purpose of the 
meeting was to revive discussion and to have 
to the town become “a squeaky wheel” in 
attempts to improve parking in the vicinity of 
railroad stations, which “has perked up due 
to the energy crisis.” 

A parcel of land abutting the station at 
Wedgemere presently belongs to the 
Metropolitan District Commission and will 
need to be obtained by MBTA or the town for 
increased parking. 

“We are talking with MDC how about an 
exchange of property on a couple of places,” 
said Fred Morgan of the Massachusetts Bay 
Transit Authority (MBTA), referring to 
locations outside of Winchester. 

He agreed with Brown that MBTA should 
“take a leadership role” and that talks with 
MDC could precede any final plans which 
might be instituted for better parking in 
Winchester. 

Morgan advised Brown and town officials 
to update the 1972 study figures and to ap¬ 
proach David Gunn of MBTA (he’s in charge 


of administering $75 million in federal funds 
to improve commuter railroading) in order to 
be included in a future “big package” which 
would be sent to Washington for approval. 

Brown and Boodakian indicated they 
would set up such a meeting with Gunn. 

Morgan explained that MBTA, working 
with the Boston & Maine Railroad (which 
doesn’t have any funds, according to George 
Gallagher of B&M who was also at the 
meeting), is trying to improve commuter rail 
service and parking in 69 communities. 

Vandalism was noted as a major problem 
in Winchester, particularly at the Wedgemere 
Station. Safety officer John W. McKinley said 
attempts to patrol the area are made by local 
police but high shrubbery blocking visibility 
and lack of a fence around the parking area 
deters effective curbing of vandalism. 

“We lose a car a week,” said McKinley 
who noted that stripping cars is a major form 
of vandalism at Wedgemere Station. He 
advocated “fulltime security” or a ticket 
system with a fence around the area. 

Morgan said vandalism is not unique to 
Winchester. “It is system-wide.” Because of 
this, he said, MBTA is now funding a van¬ 
dalism patrol in Lowell to see if this will help. 

In Winchester McKinley said “people may 
scream about aesthetics but you can’t have 
security if you block visibility.” 

In discussion of the center train station 
Brown iKxted there are presently 120 parking 
spaces. 

Gallagher suggested a multilevel parking 
facility which Boodakian and Brown said they 
would look into. Gallagher said the railroad

The City of Malden had a setback last 
week in its suit to prohibit Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School 
from offering post-high school courses, 
evening classes and summer classes when the 
school has had to refuse applicants for the 
four-year high school trade program. 

Judge Francis Lappin ruled against 
granting the sought-for preliminary in¬ 
junction. Had the injunction been granted, the 
regional vocational school would have had to 
suspend the “extra” programs until the 
outcome of a lawsuit involving them. 

Malden, whose suit was instituted at the 
direction of Mayor Walter J. Kelliher, 
claimed that the post graduate offerings, the 
summer and evening school classes were not 
included in the original plans. 

Kelliher maintains that the vocational 
school should not operate the “extra” 
programs when it cannot meet the needs of 
the regular high school students in the 12- 
community district who wish to CLttqnd 
Northeast. *'* 

Malden has reinstituted vocational 
education in its high school to try to meet the 
needs of the city’s students turned away from 
the regional school. The new high school in 


Melrose, under construction off the Lynn 
Fells parkway, is also assigning space in the 
building for vocational educational classes. 

Atty. George Walstein, partner in the 
Boston legal firm of Sherrin & Lodgen, 
represented the regional school committee. 
Malden was represented by Foley, Hoag, and 
Elliot, also a Boston law firm.

We have 
no funds though.” 

Mention was made that the center depot is 
not open due to vandalism. Gallagher said 
that Richard Murphy, who owns the center 
railroad station, doesn’t live up to the deed 
Gallagher said B&M has no funds to take 
Murphy to court. Morgan said, “I disagree. 
They have funds.” 

CENTER DEPOT 

The Star contacted Murphy who said he 
understands his responsibility, as owner of 
the depot building, is to provide a waiting 
room, lights, and to remove snow and ice for 
the safety and convenience of those using the 
trains. 

Murphy said he closed the depot because 
vandals smashed an automatic door closer 
and knocked out a large hole in the wall 
between the waiting room and an office of one 
of his four business tenants. 

He expects to open the station in about a 
week after repairs are made to the front door. 

Murphy said he has paid out a lot of 
money, including $400 for a plate glass win¬ 
dow; $41 for replacement of a lock taken off a 
cylinder and will be paying $90 for repairs to 
the automatic door closer. 

According to Murphy, police apprehended 
youths who did the latter damage. He said the 
last report was that the youths were given an 
opportunity to make restitution but they 
chose to go to court rather than pay. 

The Star asked Murphy if there was any 
kind of plan between he and police to deter 
vandalism at the site. “There’s a call box at 
the waiting room," said Murphy and “police 
are supposed to check there every hour.” 

Murphy said when the plate glass window 
was broken he didn't call the police for three 
days expecting they would contact him. “but 
they didn’t.” 

He said another time he replaced all the 
light bulbs in the building and one day later 
they were “all broken again.” 

Murphy said he is trying to keep his end of 
the bargain but considers town officials and 
B&M “have not been too pleasant.” 

He suggested looking at Wedgemere 
Station, which is town-owned. “Conditions 
there make my place look like the Taj 
Mahal.” 

Others attending the meeting were John 
Ciarcia, town engineer; Lawrence Smith, 
selectman; and John O’Hare, personnel 
assistant in the selectmen’s office.

Wakefield Ties Sachems, 6-6

The clbse vote indicated to Metco officials 
an element of hostility in Winchester toward 
voluntary busing and they refused to fund the 
proposal which had been presented by the 
School Committee. 

The issue simmered until July 23, 1968, 
when a special town meeting was again asked 
to endorse a School Committee proposal for 
“maximum effort’’ to include Winchester in 
Metco. 

At the same time, the meeting was asked 
to notify the town’s representatives in the 
legislature that the town meeting did not 
favor a metropolitan school system as the 
solution to “improveeducation in Winchester, 
Boston or the Commonwealth.” 

The meeting voted 97 yes to 47 no, thus 
hacking the Metco proposal. 

But a referendum was called and on 
September 3 the voters were asked whether 
they approved the action of the town meeting. 
The voters said no 2,300 to yes 1,922.

Selectmen Once Again Deny 
Thompson St. Eating License 


A third request for a common victualler’s 
license for a Thompson street location was 
unanimously turned down by selectmen this 
week. 

The rejection was because the nature of 
the business does not coincide with plans for 
Winchester Center revitalization, the 
selectmen said. 

Henry R. Pacino of Winchester appeared 
before selectmen for a license to sell shish- 
kebob, eggplant, macaroni and lamb, pizza 
and various desserts at 9 Thompson st. 

Doing business as “Charcoal Pit," Pacino 
said he would open at 11 a.m. and close at 11 
p.m. Sunday through Thursday and remain 
open until midnight on weekends. 

He would have four tables on the site 
allowing for 16 persons to eat on the premises. 

Pacino said he knew two others had been 
turned down for licenses for similar 
ousinesses but he didn’t know why they were 
rejected. Being a Winchester resident, he felt, 
would work in his favor. 

Selectmen assured Pacino that being a 
resident had nothing to do with being ac¬ 
cepted or rejected. 

Selectman Larry Smith explained the 
intent of Winchester Business Association and 
selectmen is to regenerate business in the 
center by reducing “service establishments” 
and favoring businesses which will promote 
customers from “moving from one shop to 
another.” 

Selectman Chairman Vito Giarrizzo said, 
“It would be inconsistent of us to issue you a 
license after turning down two others." 

He also noted that there is the fear that a 
take-out food business will "cause groupings 
of children” and more work for policemen. 

Smith emphasized that selectmen “in no 
way are criticizing the type of operation” 
Pacino had in mind. He encouraged Pacino to 
find another location for his business and to 
come back to the board again. 

RECREATION 

Robert Winn and Mrs. Bette Hill were 
selected by selectmen Monday to be new 
members of the Recreation Committee. 

Their selection came following interviews 
of six candidates vying for two vacancies 
caused by the resignations of Edward T. 
Conley and Noreen Connell and after two 
ballots. 

Besides Winn and Mrs. Hill, candidates 
were Joan Surabian, who was interviewed 
before last Monday; Constance Dingwell, 
Louis DeMaio and Eric Weiss, all of whom 
were interviewed with Winn and Hill Monday 
night. 

DeMaio said he has plenty of time since he 
doesn’t work; he has been a Pop Warner 
coach, a football coach in Wilmington, 
Woburn and Winchester; a scoutmaster; and 
his business in Wakefield grew from one of 
$75,000 to $200,000 annually under his 
leadership. 

Eric Weiss spoke about his experience in 
the years he has been in Winchester. He 
has been a chaperone at Recreation Com¬ 
mittee sponsored dances; as a photographer 
on assignment he has become familiar with 
what is going on in recreation; and while in 


service at Bedford Air Base he had ex¬ 
perience preparing budgets. If selected he 
would attempt to discover why more Win¬ 
chester children are not participating in town 
recreation programs. 

Constance Dingwell said she could bring 
‘‘commitment and continuity” to the 
Recreation Committee. She has experience as 
executive director for Campfire Girls for 
Greater Boston, she has been associated with 
theatrical groups; and she has prepared and 
Handled a Campfire budget of $300,000. She 
was also a Belmont town employee in their 
Recreation Department. 

Bette Hill cited experience at the Wyman 
School where she has helped with budgets 
there. At Wyman, site of a summer recreation 
program for children with special needs, Mrs. 
Wyman said she signed out films in her name 
for use by the special needs instructor and her 
pupils. 

Winn is a former Little League coach, 
town meeting member for 18 years, and a 
member of the recreation committee of the 
Council on Aging. He drew laughter from 
selectmen when he said he is a former 
cheerleader at Tufts. 

In addition to hearing about candidates, 
selectmen asked each if they were in conflict 
with any of the present Recreation Com¬ 
mittee members; would they be able to attend 
summer meetings; what was their opinion 
about the town monetarily lending support to 
present self-supporting recreational ac¬ 
tivities; and about their financial 
management or business backgrounds. 

The last question, raised by Selectman 
Lqrry Smith, was included because 
Recreation Committee Ken Tully notified 
selectmen the committee was desirous of 
obtaining a new member with such ex¬ 
perience. 

None of the candidates cited conflict with 
the present committee; they would be able to 
attend meetings; they were neither for or 
against lending support to self-supporting 
organizations indicating if the money was 
there and the organization needed it, give it; 
and all but Winn claimed to have business or 
budget experience. 

Selectmen decided they would go around 
the table with each voting for two persons to 
fill the vacancies. The candidate getting the 
highest vote would serve until 1977; the 
second highest, 1975. 

Winn received five votes; Dingwell and 
Hill received 2 votes each; and DeMaio 
received 1 vote. 

Selectmen all favored Winn; Vito 
Giarrizzo and John Sullivan wanted 

Hill as a second member; Larry Smith and 
William Chapman 

wanted Dingwell as a second member; 
and Arthur Dunbar chose DeMaio. On a 
second ballot, Giarrizzo, 

Sullivan and Dunbar went for Hill; Smith 
dnd Chapman voted for Dingwell. 

The candidates who won the vacant seats 
remained at the open meeting throughout the 
recreation committee discussion. The other 
candidates left the scene ‘following the in¬ 
terviews.

Early Morning 
Blaze Forces 


Family To Flee

A two-alarm fire early Saturday morning 
extensively damaged a home on Priscilla 
lane, off Town Way, near the Medford line. 

The rear of the first and second floors of 6 
Priscilla lane, home of Mr. and Mrs. William 
R. Moriarty and family, were burning when 
firefighters arrived shortly after 5 a.m. 
Firefighters could see flames as they rounded 
the corner. 

A second alarm was immediately sounded, 
bringing in additional equipment and out-of- 
town departments to cover Winchester. Town 
Way is off Main street. 

Firefighters battled a mass of flames 
coming from the rear first and second floor 
bedrooms. The entire left rear side of the 
house was burning, according to a report of 
Capt. Peter Galuffo. 

Flames were leaping through the windows 
of the 1 1 2 story wooden frame dwelling at that 
point, the report said. The Fire Department 
extinguished the flames quickly. 

The fire started on the outside of the house, 
according to the report, from a burned 
mattress. Fire Chief I. Francis Amico said 
the mattress caught fire earlier, at 3:30 a.m., 
as a result of smoking in bed. 

The occupants threw the mattress out the 
window, the chief said, believing the fire was 
extinguished. The mattress eventually 
ignited the side of the house in flame, ex¬ 
tending the blaze to the second floor. 

Twelve-year-old Charles Moriarity 
discovered the blaze and woke his parents. 
After calling the Fire Department they 
evacuated the house with their other children, 
Sandra, 13, and William Jr., 17. 

A Medford engine fought at the scene. A 
Woburn engine and Arlington ladder truck 
covered the central fire station. West Side 
station also fought at the scene. 


CHARTER 

Selectmen had two memoranda before 
them Monday night pertaining to the Charter 
Commission. 

One was from town counsel Douglas 
Randall, containing what was termed 
“technical” comments on the Charter 
Commission’s draft of a town charter, and 
another from Edward Donnelly, executive 
secretary to selectmen. 

Selectmen decided to go over each section 
of the charter and each comment by the 
memoranda writers pertaining to sections of 
the charter and include their thoughts, as well 
as the memoranda, to the Charter Com¬ 
mission as added imput toward the final draft 
to be presented to the townspeople. 

Concerning Section 2-13 on Warrant ar¬ 
ticles, their discussion revealed selectmen 
are not in favor of having a single town 
meeting member or other single individual be 
able to present an article for town meeting 
consideration. This could “put the select 
men’s office in a turmoil.” Selectmen prefer 
the method of having 10 signatures on a 
petition or a town board present articles as is 
now the procedure. 

Selectmen will be offering input on Section 
2-14 regarding town meeting procedures qr)d 
quorums. They are divided on what would 
“constitute a quorum.” ( V' 

Pertaining to Section 2-15 ‘(c) Selectman 
Chapman said, “We need to demand a mqfe 
responsive town meeting membership.” \ f 

ASH DISPOSAL ' 

Supt. of Streets Robert G. O’Brien 
presented a $10,000 proposal to dispose of 


incinerator ash and leaves to selectmen 
recently. 

His plan calls for disposing of ash on land 
owned by heirs of William McDonald on Rock 
avenue and behind 4, 8 and 10 Hill st. 

O’Brien says the reason for seeking a new 
location is because residue across from the 
incinerator is rapidly being filled by both the 
residue from the incinerator and the leaves 
which are deposited by citizens and gar¬ 
deners. 

The situation has become more critical in 
the past two years, O’Brien told selectmen. 

The Board of Health will be required to 
hold a public hearing in order to designate the 
area as a dump area for the duration of the 
actual operation. 

Monday night selectman Sullivan said he 
was talking with abutter William Sullivan 
who indicates he will be cooperative if he has 
some assurances in writing with “respect to 
soil.” 

A meeting among the town engineer, 
superintendent of streets and abutters will be 
scheduled. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

Civil defense director Wilbur C. Otis, 
Police Chief Edward F. Bowler and Fire 
Chief I. Francis Amico met with selectmen 
recently to discuss the possibility of tran¬ 
sferring the Fire Dept, radio to the presently 
uiiused frequency for which the town holds a 
license. 

During discussion Bowler w-as unable to 
give a definite date as to when the police radio 
communications would be switched over to 
UHF, thus taking police calls off the present 
frequency.

Next Monday 


Amico was asked if he could eliminate 
blowing the fire whistle if the Police 
Department requested in order that they 
might use the radio for emergency purposes, 
such as a car chase without interference from 
firefighters. 

Amico said this could be accomplished. 

As a result selectmen decided to put the 
proposal by Otis aside and possibly follow it at 
a future date if the Police Dept, doesn’t 
convert to UHF this year. 

Selectmen voted to instruct the chiefs to 
develop a procedure that would eliminate 
conflict and present such plans to the board in 
a month. In the absence of an agreement 
between the chiefs, selectmen will review 
Otis's recommendation of utilizing the unused 
frequency.

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Cmsr. Frank Hall: 


‘Prison Furlough Program 
Is Most Visible Sign Of 
Reform Mandated By Law’

Frank Hall, commissioner of corrections 
for Massachusetts, says “people have to 
develop a capacity to deal with their own 
lives. ” 

He was addressing about 20 members of 
the New England Press Association at an 
annual meeting as guest speaker in 
Burlington last Friday 

Hall was referring to men and women in 
state prisons who could have an opportunity 
to “develop living skills" if they were able to 
enter community based facilities as they 
prepare to return to society. 

Hall referred to the Omnibus Prison 
Reform bill which was enacted by the state 
legislature before he came to Massachusetts 
almost two years ago to fill the vacancy left 
by former commissioner John O. Boone. 

Basically the law calls for furloughs, work- 
release and job training programs for in¬ 
mates and classification centers to separate 
first offenders from “hard-core criminals" 
and put people who have committed similar 
crimes in prisons together; and provide for

special training for corrections officers. 

The Massachusetts prison system “is not 
much different today than it was a year ago," 
said Hall. 

He explained: “We haven’t solved the 
problems of overcrowding. We don't have a 
classification system in which I take 
tremendous pride, but we’re getting there. 
We don’t have the best training programs, but 
we’re making progress." 

Hall said, “We have taken a conservative 
viewpoint." Though present programs may 
not help today’s inmates, they may prepare 
the way “to help those in the future.” 

Hall pointed to the furlough program as 


one “of the most visible programs mandated" 
by the reform bill. 

He said the furlough program gives 
prisoners an opportunity io seek employment, 
build selfconfidence and trust and spend time 
with family members, “all positive reasons" 
for being in the community. “Self-respect is 
crucial to everything we are trying to ac¬ 
complish." 

Hall said he believes people are tired of the 
phrase prison reform. “The public became 
tired of the subject before we got into it," he 
said, adding that “expectations were higher 
than were realistic." 

Hall noted, “It is a great disservice to 
inmates and the public to expect more than 
resources will permit." 

People say “reform on Monday," said 
Hall, and on Friday, they ask “Where is it?" 

Since coming to Massachusetts Hall said 
he has tried “to bring about some sense of 
order," but noted “meaningful change cannot 
be brought about in a tenor of chaos." Change 
cannot come about if inmates burn or tear 
down the prisons, he said. 

A major problem in the Massachusetts 
prison system is overcrowding, Hall said, 
adding that “we pile a bunch of people 
together in one place as far away from 
everything as possible, hopefully no one 
knows where." 

Hall said that 85 percent of major 
disturbances are in prisons housing over 300 
inmates. Walpole prison has an average of 
450-460 men. There are 700 at MCI Norfolk. 
Concord, designed for 350, has 400 people, he 
said. 

Hall pointed to Bridgewater prison, cited 
recently for being in violation of a law against 
cruel and abusive treatment. 

Hall said he would like to create a different 
system, “but it can’t be done overnight." 

He noted that an investment of money can 
bring about alternatives which will “help 
people to develop living skills...and be able to 
relate to other people.” 

Hall said eventually 95 percent of those in 
prisons will be released and will not be 
recognizable as ex-offenders. 

He doesn't favor paroling prisoners out of 
Norfolk or Walpole prisons. Instead, he would 
prefer to transfer inmates to other prisons 
having work-release programs or to com¬ 
munity-based facilities. 

“We are beginning to get back data to

support" the premise that “some of the 
community programs have an impact. 

“We are moving more slowly than we’d 
like. We are being more conservative than 
we’d like. 

“Some states are way ahead of us, but we 
can turn this around." He added he would he 
the last person to advocate “we do not need 
prisons, but they don’t have to be the kind we 
have." 

Hall said that it costs about $11,000 per 
year, per prisoner for custodial care. A man 
can obtain a Ph.D at Harvard for that kind of 
money, he said. 

Hall criticized the court system which he 
said “has never been applied fairly." 

He said the courts in the United States give 
out the longest sentences of any other 
democracy and send people to prison for too 
long a time. 

“People must be held accountable and 
responsible" for their decisions and actions. 
Most inmates committed their crimes at the 
moment without “thinking" about the con¬ 
sequences, he observed. 

Hall favors having an offender make 
restitution for his or her crime. He noted that 
the Billerica House of Correction is bringing 
the criminal and victim together “in a limited 
program which makes a great deal of sense." 

He said, “We’ve missed the boat" by not 
having the offender make restitution to the 
victim before now. This action “reinforces 
the concept of accountability," he said. 

Hall said he doesn’t feel the reintroduction 
of the death penalty will decrease crime. 

Hall told The Star that though the new law 
calls for specific training for corrections 
officers, when he came to Massachusetts he 
found the budget for training was the same as 
it had been before. He said he expects it may 
be increased next year.

Metco Discussion 
One Item Monday 

The School Committee’s discussion on 
Metco Monday is one of a samll number of 
itmes scheduled to be discussed. 

Others are funding of extra curricular 
activities, funding of a Fitchburg State 
College adult education electronics class at 
the high school, final approval of grading 
procedure for physical education courses and 
a revision in the Visiting Nurses Association 
Contract. 

The most volatile of these issues will be 
Metco. Community discussion on the issue 
has already begun. Misconceptions about the 
program have already appeared as well. 

Committeeman Robert T. Pritchard will 
make the committee’s presentation on Metco 
to whomever assembles at New Lincoln 
School (old McCall JHS). 

The meeting will begin at 7:30lp.m. 

Monday’s meeting is a regular meeting of 
the School Committee. It is not a public 
hearing. The committee, however, generally 
gives the public times to address the board. 

Pritchard said his presentation will in¬ 
clude a background of previous efforts to 
involve Winchester in Metco and his ideas on 
why the town should be involved. 

Asked how many children would be in the 
program, Pritchard said he didn’t know. “I’m 
interested now in the concept.” He would 
expect, however, that less than 50 children (a 
bus load) would be included. 

Metco involves the busing of inner city 
children to the suburbs. There would be no 
busing of Winchester children to the city. 

Pritchard said he prefers starting the 
children off in the elemenatry grades. “The 
trend now is to move back to the elementary 
level he said,” citing several communities 
which have been involved with Metco for 
some years. 

“There is better integration of the younger 
kids.” The committee member noted that 
blacks get can get greater educational benefit 
by being in Metco at the high school level. 

But, Pritchard said, “whites and blacks 
hang around together in knots." If Metco 
integration begins at the lower levels, the 
committeeman said, then both whites and 
blacks form friendships which last 
throughout their high school years. 

Committeeman Pritchard said he 
telephoned a dozen Metco communities 
before forming that opinion. 

Pritchard urged discussion of Metco 
“without the emotionalism of eight or nine 
years ago.” He said he feels Winchester “has 
to get involved or we’re going to get it shoved 
down our throats.” 

Why introduce Metco now Pritchard was 
asked. 

“It wasn’t an overnight decision. I’ve been 
thinking of it for some months.”

Planning Board 
Hearings Tonight 

The Planning Board is conducting two 
public hearings tonight (Thursday) beginning 
at 8 p.m. in the Town Hall auditorium. 

One hearing is on the proposal to replace 
the Winchester Theatre on Main street with 
an apartment complex. The other is the 
proposal to enlarge business lot lines on 
Swanton street. 

Fitzgerald Associates of Winchester seeks 
to rezone the theater land on Main street from 
a business district to an apartment house 
district. The plan calls for 78 units located on 
four floors. The building would be in the shape 
of an L . 

The site is located between two gasoline 
stations and between Main street and the 
B&M tracks. This hearing is the first of the 
two scheduled. 

The other is the proposal of Town Meeting 
Member Arthur J. Hewis to rezone land on 
Swanton street from residence to business. 

The new zoning would push back the 
present business zones from 150 to 200 feet. 
The present business zones are from 26 
Swanton street to the bridge (on Neno’s side) 
and from Florence street to the bridge on the 
dump side. 

No additional business zones would be 
added. The only change would be to push back 
from the street by 50 feet the present business 
zones. 

PLANNING MATTERS 

The Planning Board met Monday and 
discussed several matters. One was the 
covenant being prepared between Fitzgerald 
Associates and the town. A final draft was 
being prepared by Fitzgerald for presentation 
at the public hearing. 

Another matter was the proposed rezoning 
of Swanton street. Planning Chairman 
Michael Boodakian said the board’s con¬ 
sultant doesn’t recommend a change. Town 
meeting action would be required on this 
proposal, as with the Fitzgerald proposal. 

Both issues will be on the warrant for the 
special town meeting in December. 

A third issue the board discussed was the 
impact Stop & Shop will have on the neigh¬ 
borhood. Boodakian said the consultant’s 
report on this issue is being presented to the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night. He didn’t 
disclose its contents. 

The selectmen hold the ultimate power in 
Stop & Shop’s plan for a mini-shopping mall 
between Swanton and Cross streets. The 
selectmen have to approve the relocation of 
two drain easements. 


Five Winchester residents along with 
representatives from Malden, Medford. 
Melrose and Stoneham attended a recent 
meeting hoping to stop the deterioration of the 
Middlesex Fells. 

Richard Parkhurst, Mr. and Mrs. Malcolm 
Masters, Mr. and Mrs. Frederick M. Ives Jr.

G. Brooks of West Medford, contend that the 
Metropolitan District (MDC) is doing an 
inadequate job due to lack of funds in the 
repair and maintenance of the forest. 

The land, 2'a square miles of which is 
bordered by Winchester, is, as Judge Brooks 
expressed it, “Unkept and unsightly with 
trees prostrate on the ground or dead on their 
feet, and many of its roads so badly washed or 
worn as to be unsafe for travelers afoot or 
horseback.”

School Chairman 
Explains Metro 


The Town of Winchester may support a 
tow’n manager form of government but will be 
lukewarm to a having a public works citizens 
advisory board appointed by a town manager. 

Evidence of this was apparent at a public 
hearing sponsored by the Winchester Charter 
Commission last Thursday. About 45 
residents, mostly town officials or committee 
members, attended. 

The meeting was opened by Commission 
chairman Clara Hewis, who explained the 
purpose of the hearing was to discuss a 
proposed town charter drafted by the com 
mission after months of interviews with 
present town bodies and studies of other 
municipal governments. 

The intent of the commission was to gain 
reaction to the proposed charter and deter¬ 
mine areas needing revision so that the wants 
of the townspeople could be incorporated. 

Commission members briefly described 
highlights »f °ach of the eight articles in the 
proposed charter. 

Robert Ericson led discussion of Article 2, 
representative town meeting, the article 
which at the end of the hearing the com¬ 
mission said would be receiving the most 
revision. 

The question of whether or not to retain the 
Personnel Board and the Ways and Means 
Committee was discussed. 

The proposed charter would likely replace 
these boards of selectman appointees with 
standing committees made up of town 
meeting members appointed by the 
moderator. 

Barbara Hankins, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, reported her committee 
is in favor of retaining the Personnel Board 
and Ways and Means Committee. 

Otto Schaefer, Planning Boad member 
said his board feels the same way. 

It was brought out ut the meeting that the 
Personnel Board, chaired by Ralph Law, has 
not been interviewed by the Charter Com¬ 
mission . 

Chairman Hewis said: The Personnel 
Board “will not be eliminated or disbanded." 

Schaefer also said the Planning Board 
feels the Finance Committee should have a 
vote in town meeting. “They have done more 
work to inform themselves,” he said, and it Is 
“unfair and unwise” to disallow their vote 

The majority of those who spoke appeared 
to be in favor of reducing elected offices and 
increasing appointed. “The more politically 
minded are less willing to put in hard work,” 
said Schaefer. 

Other areas in article 2 to receive revision 
as a result of the hearing pertain to warrant 
article procedures, public hearings and 
quorums. 

Jason Dade led discussion of Article 3, 
elected officials. He said the charter was 
designed to have policy-making officials 
elected and those in administrative jobs 
appointed. 

Besides a town manager, who would take 
care of day-to-day duties, he said, the 


proposed charter would also call for a Board 
of Selectmen and town meeting. 

Comparing the team to business, Dade 
said the selectmen would be like a board of 
directors, while town meeting would be the 
president. 

The Commission would like to see the 
School Committee reduced to five members 
or increased to seven, making the total 
membership an odd number. If the workload 
warrants, seven would be better, he said. 

Dade said the proposed charter calls for 
reducing the membership of the Board of 
Library Trustees from six to five members 
and reducing the Planning Board members’ 
terms of office from five to three years. 

There would be no changes in the Board of 
Assessors, the Board of Health, the 
moderator or the Housing Authority. 

Schaefer said the Planning Board feels 
that a five-year term “makes more sense.” 
He said, “Planning implies looking into the 
future and five years provides more time for 
planning.” He urged reconsideration of this 
section of Article 3. Dade said he agreed with 
Schaefer. 

Planning Board member Joseph Geary, 
saying he was speaking as a minority, said he 
favors three years. He feels the town “may 
benefit with new voices on the Planning 
Board’” he said, adding that he hopes the 
town will “back the charter." 

Chairman Hewis gave highlights of Article 
4, town manager. She said a town manager 
would be the chief administrative officer who 
would supervise all functions under his 
control as authorized by the charter and town 
by-laws. 

He would appoint subordinates, be en¬ 
trusted with administration of personnel 
policies, and attend all regular and special 
meetings of the selectmen, except meetings 
at which is own removal may be discussed. 

He would have “no fixed term of office.” 
There would be no contracts, she said, noting 
that compensation would be set by selectmen 
,with approval by town meeting. 

Mrs. Hankins said the Finance Committee 
has one reservation on Article 4. They feel the 
selectmen should have power to reconsider 
town manager appointments. She said ap¬ 
pointment of a purchasing agent and per¬ 
sonnel director “would bring economic 
benefits.” • 

Arlene Champoux described a public 
works citizens advisory board under Article 5. 
administrative organization. 

According to the proposed charter, this 
board would consist of five members ap¬ 
pointed by the town manager for terms of 
office of three years each, so arranged that 
terms of as nearly equal numbers as possible 
Vould expire each year. 

S The board would advise the town manager 
on the effective conduct of the public works 
functions of the town, prepare and submit to 
the manager proposed annual operating and 
capital improvement budgets for operation of 
the department for his review, and review 
employment applications for the public works 
department and make appointment 
recommendations. 

The board would also receive petitions 
from the public concerning public works, 
including complaints, services requests, and 
make recommendations to the town 
manager. 

Thi! consensus of opinion of the audience 
was that the board was unnecessary. 

State Rep. Harrison Chadwick asked if the 
town manager chose such board members 
would this bring forth “a wholesome 
relationship?” 

Cmsr. Arlene Champoux said a town 
manuger would not have to follow the ad¬ 
visory board's advice. 

Cmsr. William Kyerson said, “They’d be 
stuck with the dirty work such as hiring 
people for the superintendent of streets. 
They’d be a weak board. I can’t see why 
anyone would want to serve on a board like 
this.” 

What would be the relationship of the 
advisory board and the director of public 
works? * This was a question asked by a 
member of the audience. 

“This was most hotly debated," said 
Robert Ericson recalling that the night the 
commission discussed the matter the meeting 
went to 2 a.m. 

The advisory board, he said, would func¬ 
tion like the present public works council. 
They would advise but have “no authority.” 

Margretta Thuma, president of the League 
of Women Voters, offered strong support for a 
town manager. She said she would like to see 
library trustee, planning board, and board of 
health positions appointive. She asked for 
comments from the commission. The 
members remained silent. 

Continuing on the matter of appointments, 
School Committee member Mary Pronski 
asked how a town manager, who will 
probably come from out of town, can come in 
and appoint people to committees. 

“You are the third person to bring this 
matter up. Thank you,” said Mrs. Champoux.

Bicentennial Focus 

Winchester Scene 
Of Triple Murder 
In Phillips’s War 

From “250th Anniversary of the First 
White Settlement within the Territory 
of Winchester”: 

“In 1670, the tragic death of Samuel 
Converse, the son of Edward, occurred 
at the old Converse mill, from an injury 
caused by the water-wheel. This 
Samuel Converse left one son, who was 
the ancestor of the Hon. Edward S. 
Converse, of Malden, conspicuous for 
his noble and charitable deeds. 

“Winchester was the scene, on April 
10, 1676, during King Philip’s war, of a 
triple murder perpetrated by Indians. 

A band of Indians entered the house of 
Samuel Richardson (Washington 
Street, near Prince Avenue), while he 
and his son were at work in the fields, 
killed and scalped his wife Hannah, and 
his son Thomas. The nurse seized the 
babe Hannah, and fled to the garrison 
house (near the present Joseph Stone 
estate). To save her own life sh' 
dropped the babe, whom the Indians 
killed. The savages were pursued by 
Mr. Richardson and a party of neigh¬ 
bors. and one was shot near a rock on 
the west side of the present Highland 
Reservoir; the rest were pursued to 
Lynnfield, but escaped the punishment 
, due thorn.”

Designer Of Radio Circuit 


Glenn H. Browning of East Sebago Lake, 
Me., formerly of Winchester, died unex¬ 
pectedly on Nov. 14 after suffering heart 
failure. 

Funeral service was held Nov. 16 at 
Sebago Center Community Church. 

Mr. Browning was bom 77 years ago in 
Solon, Iowa. He was the son of Albert H. and 
Mary (Sutliff) Browning. 

He was graduated from Cornell College in 
Mt. Vernon, Iowa, with highest scholastic 
honors, including the president’s medal. He 
received a scholarship to Harvard and an 
honorary doctorate of science from Cornell in 
1950. 

He was assistant at the Cruft Laboratory 
of Harvard in 1922 and 1923. He designed a 
tuned radio frequency transformer with F. H. 
Drake, later known as the Browning-Drake 
circuit. Sales of a kit using the circuit reached 
into the millions. 

Mr. Browning was president of the 
Browning-Drake Co. from 1926-28 and was 
called on as a consultant by many companies 
for several years. He formed Browning 
Laboratories in Winchester in 1937 and was 
president until his retirement in 1954. 

Mr. Browning patented the tunable radio - 
frequency, the compensated wattmeter and 
apparatus for determining the insulation 
values of dielectrics. 

He also patented an “approach protec¬ 
tive’’ system which used the body’s electrical 
capacity to detect intruders. 

He was a fellow of the Institute of Radio 
Engineers. He was chairman of the Boston 


section of IRE and regional director in 1952- 
53. 

He was a member of the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers and was 
listed in “Who’s Who In Engineering,” 
“Who’s Who In Young America," “Who’s 
Who In New England,” “Who’s Who In 
Massachusetts," and "Biographical 
Encyclopedia of the World.” 

He was a member of the Winchester 
Country Club, Winchester Boat Club, Masonic 
Lodge, Rotary Club and the American 
Legion. 

He was active in sports during his school 
years, excelling in track. 

When Mr. Browning retired, he moved 
from Winchester where he had been a 
resident for more than 25 years to Sebago 
Lake. 

He served as president of the Long Beach 
Community Assn, in Sebago and was on the 
board of directors. 

He was a trustee of the Sebago Community 
Church, vice-president of the Sebago Men’s 
Club and a trustee of the Spauliding Memorial 
Library. 

He married Ruth Jordan who was also a 
Cornell College graduate. Besides his wife, he 
leaves two daughters, Mrs. John (Barbara) 
Poole of Clarendon Hill, Ill., and Mrs. 
Richard (MaryJean) King of Hinsdale, Ill. 

He also leaves three sisters, Gertrude 
Browning of California; and Mrs. Maude

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Saltmarsh Hopes To Keep 
Open Lines With Selectmen 


Committee Votes Against Expanding Competition 2 


State Rep.-elect Sherman W. (Whip) 
Saltmarsh met with selectmen Monday night, 
at his request, to assure open communication 
with them as he readies to assume his new 
post on Jan. 1. 

He offered to make himself available to 
selectmen in filing legislation. He asked for 
their guidance and said he hopes they will let 
him know about special needs of the town. He 
will attempt to keep selectmen informed of 
legislative proposals, he said. 

Saltmarsh said “there is no more 
challenging time to enter the legislature” 
than today. 

He predicted “tough times” ahead and 
said he hopes to help reduce the state’s $250 to 
$300 million deficit. 

He cited some of the present problems as 
being deficiencies in every major budget, 
federal funding monies not coming through to 
states, the present economic condition, and 
people not spending as much, thereby 
reducing sales tax income . 

On the optimistic side, Saltmarsh pointed 
to people having a “deep interest” and the 
public demanding more of officials and 
present benefits. 

Ford, Ellsberg 
On WHSR-FM 
Friday Night 

Peace activists Jane Fonda and Daniel 
Ellsberg will be featured in a special 
broadcast tomorrow from 7 p.m. to 10 p.m. on 
WHSR-FM (91.9). 

Ellsberg and Fonda spoke about the 
"World after Watergate” and America’s 
continuing involvement in the War in 
Indochina at a rally sponsored by the 
Indochina Peace Campaign at Tufts 
University which was recorded earlier this 
month. 

Liberation folk singer Holly Near and An, 
Vietnamese student at MIT who is facing 
deportation back to Saigon, will also be 
featured. 


Selectmen took turns offering 
congratulations to Saltmarsh. 

Lawrence Smith suggested he work 
closely with Sen. John Bullock since 
“legislation has to pass in both houses.” He 
pointed to balancing the budget as important. 

William Chapman said his interest is in 
returning more to “home rule. It is just a 
word anymore...the more we lose it the higher 
the cost of state government.” 

John Sullivan said he hopes Saltmarsh will 
consider supporting a bill which would make 
the legislature figure cost impact to cities and 
towns as well as programs and services. 

Saltmarsh said he agrees every piece of 
legislation should include “a price tag” for 
the entire state not just individual cities and 
towns. “This is a tough piece of legislation to 
draw up,” he said, noting he is presently 
working on such a bill with the help of House 
counsel. “This will be the first bill I will file,” 
he said. 

Arthur Dunbar said he is fearful that home 
rule is being taken away from states by t. 
federal government. He said he is concernt 
that the federal government seems to 
override “at the drop of a hat.” 

Scholarship Group 
Meeting On Dec. 3 

The annual meeting of the Winchester 
Scholarship Foundation will be Tuesday, Dec. 
3 at the high school cafeteria. 

Coffee will be served at 7:30. The meeting 
will begin at 8 p.m. The public is invited to 
attend. 

Begun in 1945, the Scholarship Foundation 
has aided over 900 students by awarding 
grants-in-aid totaling over $300,000. In 1974, 42 
graduating students were given assistance in 
the amount of $16,500 and 32 graduates were 
granted further aid in the amount of $12,500. 

The foundation is a voluntary non-profit 
organization started, controlled and sup¬ 
ported by Winchester residents. Interested 
Winchester citizens may participate. 


Townwide school athletics was discussed 
in some depth at the recent meeting of the 
School Committee with a preliminary 
decision made not to expand team games. 

Only 650 to 700 students (one fourth of the 
school population) participate in programs 
costing $125,000 a year. 

“This is what the community wants,” 
noted Committee member Mary Pronski. 
“We have to answer to the community.” 

The possibility of expanding the number of 
games such as the basketball squad's during 
their season was brought up by Com¬ 
mitteeman Richard Pharo. Pharo and 
Pronski make up a subcommittee studying all 
aspects of schoolwide athletics. 

Pharo, who didn’t appear to favor ex¬ 
pansion, showed the board a schedule that 
would expand the number of competitive 
games for most sports. The length of the 
playing seasons would remain the same. 

The more intense schedule would require 
$3,000 to $4,000 more this year for bus tran¬ 
sportation and hiring officials. 

The greatest increase, said Pharo, would 
have been in girls sports games. 

"What is the educational goal that un¬ 
derlies having more athletic events?" asked 
committee person Robert Frank. 

Pharo replied. “There is a great amount of 
teaching done in competition." 

A parent sitting in the audience, Nancy 
vonLazar, noted that the State of Florida is 
re-evaluating its entire school sports program 
with a view of introducing sports which 
persons can do throughout their life rather 
than over the short term. 

Committeeman Frank commented that all 
athletic and extra-curricular activities should 
be in the same budget. 

Pharo commented that he thinks ex¬ 


panding games will mean increased equip¬ 
ment costs and requests from coaches for 
more money. 

The addition of three sports at the junior 
high school level—boy# soccer, girls softball 
and co-ed track—woi^d have cost an ad¬ 
ditional $8,800, according to Pharo’s figures. 

He said that figures out to $50 per child for 
soccer and $80 per child for softball. 

Committee chairman Stephen R. 
Parkhurst commented. "The tax rate impact 
on this town meeting is going to be sub¬ 
stantial.” Inflation, built-in personnel raises 
and costs associated with implementing the 
new special needs law are contributing to 
higher school costs, noted the chairman in 
calling any move to up the athletic budget “a 
mistake in judgment." 

“It would be foolhardy to go in for a 20 
percent increase in the athletic budget,” 
Pharo said. 

Parkhurst noted that last year’s town 
meeting three times voted against the athletic 
budget as submitted. 

But Mrs. Pronski demurred. "We had 600 
youngsters go out for soccer,” she said, 
recommending that the School Department 
include a soccer program in its new athletic 
budget. 

The town meeting could delete the soccer 
program if it didn’t like it, Pronski said. 

But Parkhurst did not agree with that 
approach, noting the School Committee was 
unsuccessful Inst year in getting town 
meeting to go along with a soccer program. 

Committeeman Frank said he wouldn’t 
oppose dropping “an expensive sport with few 
participants in favor of adding a couple of 
more with five times the number of par¬ 
ticipants.” 

Mrs. Pronski commented: “No way.” 


Though Frank didn’t name the sports he 
was thinking of, hockey has frequently been 
mentioned as the first to likely go if the 
athletic money crunch gets much worse. 

OTHER MATTERS 

At its last meeting the committee 
discussed several other matters. 

One was a proposal to fund more ex¬ 
tracurricular activities in the schools. Supt. 
William C. MacDonald recommended that 
this matter be deferred for a year because of 
money problems. 

He said there remains in the personal 
services account only $10,000. The total School 
Department budget is $6 million. 

MacDonald noted that the $10,000 
remaining must be used for overtime, to pay 
substitute teachers, possible tutors and for 
other areas. Committeeman Pharo said 
with only $10,000 for six months “it wouldn’t 
he prudent to spend” money now for extra 
activities. 

The committee chairman, Parkhurst, said 
the members would think about suggestions 
that parental financial assistance be used to 
fund such activities as a math club. 

MacDonald was not enthusiastic, in¬ 
dicating that if such a course were successful 
some might say: Fund all acitivities that 
way. 

A second concern of MacDonald is that 
parents in one school district might come up 
with the money to fund particular activities 
and the parents in another not be able to raise 
enough, bringing up the point of unfair ad¬ 
vantages for some children. 

The committee seemed to go along with 
MacDonald and moved along to other sub¬ 
jects. 


One of those subjects was youths sitting on 
the B&M tracks behind the new high school. 
MacDonald urged the student representatives 
present at the meeting to warn their fellow 
students about the dangers of congregatihg 
near the tracks where commuter trains pass. 

The committee approved a recom¬ 
mendation for a pass-fail system in physical 
education at the junior high school level. • 

The board approved a Fitchburg State 
College-run electronics course for the com¬ 
munity at the high school nights. 

The board again discussed the new high 
school playing fields. 

Chairman Parkhurst said the town might 
as well get used to the fact that every year "a 
certain amount of money is going to be spent 
to place new- loam over the stones and glass.” 
He said it will probably be many years befdre 
the problems there are solved. 

Part of the problem, said MacDonald, is 
the throwing of stones by students sitting on 
the B&M railbed. 

About the undulating quality of the field, 
MacDonald said : “I’m not trying to place the 
blame, but you’d have to be awfully tall to 
play third base and sec the ball.” 

Park Commission Chairman Albert 
MacDonnell discussed with the School 
Committee the possibility of installing tennis 
lights at the new high school courts. 

Though the town meeting approved money 
for tennis lighting at Palmer Street, the cost 
is so far beyond the original amount that the 
commission cannot install them. 

Possible problems and solutions were 
discussed. No decision was made. 

The committee voted to inform the town’s 
Capital Planning Committee that im¬ 
provement of school grounds has the com¬ 
mittee’s top priority on projects.

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What’s Metco All About 

The following: is a statement on how Winchester would he in¬ 
volved in the Metco program if the School Committee so votes. A 
discussion on the subject is scheduled for Monday night at the School 
Committee meeting. 

This statement is written by the chairman of the School Com¬ 
mittee, Mr. Parkhurst. 

By Stephen II. Parkhurst 

At the School Committee meeting on Nov. 11 we announced we 
were going to take another look at Metco. It is important that the 
town know what Metco is (and isn’t) as a basis for understanding. So 
I will attempt to answer some questions on it as an individual 
member. 

1. What is Metco? "Metco” is an abbreviation of Metropolitan 
Council for Educational Opportunity. 

In 1965 the state enacted legislation to try to reduce minority 
isolation in public schools, within each school district, including a 
provision for transporting pupils to another district on a voluntary 
basis. This is still true. Metco is operated by the Bureau of Equal 
Education Opportunity, Mass. Department of Education, to assist 
and fund this program. 

2. How many towns participate? Approximately 34. Bedford and 
Melrose are the newest participants. Included among others are 
Arlington, Lexington, Belmont, Reading and Wakefield. 

3. What is the cost to the taxpayer? No local taxes are required. 
Expenses are fully funded by the state, including the portion of 
administrative costs to supervise the program. 

4. What about metropolitanism? While studies have been made 
about ways in which towns may collaborate further, there is no plan 
contemplated now which would incorporate Winchester into any 
kind of a Metro school district, except for specialized programs such 
as the Regional Vocational School. 

5. Will Metco encourage metropolitanism? No. The opposite is 
true. To the extent that communities such as Winchester assist in 
educating some minority group children, the chances of some kind 
of a forced or mandated plan are reduced. 

6. Does Metco require or encourage any Winchester children to 
be bused elsewhere? No. The School Committee has no plans 
whatsoever to bus our students elsewhere, nor does any other 
agency. 

7. If Winchester joins Metco, can we get out? Yes. The School 
Committee would be required to apply each year to the state for 
funds to continue the program. 

8. Why does the School Committee want to reconsider Metco? 
First, the commissioner of education, Gregory Anrig, has asked all 
towns to. As an agency of the state, we feel we have an obligation to 
reconsider It. 

Second, and more important, the reason Is educatinal. 
Paraphrasing what another town said, "The acceptance of limited 
numbers of non-white students into the preponderantly white 
Winchester school population will permit our schools to act as an 
ever stronger force for national unity by making it natural for 
Winchester children to regard and evaluate children of other races 
as individuals without regard to characteristics irrelevant to in¬ 
dividual worth." Thus, we look on Metco as a means of improving 
the educational experience for Winchester children. 

9. How many Metco children are we planning to accept if we do go 
ahead with it? This hasn’t been decided. The School Committee has 
made no determination on how to implement the program in regard 
to age or numbers. A guess might be about 40 at the lower elemen¬ 
tary grades. 

10. If Winchester does join Metco, would the children all go to one 
school? No. More than one school would be involved. 

11. Would this number be expanded? It could be; however, we 
can control the number of students we take each year. 

12. What will the School Committee do next? It will research the 
experience of other Metco communities. It will carefully consider 
public opinion on the subject, and give the townspoeple the op¬ 
portunity to express their views. 

13. If Winchester joins, when would we start? Not until the 
opening of school in September 1975. 

14. What other experiences has Winchester had of a similar 
nature? Winchester participates in the ABC (A Better Chance) 
Program, in which 10 non-whites attend the high school and live in 
Winchester. 

This program has been successful, and the boys have definitely 
contributed to the life at the high school. 

Second, we have participated successfully in the Summer Six 
Weeks Adventure Program, in which black children have come to 
Winchester for supervised recreation. 

I hope tills background information will help put the Metco 
program in perspective. Townspeople having other questions or 
concerns are invited to attend any School Committee meeting to 
explore the matter further.

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I am a victim of racism. 

I am not a member of a minority group, 
unless being a woman puts me there. 

The color of my skin has not been a* 
deterrent as I have worked toward 
established goals. 

I have never been a victim of name 
calling. 

I have never been turned away from a 
restaurant, hotel, private club, or other 
establishment because of a skin or language 
barrier. 

My parents befn-e me and I have always 
been able to find a place of residence in a 
neighborhood of out choice without running 
into prejudice. Our economic status, not race, 
has been the decision-making factor. 

Yet, I, a direct descendant of a passenger 
on the first voyage of Mayflower I and a white 
Anglo-Saxon protestant. am a victim of 
racism. 

This is because I have grown up in a racist 
society which elevated "whiteness” and 
plunged to the depths of inhumanity varying 
skin shades away from whiteness. 

Everywhere I went I met racism. It was ' 
like a thief in the night, stealing from me on a 
daily basis. 

I didn't know it then, but racism was in the 
words I was taught to speak. It was in the 
hooks I read in school. It was in the attitudes 
of my playmates and teachers. None escaped. 

But as I grew older and looked around I 
became aware that people are different. 
Some are kind. Some are not. Some appear to 
like children. Some do not. Some are white 
Some are not. 

Beaching back in my memory bank, my 
first awareness of what it must feel like to be 
other than white was when I was in the first 
grade. I lived in Arlington. My cousins from 
Springfield were visiting. Some black 
children passed our house on Massachusetts 
avenue and my cousins began reciting: 

"Nigger, Nigger, 

Pull your trigger. 

Make your house 

A little biggei'." 

I remember seeing hurt on the faces of the 
black children who kept walking without 
saying a word. At the same time I tried to 
make some sense out of the rhyme, which I 
fail to understand to this day. 

I don’t recall what 1 said to my cousins but 

I do remember scolding them. After that 1 
discovered my cousins were not the only 
children who knew the verse. It became 
apparent as time went on that white children 
recited the verse by rote when they saw black 
children 

Another time when I was young and we 
were living in West Medford I passed a man in 
front of the library. Though predominantly 
black, his color pigmentation had spattered 
white spots. 

Staring at him as he passed, 1 Remember 
thinking he was trying to become a white 
person and was scraping off the black. I didn't 
blame him a bit. 

In a multi-racial junior high school I soon 
discovered segregation was a way of life 
Students trailed off into groups. Those who 
were most popular were the best-dressed 
whites. At the other extreme were the blacks 
who were labeled "state kids" and who 
seemed to be together all the time. I found 
myself somewhere in between. 

I also discovered to be loo friendly with 


blacks (they were colored then) would 
jeopardize my status with white peers. 

Struggling with my own identity, as all 
teens do, I didn’t worry too much about it and 
went the way of the world to become more a 
victim of institutional racism. 

It wasn’t until I was past 21 and in the 
USAF that I began to see with the eyes of a 
first grader again. On our first pass during 
basic training I took a bus trip to San Antonio, 
Tex., with two other White girls (Betty and 
Barbara) and a black girl (Violet). 

It was Armed Forces Day and in San 
Antonio we watched a parade, visited the 
Alamo and other sites, and in the afternoon 
decided to get something to eat. 

We stopped at the first restaurant we saw, 
went in and sat down. We were told Violet 
could not stay because of her blackness. (This 
was before the Civil Rights Act of the mid- 
50’s.) 

Violet said she w'ould wait outside. But 
Betty, Barbara and I said we’d find a place 
for the four of us. We did, but it wasn’t an easy 
task and it took a good hour or more of 
walking and asking. 

On hearing our problem, a police officer 
finally directed us to an integrated Mexican 
restaurant. 

About five years ago I participated in a 
study group. The title of the study was 
"Racism in America. How does it manifest 
itself in our community?" 

In this group I learned a lot about myself 
and my neighbors. My greatest lesson came 
from the words of a black woman residing in 
our town who refused to join us. 

She told our leader: No I won’t come. I’m 
tired of being used, of going to meetings and 
telling people I am no different from them. I 
wake up each morning, get dressed, eat 
breakfast, brush my teeth and go about my 
daily activities. I breathe air the same way 
white people do and I have the same needs. 

I believe her absence was more beneficial 
than her presence may have been. 

Two years ago I participated in a role- 
playing seminar in Concord called 
"Simulated Society." Participants found 
themselves in one of four socio-economic 
status groups. This was determined by lot. 

The blue group was composed of the 
wealthy people of our imaginative town. The 
whites were the professionals who were next 
to being wealthy. The reds were the working 
class. The blacks were the minorities and 
white poor. 

I was in the latter group where I found the 
weekend to be a traumatic experience. 

I discovered the wealthy patronize 
minorities by doing such things as putting up 
a statue to honor an outstanding minority 
hero. 

The whites and reds had all the power 
through their positions on the school com¬ 
mittee. housing authority and other 
municipal boards. 

The reds were the most prejudiced 
because they could lose the most if the 
minorities were able to rise above their 
station.

The Star had a strange request this week. 
Actually it was more in the form of a demand 
— from the high school cheerleaders’ advisor. 
Randee Martin — not to print a letter the 
cheerleaders sent to the editor. 

All the cheerleaders got together Saturday 
morning and wrote quite a humorous poem to 
contradict some points I made last week 
about the cheerleaders. 

It was quite an imaginative poem and 
showed a lot of thought. All the girls signed it 
so I naturally had no reluctance to print it. 

But then Ms. Martin apparently got wind 
of the girls’ poem and contacted me to tell me 
I shouldn’t print the letter. 

Now of course nothing makes a newspaper 
man want to print something like being told 
he can’t. Ms. Martin’s reasoning went 
something like I had no right to print the 
poem since the girls hadn’t cleared it with her 
first. The girls are representatives of the 
school, Martin’s puzzling reasoning went, and 
they therefore should let the school screen the 
letter before it appears in print. 

To me there’s no more insidious form of 
censorship than this kind of thing permitting 
others to block out one’s thoughts. I am very 
happy to print that poem and you will find it 
on page 24. 

On that same page you will also find a 
letter from Ms. Martin, who certainly 
practices what she preaches. Ms. Martin tells 
me: Why, of course, she took her letter to 
practically everyone at the school, including 
the principal. And all of them, she says, 
made changes. 

Though none of them corrected the 
misspelling of my name. 

Now what in hell kind of a letter is that? 
That’s not a letter. That’s a committee report. 

Looking back, I’m sorry I came down so 
hard on the cheerleaders. They seem like a 
nice bunch of girls — individualistic and 
unafraid. 

Incidentally, one of them called me 
Tuesday morning to ask (reluctantly) to with¬ 
draw their letter. Why? I asked. Because we 
didn’t clear it first with our advisor, I was 
told. 

"Is she pressuring you to tell me this?” I 
asked. 

"Yes,” was the reply. 

"You tell her I am going to print that poem 
no matter what she says or does,” is more or 
less what I told the cheerleader. A few 
minutes later Martin called me. 

Now what kind of training are we giving 
these girls? Isn’t this repugnant to you? That 
an “advisor” should descend to such depths to 
protect her own position? 

I wish the girls all the best in the world. 
Stick to your guns, kids. (I hate to add this but 
I still think cheerleading is frivolous and 
should be abolished.) 

Ms. Martin, incidentally, gets $615 for 
doing whatever it is she does. 

★ 

It’s too bad the post office is closing out its 
processing operation in Winchester. I don’t 
see how the officials can say it’s not going to 
delay our mail delivery. 

It’s just common sense that if the postmen 
are being transferred to Woburn and all the 
mail sorting is going to be done in Woburn 
then it’s going to take longer for a letter to get 
from one place in Winchester to another. 

How can they say otherwise? I wish there 
were something we could do to block the 
move. 

Apparently there isn’t since the lease on 
the building on Henshaw street has already 
been signed. The postmen, some of whom I’ve 
talked to, are furious about the move but 
powerless to do anything. 

They all say the move will delay our mail. 
They don’t like the move, too, because it 
means they have farther to travel.

We’ve got to do something about the 
decline of the judicial system in the United 
States. But I don’t think electing judges is it.

The School Committee has been discussing 
the possibility of getting some of the school 
grounds rebuilt. 

Not only does the committee have to touch 
base, you might say, with the parent 
organizations from each school, but they 
must also discuss the problem with: 

Are you ready? The Playground Survey 
Committee, the Enrollment Committee, the 
Park Commission, the Capital Improvement 
Committee and the Finance Committee. 

That, at least, is as far as any of the 
committee members could think of. No doubt, 
though, there are several other committees 
hiding on paper somewhere who will be heard 
from on the issue.

School enrollments, by the way, continue 
their decline. It’s not a dramatic decline, just 
a steady yearly reduction. 

Winchester this year shows the following 
decreases: High school — from 1,336 to 1,301; 
elementery — from 2,762 to 2,653. Exception: 
junior highs — from 1,353 to 1,406. 

But systemwide, the school enrollment is 
down. Wyman School, for example, usually 
mentioned as the first building to close if 
enrollment trends continue, is down from 309 
to 282.

The conservation commission movement, 
which had its beginnings in Massachusetts in 
1957, developed directly out of the state’s 
tradition of home rule and town meeting. 

A groundswell of citizen concern arose in 
the 1950s concerning environmental 
deterioration. 

The initial impact of the law was subdued. 
It simplh granted a town or city the authority 
to establish a commission “for the promotion 
and development of its natural resources.” 

Under the enabling act, commissions 
consisting of three to seven members would 
be appointed by selectmen, mayor or town 
manager for staggered terms of one to three 
years. 

The implications of the act were far- 
reaching. Conservationists now had an ef¬ 
fective voice in the local government. But the

Being black in a simulated game of life 
was very frustrating. I experienced anger 
and hatred which I had never felt before. I 
had a greater understanding of utter futility. I 
came away from the weekend having felt 
oppressed because of circumstances beyond 
my control. 

I once heard a psychologist on a radio talk 
show say it is human nature for a person to 
attempt to build himself up. One way to do 
this is to put another down. To a great degree 
this explains prejudice. But it becomes more 
complex in a materialistic world where power 
> is rampant. 

Have you ever played the ladder game? 
Whether you know it or not, you have and 
continue to do so every day. 

Those who play it with you are Jews, 
Italians, English, American Indians, 
Chicanos, thieves, bricklayers, educational 
drop-outs, Puerto Ricans, movie stars, deaf, 
blind, physicians, salesmen, Irish and the list 
goes on and on. 

We all take people and classify them a - 
cording to some kind of worth scale which we 
have learned from our parents, teachers, 
church leaders and society in general. As we 
meet people we unconsciously look to the 
ladder and find an attitude. 

A clergyman told this story. A black man 
wanted to become a member of a particular 
church but every time he entered the church 
he was told to leave. He went to God with the 
problem. 

God said: Don’t worry my son. I’ve been 
trying to get into that church ever since it was 
built. 

Yes, I am a victim of a society that is 
racist just as a minority-group person is a 
victim. 

I am racist but I am less racist today than 
I was yesterday, and, if I keep working to 
understand and correct my dilemma, 
tomorrow *1 will be less racist than today. 


commissions’ new powers meant new 
problems. Administering and interpreting the 
laws on wetlands may require knowledge in 
such technical fields as hydrology, public 
health, hydraulic engineering and biology. 

Part-time commissioners may be out¬ 
matched by major developers who can draw 
upon financial, legal and technical resources. 

In a report issued by the state department 
of Natural Resources, most suburban con¬ 
servation commssions were rated highly for 
efforts in the face of intense development 
pressures. 

In general, city commissions have very 
little land and a lot of bureaucracies: rural 
areas have lesser pressure nrom developers 
and cheaper land. 

Some examples of suburban spending on a 
larger scale include Lexington and Acton. 
Each budgeted over $ 1 , 000 . 1)00 last year for 
the acquisition of conservation land* 

Concord paid out $380,000 ($143,000 state- 
reimbursed) for a 92-acre site. 

Affluent Weston, with a median income of 
$23,500, floated a $2.8 million bond issue for 
land purchases 

Lincoln is recognized as one the leaders, 
having acquired more than 800 acres with 
state and federal help in the last decade. 

Potential is High 

Conservation commissions have the 
potential for becoming an effective local 
agency in achieving a balance between 
development and open space. But potential is 
not always reality. 

Today, 321 out of 351 state communities 
have adopted commissions. Their functions 
range from land acquisition, recreation, 
development and planning to forest 
management, beautification, clean-up 
campaigns, mapping, zoning and public 
education. 

With new regulatory and permit powers 
under the Wetland Protection Act. com¬ 
munities have more muscle in protecting 
water supplies and the environment. Since 
the date of passage in October, 1972, over 
2,100 notices of intent have been filed under 
the act. 

But commissions are not limited to 
safeguarding wetlands and setting conditions 
on developer as to filling and dredging of 
marshes and swamps or the diversions of 
streams. 

Today, the state-authorized groups may 
institute the purchase of land, not necessarily

the wetlands. They may receive outright 
grants of land. They may make substantial 
tax breaks for private landowners including 
farmers who agree to leave their land un¬ 
developed under conservation restriction 
clauses. 

Commissions are also the channel for state 
and federal reimbursements. A federal 
program reimburses up to 50 percent of costs 
for acquisition and development of public 
outdoor recreation areas. 

A state self-help program channels funds 
through commissions also. Together, a 
community might be able to receive up to 75 
percent of its costs. 

But the problem is funding. The federal 
program which benefitted communities a few 


years ago isn’t funded now. On the state level, 
requests exceed the funding allocated. 

Department of Natural Resources is 
hoping for a budget of $10 million for 1975 in 
this area.

CHEESE PENNIES 

1 cup all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
i/ 2 teaspoon ginger 
1-3 cup shortening 

1 cup grated sharp cheese, packed 
1-4 cup toasted sesame seeds 

1/2 teaspoon Worcestershire 

2 to three tablespoons ice water 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees. Grease 
cookie sheets. Combine all ingredients and 
blend into smooth dough. Divide dough in 
half, making two rolls about 8 inches long and 
a little more than an inch in diameter. Chill at 
least two hours or overnight. Slice into wafers 
and place on cookie sheet. Bake 10 to 12 
minutes. 

I recommend this quickie version very 
highly. Blend 1 jar Kraft pasteurized process 
Olde English sharp cheese spread, 1-4 cup 
shortening and 2-3 cup flour. Follow above, 
but bake at 375 degrees.

Ericson described Article 6, finances and 
fiscal procedures. According to the proposed 
charter, submission of a proposed budget 
should take place at least 120 days before the 
start of the fiscal year for the ensuing fiscal 
year with an accompanying budget message 
and supporting documents. 

Schaefer said 120 days should be recon¬ 
sidered. There is not enough time. Selectman 
Larry Smith suggested planning a timetable 
which would permit the town manager to get 
all budgets in time. 

Ann Oppenheimer went over Article 7. 
general provisions, for the assembly. 
Included in this section are definitions of 
words used throughout the proposed charter. 

Recall of town officials is also included in 
Article 7 citing that “Any 25 voters may file 
with the town clerk an affidavit containing the 
a name of the officer sought to be recalled ...” 

Rep. Chadwick said he considers 25 “is 
unreasonably small” adding “If anyone is 
ticked off," they can easily get 25 signatures 
and “create consternation with the town 
government until the matter is disposed of." 

Chadwick said he would rather see “10 
times” 15 percent, or at least 100 or better, of 
the town’s voters involved in a recall request. 

From the audience, Town Meeting 
Member James Cullen said he would like to 
see the recall section stricken from the 
charter. He said he favors three year terms 
which are 

‘short enough for the town to live with any 
problem situation.” 

Chairman Hewis explained that*Article 8, 
transitional provisions, covers the interim 
period from the time the charter might be 
accepted and when it is fully implemented. 

“It will not be an overnight thing,” she 
said noting that if yhe town accept the 
proposed charter, it 'will not begin taking 
effect until March 4, 1975. Though parts of it 
will go into effect immediately, other "parts 
will take from two to three years to be in 
effect,” she said. 

Discussion revealed selectmen will have 
from March until September to search for a 
town manager. 

The commission received praise from 
selectmen Smith and John Sullivan, who 
offered them a personal memo suggesting 
several changes, and Rep. Chadwick. 

“You’re pointing in the right direction," 
said Chadwick, who advocated keeping the 
present arrangement for getting articles on 
warrants. He said “124 is a far better sized 
body for town meeting discussion than 192.” 


He also said he considers the charter a 
"lengthy document.” If reduced, it could be 
better understood by the average citizen. A 
number of items could be detailed in the 
town’s by-laws, he said. 

Ryerson stood at the close of the hearing to 
say he is against the proposed charter which 
“erodes the personal liberties of resident- 
s...establishes the dictatorship of a town 
manager...a dynasty of selectmen... erodes 
School Committee control...delutes the town 
character of Winchester...curtails town 
meeting...and eliminates the personal touch 
of residents." 

On top of that, he said, the proposed 
charter will “increase taxes.” 

Two women rose from the audience to say 
they favor the charter. One said she would 
like to see “all boards under the town 
manager and selectmen” while the other 
gave “support for a town manager who could 
do a better job if there were fewer elective 
offices.” 

Cmsr. Michael Saraco favors the charter 
except for having the town manager “appoint 
all positions" and establishment of a public 
works advisory board. He favors electing a 
board of public works.

Nearby Towns Consider Metro 


An appeal to the suburbs by state 
Education Cmsr. Gregory Anrig to increase 
the number of Metco students met with ap¬ 
proval from the Newton Teachers Association 
and the Newton Elementary Principals 
Group, objection from Winthrop parents who 
contended there was not enough classroom 
space to accommodate more students and 
support from political field and community 
groups in Wakefield. 

Anrig explained to a Boston University 
audience that the state would fund a 1,000 
Metco-student expansion. 

Newton School Supt. Aaron Fink complied 
with Anrig’s proposal by recommending a 
three-year program to bring minority 
enrollment to 9.4 percent. 

If the Newton School Committee approves 
Fink’s suggestion, Newton will ask the state 
to reimburse partial tuition costs and pay 
salaries of additional personnel, tran¬ 
sportation and supplies. 

Metco workers in Wakefield recently 
recommended additional positions connected 
with the Metco program funded by the state; 
a coordinator, social worker, counsellor, 
secretary and bus aides. 

Wakefield was one of the first towns to 


accept the Metco concept. Woburn, Reading 
and other nearby towns are also considering 
cither beginning Metco or increasing their 
participation.

He said the Boston busing disorder and the 
response of the mayor and governor in urging 
suburban communities to help prompted his 
thinking Metco. 

"There’s no good time to bring it up,” 
Pritchard said about introducing the subject. 
He said opponents will always argue that the 
town’s attention should be focused elsewhere- 
for example, on special needs education. 

“If it’s not Chapter 766 it’s going to be 
something else. We’ve got to do something. 
We can’t vacillate. 

In 1967 town meeting approved par¬ 
ticipation of the town in the voluntary Metco 
program. The vote was 99 yes to 98 no. 
Because the close vote indicated to Metco 
officials and element of hostility, they refused 
to fund a Winchester program. 

Then a year later the town meeting was 
again asked to approve participation in 
Metco. The vote that time was 97 yes to 47 no, 
a considerable reduction in the opposition. 

Fearing a favorable Metco response, 
opponents took the issue to a referendum and 
the town in September of 1968 voted no 2,300 to 
yes 1,922. Metco then refused to come into 
Winchester.

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Raiders Edge Sachems, 14-13

Two years ago Gary Buckley was touted as 
one of the greatest prospects of the era. but 
his career was blighted by a series of injuries. 

Last Saturday afternoon he came to 
Knowlton Stadium and personally accounted 
for the two touchdowns that were the dif¬ 
ference as the visiting Raiders got the 
necessary extra point in a 14-13 victory over 
the WHS Sachems. 

Joe Hoague, Melrose coach and athletic 
director, is a well experienced and crafty 
mentor and his ingenuity plus Buckley’s 
ability were the main factors in the Melrose 
victory.

Failing to gain much on their first series of 
downs. Mark Cullen punted for the Sachems. 
The Melrose safety man signalled for a fair 
catch, but fumbled and Chris Carzo pounced 
on the loose pigskin for Winchester. 

On the very first play Ken Krrico burst 
through the Melrose defense to cross the goal 
line. Bill McGinty’s placement was good, and 
Winchester had a 7-0 lead with less than two 
minutes having been played. 

The Raiders started from their own 31 and 
on third down Bill Beilis broke away to the 
Winchester 26. where he was brought down 
from behind by Co-captain Albie Cordice. 
Buckley went for a first down at the 13. The 
Sachem defense proved equal to the threat, 
however, and Winchester took over the ball at 
their own eight. 

They made a first down, but on the next 
series Cullen was sacked at the 16, forcing a 
punt, which rolled dead at the Raider 29. 
Melrose made a first down with the help of an 


offside penalty as the quarter ended. 

On the first play of the second period the 
Melrose quarterback was buried.

A pass from Peter Nolan to Buckley saw 
the latter shake off tacklers for a first down at 
the nine. On third down he carried over on a 
cross buck, but Melrose trailed 7-b as Co¬

The Sachem attack was still lethargic.

From this point Cullen faced into the end 
zone, hut illegal procedure placed it back at 
the 16 Mark Cullen then threw to Cordice in 
the left corner of the end zone to make it 
Melrose 14. Winchester 13. Steve Johnis was 
stopped on the extra points try and Melrose 
led by 14-13 with 6:16 left to play. 

Melrose then staged a steady long march 
aided by a face mask penalty which con¬ 
sumed a dozen plays and better than four 
minutes of time.

4 Homeward , Angel ’ Brilliance

The Winchester Unitarian Players 
production of “Look Homeward, Angel” may 
be acclaimed as one of its finest presen¬ 
tations. Under the able and experienced 
directorship of Robert Storer and the 
production assistance of Ms. Karen Detore, 
the cast and crew of this play have given us an 
example of the theatrical brilliance of which 
amateur theatre is capable. 

Set at the Dixieland boardinghouse in a 
small town in North Carolina, 1910, “Look 
Homeward, Angel" reaches beyond its im 
mediate setting of time and place and 
becomes universal in its sensitivity to an age 
old conflict: Thai of the aspirations and 
dreams of youth surrounded by the twisted 
wreckages of dreams dashed and lives 
wasted in the mundane concerns of the 
moment. The cast is to be commended on 
their sensitivity to this underlying conflict. 

Frank Mullaney as the youthful idealist 
Eugene Gant, is delightfully believable, and 
he demonstrates a natural sensitivity to 
characterization. 

Albert Leach, as Gene's ailing brother 
Ben, gives the usual fine performance we 
have come to expect from this experienced 
actor. His interpretation of Ben is indicative 
of Leach’s fine perception of the emotional 
undercurrent of the play 

Most praiseworthy was the performance 
of Mary Klug as Eliza Gant, indeed the tragic 
focal point of the play. Eliza endures as the 
long-suffering matriarch who attempts to 
order her world according to the dictates of 
convention and necessity. Ms Klug handles 
this role with much aplomb and strength. 

Jack Guilderson once again proves his 
great ability as a fine character actor in his 
portrayal of W.O. Gant, a man who harbors 
the dream of recapturing the idealism of his 
youth, while he recognizes his inability to 
carve the marble angel, a symbol of’ his 
elusive dream. 


Clare Keane is excellent in her sensitive 
portrayal of Laura James, a young lady in¬ 
tensely caught up in the conflict between her 
natural desires and conventional duty. 

Other fine performances were given by 
Kathleen Murphy as the harried Helen 
Barton, and Alan McDonald, as her soft- 
spoken and long-suffering husband Hugh 
Superb portrayals were provided by Sally 
Rhaneuf as that irresistably soft and com¬ 
fortable creature Fatty Pert; Hugh Fraser as 
the pragmatic Will Pentland; Bill Boyer, Ann 
Guilderson, Maureen Longmeyer, Andrea 
Harding, Mary McDonald, and Art Stratis as 
the boarders, who add the right touches of 
local color and spiced seasoning. Bill 
Spaulding, a long-time friend of “little 
theatre” in the area, as the salty Dr. 
McGuire; and Don Chipman and David Broeg 
in fine cameo, supportive roles

Merritt, who added that improper touch of 
raciness in her portrayal of Madame 
Elizabeth, the painted lady in red.

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School Playgrounds: Target For Maintenance 


Representatives of the Capital Planning 
Committee, the School Committee, the Park 
Commissioners and the Finance Committee 
will form a new group to study the town school 
playgrounds and come up with a plan for 
continued maintenance. 

This decision was made Monday night 
when representatives of each group met with 
selectmen prompted by a letter several weeks 
ago from L. E. Beckley of 5 Marshall rd. 
complaining of “severe erosion” and lack of 
care to the Mystic School playground. 

School Committee chairman Stephen 
Parkhurst opened the discussion by recalling 
that two years ago the School Committee 
went before town meeting requesting $30,000 
for the Washington School playground, and 
again last year asking for $10,000 for the care 
of Wyman School playground. 

The attitude of town meeting was “in¬ 
definite postponement,” said Parkhurst. 

“There’s no question that what Mr. 
Beckley said is true,” said Parkhurst, noting 
it will takr about $240,000 “to refurbish all 
school playgrounds.” 

He said, “School grounds arc not in good 
condition, but once money is spent, com¬ 
mitment will have to be made to maintain 
projects.” 

Further, Parkhurst recalled nine years 
ago a vote by town meeting put the “complete 
and sole responsibility” for playground 
maintenance in the hands of the Park Com¬ 
missioners.

Albert MacDonnell, chairman of the Park 
Commissioners, said a tour of the school 
playgrounds showed “downspouts to be a 
major cause of erosion. There wasn’t one 
single downspout in place,” he said. 

MacDonnell said the Park Commissioners 
can’t go ahead with work “if town meeting 
won’t approve budgets; so one year just 
lapsed into another” without the work being 
done. 

MacDonnell recalled a few years ago there 
was an effort made by the School Committee 
and Park Department at Mystic School before 
the portable classrooms were added to the 
school. He said, “It is difficult to keep up a 
playground which is used 12 months a year.” 

The shrubs at Mystic “are healthy,” he 
said noting there is “heavy erosion coming off 
the bank.” 

Contrasting the school with another, 
MacDonnell pointed to Muraco School where 
“the principal is strict.” 

At Muraco Principal Richard Young “has 
designated areas for play and those for 
beauty," said MacDonnell, adding “he has 
done a tremendous job to help both the Park 
Department and the School Committee.” 

Dick Richmond, Finance Committee vice- 
chairman, said he visited the Mystic School 
playground and was “disappointed to find 
many big rocks.” 

He said he saw six broken windows in the 
front of the building, 35 on one side, and other 
scattered broken windows on the other two 
sides of the school.

Like many other people, I have been 
acutely aware that Metco has asked for ex 
panded suburban help, and that it has a 
waiting list of 1,000 children. They ask for 
help because it is needed.

It seems that it would be very easy for 
Winchester to accommodate a group of 24 
young children in its schools. We have plenty 
of room in our schools and statistics indicate 
that there will be even more extra room in 
years to come. 

Since Metco's funding handles all its ex¬ 
penses, the program would not cost Win¬ 
chester any money at all. 

I am well aware that the issue when it 
arose some years ago caused dissension in 
our town. I do not think that that fact should 
deter us, however, from serious objective 
consideration of the program. The facts are 
that it would be a very easy thing for us to do, 
and that it would benefit all concerned.

Looking at the large picture, we should 
bear in mind that Boston’s problem is not 
really only Boston's problem.

“Let’s Talk Metco Cooly" is a headline 
that I can appreciate having been most 
heatedly abused from 1967 through 1969. One 
of the abusive phrases used by the pro-Metco 
side was “S.O.B.’s (Sons of Birchers).’’ 

Another was the “hope, wish and desire" 
that the Voice of Winchester would lose his 
voice. Insofar as my part of that issue was 
concerned our group made no mention of the 
20-30 innocent little children from Boston who 
would initially be involved. 

The issue then, the issue now is the same: 
Is the Winchester school system going to be 
run, controlled and administered by a Win¬ 
chester elected School Committee, with only 
one directing authority the Winchester 
parents and taxpayers? 

Metropolitanisim was our enemy then and 
is our enemy now! 

Shortly after the racial imbalance law was 
passed, the Massachusetts legislature passed 
a law that would prohibit the race of a new¬ 
born child to be listed on the birth certificate. 
In Massachusetts, the only way a school 
teacher, administrator or superintendent can 
determine race is with his eyes; the normal 
fallibility of eyesight from white to balck is 
left then to opinion, and nothing more. 

Those in the intellectual-educational field, 
in their zeal to pass on their minority view, 
cannot and will not give one shred of evidence 
that improvement in educational ability is 
measurable to the percentage or degree of 
skin shading.

In the years following, on several oc¬ 
casions, the Selectmen by vote and action 
have opposed metropolitanism in many ways. 

On many occasions our political leaders 
and individual citizens have pleaded at public 
hearings against legislation that attempts to 
take away home rule and local control. 

We will lose Winchester as our town, if we 
fail to be heard every step of the way. 

This meeting of the School Committee, 
November 25, is not about 20-30 little children. 

This meeting is the second attempt to take 
your control of your schools away from you, 
the parents and taxpayers. 

This meeting can he your way of saying 
court orders cannot and must not destroy 
your C»od-given right of bearing and raising 
your own family. 

I appreciate the kind thoughts regarding 
my health expressed by so many of your 
readers; however, the weekness of my body, 
as you see, will not lessen my firmness and 
determination in what I see as a grave danger 
to our Winchester.

Charter Commission Could Do More 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Following is a statement from the League 
of Women Voters to the Charter Commission. 
I would be interested to learn, through your 
paper, the thoughts of other members of the 
community on this subject. 

To the Charter Commission: 

In the press of time at last Thursday’s 
public hearing before your commission due to 
the necessarily long and multi-facets.d 
discussion of the proposed town charter, there 
was little opportunity for a wrap-up session at 
the end. 

This was unavoidable due to the scope of 
the problem at hand. I would like to take this 
opportunity to reiterate the thoughts of the 
League Women Voters regarding the draft 
charter, namely that the form of government 
which you propose might be more cen¬ 
tralized. 

You as commissioners hav£ spent long 
hours of diligent, devoted public service. For 
the depth of your efort to study, alternative 
forms of government, for the effort expended 
to seek citizen participation and suggestions, 
all of us are more than grateful. 

It is discouraging that reaction and con¬ 
tributions from the public at large have not 
been widespread. 

Much of the draft charter seems 
promising, exciting and representative of 
sound reforms in governmental structure: 
the proposed change to eight precincts, 
elimination of at-large memberships, the 
creation of standing committees of the town 
meeting and centralized departmental 
organization. 

The league urges you to consider making 
the administration more centralized, 
however, by making more town boards ap¬ 
pointive under the authority of the selectmen 
through the town manager you propose. 

Specifically, we urge you to make the 
following boards appointive; the Board of 
Health, the Board of Assessors, the Planning 
Board, the Board of Library Trustees. 

Our concern is that if a town manager is 
created without wide latitude of ad¬ 
ministrative authority he may appear weak, 
people may become disenchanted without a 
proper trial of the new government. 

Any elected boards result in officeholders 
who have no allegiance to the town manager, 
who may even act as political rivals. It is the 
fragmentation of responsibility which has 
resulted in a situation we seek to remedy 

Qualifications can be set for appointive 
positions, not always for elective ones. 

There is something, too. to be said for a 
shortened ballot at annual town election time: 
attention can be focused on a few. the issues 
discussed in greater depth because of 
narrowness of focus. 

A shift of power is always difficult, bound 
to create tensions. Those who have power are 
naturally reluctant to share it. But if we are to 
go to a town manager form of government, 
and I hope we will, please let us go to an ef¬ 
fective. workable one

I would like to commend the Charter 
Commission for their dedication to a hard 
task over these past several months in order 
to bring to the citizens of Winchester their 
tv-,«* y report on a new charter for the 
Town of Winchester. 

I am most happy about their decision for a 
town manager. However, I am disturbed that 
the fragmentation of the town manager’s 
authority will weaken the strength of the 
office of town manager. Too many depart¬ 
ments have been removed from the 
jurisdiction of the town manager. 

In the best interests of the town, I feel we 
must certainly ask the Charter Commission 
to no longer keep the Board of Health, Board 
of Library Trustees, Planning Board and 
Board of Assessors in elected positions. 

These should be appointive positions also. 
We will have checks and balances on these 
appointive positions. 

For a long time we have been aware that 
many needed changes should be made. 
Accordingly, changes, some of which might 
appear abrupt at the outset, are changes 
which should have been made long ago and 
we should not hesitate to make changes when 
it is necessary to improve existing conditions 
here in Winchester. 

It must be realized that the Charter 
Commission in order to function effectively 
will have to depart from procedures and 
practices which were accepted as the norm in 
the past but were not beneficial to the town. 

No one likes to give up authority. But if 
hese boards really want what is best for Win¬ 
chester, they will still be available if called 
upon to serve. 

The Charter Commission should not be 
unduly concerned about losing support of 
certain Boards at the expense of weakening 
the charter, for their job is to get the best 
charter accepted for the Town of Winchester. 

It is only with this premise in mind that the 
Charter Commission may be fully effective. 
You may be assured citizens of Winchester 
interested enough to sign a petition to get a 
Charter Commission on the ballot and then to 
vote for a charter commission will at least 
give the commission cooperation knowing 
they have given many months of their time 
and are making these much needed changes 
in the best interest of our town. 

I have every confidence that our electorate 
will support these changes in our charter. 
They established a Charter Commission to 
study and write the best possible document 
for the Town of Winchester.

Arthur MacDonnell, Winchester Star’s 
cultural columnist at large, devoted some of 
his column last week to the question of 
cheerleaders and their purpose. As Win¬ 
chester High School cheerleading advisor I 
am delighted to answer Mr. MacDonnell’s 
searching questions. 

Cheerleading developed side by side with 
the growth of team sports (football and 
basketball) in this country. Although there 
are boys who became cheerleaders because 
of their gymnastic ability and the challenge of 
leading a large crowd, the majority of 
cheerleaders has always been girls. 

Cheerleading has been the opportunity for 
girls to perform as a team and as individuals 
just as football, basketball, hockey, baseball 
and soccer have been the opportunity for 
boys. 

At its best, cheerleading leads the crowd in 
organized support of the team, provides a 
psychological uplift both to the team and the 
crowd, acts as a communication bridge 
between the crowds on each side of the 
stadium, adds color and pagentry to the 
game, and gives girls the opportunity to 
demonstrate teamwork, gymnastic and 
dance ability and leadership. 

At its worst it is an exclusive sorority, a 
showcase for insane behavior, an organized 
entertainment with no apparent connection 
between the crowd, the cheerleaders and the 
game. It can encourage cliquishness, base 
behavior, poor sportsmanship and brutality. 

I have found both the best and the worst 
cheerleading in New England and throughout 
the country. But that is not really the question 
here. The point is that cheerleading can 
provide girls and boys with the opportunity 
for experience in working with a crowd, 
improving athletic and gymnastic skills, 
developing a strong sense of timing and 
teamswork, facing up to the criticsm of their 
peers and taking responsibility as school 
leaders. 

Mr. MacDonnell, like many students in the 
high school, have stereotyped cheerleaders 
into the silly girl or chorus girl image. It is 
time cheerleading be considered as viable 
team experience for both boys and girls and 
the best not the worst be expected from ch- 
erleading squads.

VNA Panel Topic: Needs Of Elderly 


At a recent meeting of the Winchester 
Visiting Nursing Association a three-member 
panel presented views on health needs of the 
elderly. 

Mrs. Dolly Bryant, coordinator of the 
Council on Aging, through the years has been 
involved with church committees and 
parents’ association.s 

She told members about ways the Win¬ 
chester Senior Citizen Association offers help 
and advise to the 12 percent of Winchester’s 
population over f>2 years old. 

The association’s office is at the old 
McCall School. Through the day somebody 
answers the telephone and gives out in¬ 
formation. Outings of various nature are also 
planned. Drivers for short shopping trips can 


be supplied. The Association also help find 
volunteer jobs for the many capable elderly. 

Mrs. Bryant sees senior citizens as a 
powerful group and increasing in numbers. 
They will live longer, have more money to 
spend, and are more mobile than a generation 
ago. 

Dr. Leonor Rich, second speaker, is 
retired after having spent 37 years working in 
the Winchester Schools, 26 which were as 
principal of Washington and Noonan Schools. 

Dr. Rich was appointed by selectmen to 
work on the Council on Aging. She is also a 
member of the Winchester Historical Com¬ 
mittee for the bicentennial. 

Dr. Rich considers retirement something 
to plan for and look forward to. It presents an 
opportunity to take stock and ask oneself 


“What do I want to do with my time? It should 
not become a time of stagnation and defeat, 
the world is full of interesting and challenging 
things and ideas to learn and understand.” 

Dr. Joseph O’Connor, another speaker, is a 
graduate of Boston College and Tufts. At 
present he is chief of medicine and president 
of staff at Winchester Hospital. 

As a physician he encounters elderly who 
for physical or mental reasons cannot join in 
the active role of a senior citizen. 

He stressed that good care in nursing 
homes should be available so that an elderly, 
incapacitated person does not become a 
burden to family and close relations at the 
expense of children and family life. 

Dr. O’Connor joined with Mrs. Bryant and 
Dr. Rich in expressing the belief that 
retirement should not mean stagnation as 
long as a person is physically and mentally 
alert and financially independent.

It’s ‘Laugh’ Not 4 Laff’ 

Teenagers Will Be Dancing In Aisles 
For CYO’s Show 6 Another Opening 5

•‘It’s ‘laugh.’ not ‘laff.’" Director Ed 
Roonev good-naturedly but firmly ad¬ 
monishes his youthful cast. “Remember, 
we’re in the Boston area." 

The scene is a rehearsal for “Another 
Opnin’, Another Show," St. Mary’s CYO 
annual musical extravaganza which will be 
staged at McCall Junior High School 
auditorium on Nov. 30, Dec. 1 and 2. 

Rooney goes over the lyrics of a song with 
the teenage cast, exacting pronunciation, 
insisting on professionalism. 

The troupe of 225 high school students 
respond to his direction with an attentiveness 
that would astonish many of their parents and 
teachers. 

Rev Bernard Hoy, CYO moderator who 
inaugurated the tradition of the show seven 
years ago, estimates that the cast members 
spend an average .of IB hours each in 
rehearsals. Multiplied by 225, it comes to a 
total of 4,050 hours 

What inspires them? Chris Gill, 16, joined 
the cast this year because “I heard all the 
kids had a great time." 

Despite an injury incurred in a football 
game, Chris, a Winchester High School 
sophomore, has made the show rehearsals. 
He finds new friendships are a dividend. “You 
meet older kids and younger kids." 

Nancy Errico, Sally McDonough and Joe 
Whitney, all 17 and veterans of previous CYO 
shows, are among those high school seniors 
who are in the musical for the last time. 

While the cast is a study in ecumenism, 
representing a variety of religious af¬ 
filiations, participation in the show is limited 
to those in the ninth grade through senior year 
of high school. 

Nancy and Solly are in a chorus number 
choreographed to “Raindrops Keep Falling 
on My Head." "We dance and twirl umbrellas 
and have a lot of fun," says Nancy. 


Sally would like to continue performing. 
Planning to major in music therapy, she says, 
“I hope to be in college shows." 

Joe is a clown in the first half of the show, a 
minstrel atmosphere with a circus theme and 
clown-faced end men. He is modest about his 
talent, but admits that he will sing two songs 
in this year’s production. 

“You’re a soloist?" he’s asked. 

“Oh, don’t put that in the paper," he 
replies. 

Father Hoy points out, “This year’s show 
is dedicated to the young and the young at 
heart." He notes that the Kiwanris Club will 
distribute guest tickets to senior citizens as it 
did last year. 

Director Rooney, assisted by Marianne 
Dennis as choreographer and Barbara 
Paulson as pianist, gives a preview of this 
year’s production. 

“This is a review of show business,” he 
says. “Its past, present, and future." 

Rooney has a background in the theatre, 
both in front of the footlights and directing. 
I fe has studied the visual effects of production 
behind the scenes at Radio City Music Hall in 
New York. 

“Scenery, lighting and unusual projection 
effects make a show,” he believes. 

Several numbers from the musical 
“Oklahoma" will be featured. “Oklahoma" 
was the start of show business as we know it 
today," says Rooney. “It began a new era." 

Since the entire cast participates in this 
portion of the show and can’t all fit on stage at 
once, the teenagers will be dancing in the 
aisles, literally. 

“We’re doing ‘Show Time on The Bowery’ 
as a fun number," says Rooney. “One set of 
girls will be tap dancing while others do dance 
formations." 

“We’ll have the present time in show 
business with ‘Leroy Brown’ and ‘Jesus 
Christ Superstar’ numbers," says Rooney. 


Other scenes will include excerpts from 
g’’west Side Story," “Shanghai Lil" and “Judy 
Garland at the Palace." 

Rooney promises that unusual lighting 


effects will highlight a Japanese number. 

“Poor Butterfly," but is reserving the major

When opening night arrives. Rooney will 
gather the young troupers together for a 
traditional football-type pep talk before the 
curtain rises.

Theatre Apartment Building Major 
Article For Special Meeting Monday 


Many Turn Out For Debate 
On Metco, Back Busing Plan 


Winchester residents have recently 
received the warrant for the special town 
meeting which begins next Monday at 7:45 
p.m. in the new high school. The public is 
permitted to attend. 

The warrant contains 17 articles. The 
principal one is the article to rezone land on 
Main street to permit the construction of an 
apartment building on the site of the Win¬ 
chester Theatre. 

A two-thirds vote of town meeting is 
required to approve zoning changes. The 
Winchester Theatre is on Main street between 
the Theatre Mobil station and the Citgo 
station. 

An apartment building containing 78 units 
would be constructed. The height of the 
building would not exceed that of the present 


Two men wearing stocking masks bound 
an employee of Winchester Salvage Co. on 
Swanton street Tuesday morning and walked 
off with the contents of the cash drawer. 

Ernes H. Carter Jr., 27, of Winchester was 
alone in the front of the rambling wooden 
structure across from the Parkview Apart¬ 
ments around 8 a.m. 

He told The Star two men came into the 
rear of the building where customers usually 
enter. Carter was figuring the accounts in the 
office when the two men entered. 

“They were waiting for him,” said Owner 
Jack Ainslie of Nashua, N.H. Holes were cut 
in the masks so the men could see. Carter said 
they were young. 

The two men bound Carter with boot laces 
they were carrying and' stuck a gag in his 
mouth. They threw a coat over his head and 
twisting His arm took him out back. Then they 
went into the office and took the contents of 
the cash drawer. 

After the men took the money they walked 
through the snow out back toward Cross 
street. They were not believed to have 
traveled by motor vehicle. 

Police followed their footsteps in the snow 
but were unable to apprehend the robbers. 

Carter, who has worked off and on at 
Winchester Salvage for five years, has been 
full time since January. He said Tuesday was 
his first time late for work. 

Normally he arrives earlier but because 
his windshield was iced over he was delayed. 
On his way in he stopped off at the Swanton 
Street Deli, where his employer was having 
coffee, to tell him he was late. 

He then went on over to the company. 
About five minutes later the hold-up men 
arrived. Their robbery took about 10 minutes. 
Carter estimated. He was doing the 
bookkeeping for the firm when they arrived. 

•The men were described as about 17 or 18 
years of age, medium build, one five feet 
eight inches tall and the other six feet.

tend the present 12 hour dog leash law to 24 
hours a day. 

That article also seeks to change the 
present leash law in a number of other places. 
Owners of dogs picked up by the dog officer 
would have seven days to claim their pet 
rather than the present 10 days. All persons 
owning dogs would he required to have their 
animals vaccinated against rabies every two 
years. 

The present law doesn’t stipulate 
frequency of vaccination. Another change is 
to prohibit unspayed female dogs in season 
from being out of doors. 

The annual licensing fee of dogs is in¬ 
creased $1 by another section and the fines for 
violations of the dog by-law are also in¬ 
creased. 

The present $10 fine would be upped to $15 
for a second offense and $20 for third and 
subsequent offenses. 

The dog officer is given broader powers of 
restraining dogs whose barking disturbs 
neighborhoods. The dog officer is also given 
the same broad powers in restraining dogs 
“of vicious disposition.” 

The dog officer can order the restraint or 
disposal of such dogs. 

Citizens who object to the restraints and 
fines as a result of the law may appeal to the 
district court. The article was inserted in the 
warrant at the request of the chief of police. 

Article 1 seeks to establish an energy 
conservation committee to be appointed by 
the moderator and the selectmen "to study 
and recommend ways that the town ad¬ 
ministration can conserve energy.” 

Article 2 asks the town meeting to adopt 
one of several proposals regarding the 
Architectural Review Committee’s proposed 
architectural control commission., 

A special town meeting last March ap¬ 
proved a by-law establishing the commission 
and outlining its powers. The state attorney 
general’s office disapproved of the law, 
however. 

The committee now seeks town meeting 
approval for passing the by-law again, with 
revisions; or, to instruct the town counsel to 
petition the courts to review the attorney 
general’s refusal; or. to instruct the town 
counsel to petition the legislature for enact¬ 
ment of special legislation permitting the 
town to adopt the by-law “in substantially the 
same form.” 

Article 4 seeks town meeting approval of 
money to permit the Board of Selectmen to 
hire a consultant to study the Winchester 
central business area. 

The article would permit the selectmen to 
evaluate and formulate "the necessary and 
desirable legal and financial vehicles” for 
rehabilitating the center and to authorize 
them to sign contracts for the study. 

Article 5 would appropriate a sum of 
money (undetermined as of Monday evening) 
for the selectmen to spend on repairing town 
owned houses. 

Article 6 would take action on a report to 
the selectmen concerning the participation of 
the town in the national bicentennial 
celebration and the observance of the 125th 
anniversary of the incorporation of Win¬ 
chester. 

Article 7 seeks to permit the town to ap¬ 
propriate money for establishing bicycle 
paths in conjunction with the celebration of 
the town's 125th anniversary and the nation’s 
bicentennial birthday. 

Article H is to see if the town meeting will 
authorize money for a Winchester Historical 
Commission exhibit.

Several hundred persons turned out 
Monday night for the School Committee’s 
discussion on Winchester’s possible in¬ 
volvement in a Metco busing program. 

Audience sentiment was overwhelmingly 
in favor of Winchester participation in Metco 
Speakers favoring the program were soundly 
applauded Those in opposition received 
scattered applause. 

Though some speakers’ remarks touched 
on the emotions, comment was cool. There 
was no name calling or visible signs of 
temper. 

Commitceman Robert T. Pritchard made 
a lengthy presentation on why he favors 
Winchester’s voluntary participation. He 
called Metco a “valuable educational 
program.” 

lie cited the “critical Boston situation” 
over court-ordered busing and warned that 
such busing may be extended to the suburbs if 
towns do not voluntarily integrate schools. 

Committeeman Pritchard outlined Win¬ 
chester’s previous efforts to bring Metco here 
and said conditions have changed since then. 

“There are no longer the limitations of 
space," he said of crowded Winchester 
schools of 1967, when Metco was first 
proposed. “Now we have plenty of space 
available...Metco is no longer experimental.” 
he added citing the involvement of 34 
suburban Boston towns. 

Pritchard contacted 15 Metco com¬ 
munities and read at length reports from 
some of them which indicated the advantages 
of Metco participation far outweighed the 
disadvantages. 

In fact, the superintendents of some 
communities cited growth of their own 
system’s students. For example, one town 
said Metco participation helped dissolve 
racial stereotypes. 

One disadvantage, he said, is busing in 
many cases prevents parents from having 
contact with teachers because of distance. 

Pritchard asked nine communities if they 
i felt Metco leads to melropolitanization of 
, schools. All answered an emphatic no. 

One (own reported that its Metco students 
had the same percentage of students going on 
to college as their own students. 

He recommended beginning Metco here in 
September of 1975 with one bus load (between 
40 and 50 students) in the elementary grades. 

School Committee member Mary Pronski 
was the only committee person speaking 
against the proposal. 

She is particularly concerned how the 
community feels about the program in three 
areas: metropolitanism. financing and 
educational impact. 

Mrs. Pronski said the issue should go to 
referendum for a true community sounding. 
“If Winchester is not truly willing to par 
ticipate, we shouldn’t.” She said it wouldn’t 
be a fair to Metco and Winchester students to 
participate under such circumstances. 

Several speakers also urged a referen¬ 
dum. Charles Christopher of 66 Wedgemere 
ave., for example, said there should be a 
referendum in order to find out how the 
taxpaying public feels 

A referendum in 1968 voted 2,300 against 
Metco and 1.922 for. Despite a favorable 
committee vote at that time, Metco refused to 
send students to Winchester. 

A referendum is only advisory. The School 
Committee will make the final decision 
whether to invite Metco here or not. Chair¬ 
man Stephen Parkhurst indicated the com 


mittee wants considerably more information, 
particularly from the system’s staff, before 
making a final decision. 

Rep Harrison Chadwick said he hoped 
there would be some means to record a 
“resounding approval by the citizens of this 
town so there will leave no doubt that they 
(students) are deeply wanted.” 

Chadwick said Winchester is in a position 
to help the children of Boston and he has 
always felt one must give help when it is 
needed. 

He said: “Without Boston Winchester 
would l)e an empty shell I feel very strongly 
we have a responsibility to Boston.” Rep. 
Chadwick cited the many cultural and 
educational benefits Winchester citizens use 
in Boston. 

“We can do something to assist the people 
of Boston, and more importantly, the children 
of Boston in Ibis very critical era for the 
city.” 

Clara Hewis, Charter Commission 
chairman and town meeting member, 
commented that Massachusetts is “short of 
cash” and therefore “our obligation is to feed 
and clothe and give shelter, not enrich the bus 
companies. They are the only ones to make 
out (with Metco).” 

A chorus of disagreement followed that 
remark. Ms. Hewis continued that “there is 
no quality education in Winchester. Or 
Chelsea. Or Boston. Or Hudson. Because 
education is failing. 

“They’re so interested in teaching people 
how to get along they are not teaching them 
how to read and write.” 

Ms. Hewis also said that when a com¬ 
munity accepts the fact that of helping 
another community it accepts the possibility 
of merger with other communities. 

After educational assistance, she said, 
could come municipal incineration and health 
services. 

High school student Jay Enstead said Miss 
Hewis’s point about Winchester “is well 
taken. We have to remain a community. But 
we don't have to be isolated.” 

A number of other Winchester High School 
students spoke They favored Metco as a 


Anti-black and anti-busing epithets were 
painted on the garage at School Com¬ 
mitteeman Robert T Pritchard’s home on 
Salisbury street over the weekend. 

In addition, paint was poured over the 
committee member’s car parked in the 
garage and swastikas painted on the garage. 

“I don’t think it’s a child’s prank,” Prit¬ 
chard said following the incident. The reason 
it’s not a youthful prank, he feels, is because 
whoever vandalized the property also hung a 
white power poster on the garage. 

Pritchard said that sounds like the work of 
adults from outside Winchester. The poster 
proclaimed: “The National Socialist White 
Party." 

The committeeman said the plunning of 
the project probably ruled out any possibility 


necessary step in achieving quality education 
for blacks 

Rev. Walter Davis of First Congregational 
Church got the longest laugh of the evening - 
when he compared the situation today with 
the Revere-Dawes ride of 200 years ago. 

“Boston came to the rescue of the suburbs 
then," he said. “Maybe in 1975 it’s time those 
in the outer city come to the rescue of 
Boston.” 

A black woman, Lois Anderson, said she 
grew up in Ohio under the mistaken im¬ 
pression that New England education was 
better than elsewhere and was superior 
throughout the region. 

“Not only is Boston education inferior,” 
she said, “but the children are ethnically and 
culturally isolated.” 

She urged Winchester to prepare its 
children "for the kind of society they will 
have to live in” by desegregating the schools. 

Funds for Metco have already been 
allocated by the state, she said. “How can we 
in Winchester continue to bury our heads in 
the sand? 

“Knowing children from other 
backgrounds would be an enriching ex¬ 
perience for your children ... The parents of 
Metco children are willing to sacrifice so their 
children can have a superior education. 

Mrs. Anderson received the most en¬ 
thusiastic response of the evening when she 
concluded her remarks with the comment: 
“Wallace stood in the door, Maddox grabbed 
an axe. The question is: What will we do in 
Winchester?” 

Town Meeting Member Earle Sherburne 
said he has nothing against mixing school 
children. And, he added, “there was no in¬ 
dication at a meeting at my house just two 
days ago of anyone wanting to deny colored 
people their rights.” 

He said $1 million a week is being spent on 
busing in Boston. “Multiply that by every city 
and town. All that money comes out of your 
pocket.” 

Robert W. Horne of 24 Mayflower rd., a 
former Metco advisor at Concord High School 
and a teacher 15 years there, told about 
serious problems at the school when Metco 
began as a result of cultural misun¬ 
derstanding. Concord solved its problems 
through interaction, he said. “Concord has 
been a better community for having Metco.” 


it was done by youths. White paint with a 
brush was used, rather than spray paint as 
youths usually use when they deface 
property.

Pritchard, who recently recommended 
that the town consider inviting Metco to plan 
a program for Winchester, said he was not 
frightened by the incident.

He said, in addition, that he has received a 
number of telephone calls exclaiming hatred 
for the black race. 

He was singled out, he presumes, because 
lie suggested most recently that Winchester 
invite Metco. But, he points out, if he hadn't 
someone else would have.

Ann Smith. Martha Ladd. Silvia Tontar, 
Elva Nelson, Ann Anderson and Jean Twit- 
chell use basically the same methods in 
suggesting books. 

The Kirkus Reviews, a semi-monthly 
listing, is the most popular source of scanning 
fiction and non-fiction books before they are 
published Those books included in the best¬ 
seller list, as well as those discussed on 
television talk-shows, are also surveyed. 

The Boston Globe book review, New York 
Times book review and literary supplement 
to The London Times and the Saturday 
Review are used 

They infrequently employ the Library 
Journal, Book List and Choice Magazine since 
these contain books which have previously 
been published. 

In order to adequately serve the public’s 
needs, the librarians consider it important for 
the books to already be on the library shelf 
when the best-seller list comes out or when a 
book is examined on television. 

Ann Smith, reference librarian, ex¬ 
pounded on the reasons for buying reference 
books for updating and rounding out the 
collection, in response to a recognized need 
and to replace lost or damaged books. 

Judging reference books on their ac¬ 
curacy. authority and level, Mrs. Smith 
deplored the number of World Book 
Encyclopedias which are stolen from the 
library shelves.

are replaced about every three years, new 
World Book volumes need to be bought every 
year, she said. 

Mrs. Smith told the trustees that the 
"biggest weakness” in the library reference 
books is in the Winchester material. "There is 
nothing built into the town that says "get to 
the library.” she noted, referring to the 
Finance Committee report, the tax list and 
the town government study reports. 

She said she wished the communication 
between the public library and school library 
was better; when there is a new course at the 
high school, she is not informed. Con¬ 
sequently reference books relating to the 
course cannot be anticipated. 

Martha Ladd, professional assistant, who 
selects the fiction, considers this task "one of 
the most interesting parts of being a librarian 
. it is a challenge.” 

Nevertheless, she contends it is "hard to 
choose fiction,” which comprises of the 
library's present collection, because "styles 
and morals change so drastically.” Her 
definition of a literary classic is one that 
"continues to be important to succeeding 
generations.” 

When selecting books, Silvia Tontar, 
specialist in work with young adults, keeps in 
mind "the need for a balanced selection." 

She encounters difficulties due to the 
different reading levels of teenagers and 
because "not all that many good books are 
written." 

She divides fiction into books for teens! 
grades seven through nine, and books for 


young adults - high school level books and 
adult books suitable for young adult reading. 

Ms. Tontar js aware of the requirements of 
high school students in the field of reference 
and non-fiction and chooses much of her non¬ 
fiction on the basis of their assignments. 

She quieted library trustee chairman 
Edward F. O’Connell's fears that "MacBeth” 
had disappeared from the curriculum. "The 
books taught are a mixture of classics and the 
modern teen novels.” 

Ms. Tontar refers to the School Library 
Journal when selecting books. She also at¬ 
tends the Young Adult Cooperative Book 
Review of Massachusetts, which she feels is 
extremely beneficial since students are 
present. 

Anxious to find out what the young patrons 
of Winchester Public Library feel about her 
selections, she formulated an anonymous 
questionnaire. 

When selecting books, Elva L. Nelson, 
catalogue librarian, is aware of the "seasonal 
interests” of the public, of current events and 
of the shifts” in public interest. She noted the 
increase in biographies which appeared in the 
Kennedy administration, due. as Chairman 
O’Connell surmised, "to the great interest in 
people which John F. Kennedy had.” 

Ann M. Anderson, assistant library 
director, explained that books are discarded 
if they are falling apart, if they haven’t been 
read (this can be detected by the stampings 
on the pocket in the back of the book), if it is 
out of date or if there are six or seven copies 
of one book gathering dust in the stacks when 
the demand for it has worn off. 

Head librarian Leila Jane Roberts notes, 
"We have a terrible time trying to withdraw 
books at the rate we add them.” The 
librarians concurred. 

The fear that "an author will get a 
resurgence of popularity,” as Mrs. Ladd put 


it, and his books will meantime have been 
discarded, is on their minds even as they 
relinquish it. 

The librarians add that the book reviews 
are not gospel by any means, but are often 
biased themselves. Mrs. Roberts says, 
"Kirkus likes to be intellectually snobbish, 
using puns and plays on words. The Library 
Journal, written by librarians, may try hard 
to get a particular selection into Winchester’s 
collection." 

Mrs. Ladd added that Kirkus, which 
doesn’t like gothics, may give a book a bad 
review. "But we get the feeling of who likes 
what, you get to know what the town wants. 
Neither Kirkus nor I can force our judgments 
on the people." 

"So. you tailor your selections to the 
community,” said trustee Loretta Redding. 
"You divine the tastes of Winchester," noted 
trustee Austin Broadhurst. 

"Well, that’s what we’re here for!" the 
librarians chorused. 

Although the Historical Committee’s 
records and archival material are being 
moved from the library to Sanborn House, 
Chairman O’Connell said, "We have 
traditionally been a sympathetic freind to the 
committee. We will continue to be interested 
in its progress and projects. Just because it is 
out of the library, there is no need to stop 
now." 

In discussing the budget program, Mrs. 
Roberts noted that the average weekly use of 
the library from last January through June 
was 3,473. ;‘What else can you get in this town 
for less than two cents on the tax dollar which 
takes care of all ages?” she demanded. 

The library trustees, who meet once a 
month, are chairman Edward F. O’Connell; 
Loretta Redding, William Blackham, Austin 
Broadhurst. vice chairman; Denis Golden, 
secretary, and Dudley Samoiloff.

Farmers Met To Discuss Unpopular Stamp Act 


Black Horse Village is what Winchester 
was called at the time of the Revolution 
because of an inn called the Black Horse 
Tavern. 

It was a large house built in the 1720s 
standing on what is now the corner of Main 
street and Black Horse terrace. A sign with a 
running black horse swing from the corner of 
the building, notifying travelers on the stage 
coaches going from Boston to Portsmouth and 
farmers living nearby that lodging and vic¬ 
tuals were available. 

Records are scarce but the Black Horse 
Tavern was the only meeting place in town 
since there was no church or school here then. 
So we can be sure that it was in that taproom 
that Winchester farmers met to discuss the

Stamp Act, the tax on tea and other unpopular 
acts of the British government. 

On April 18, 1775, the Committee of Safety 
and Supplies met in Arlington, and adjourned 
to meet the next day "in Woburn," 
presumably at the tavern. 

However that night the word came from 
Medford (which was on Paul Rever’s route) 
that "the British were coming" and the three 
companies of Woburn militia were alerted. 

Each man seized his musket and am¬ 
munition and hurried to Lexington where 
c ompanies formed on the Common and 
marched to Concord. 

A legend persists that later that day a 
detachment of British cavalry rode out the 
County road (now Main street) from Medford 


and damaged a big elm tree in front of the old 
Converse house in what is now Winchester 
Center. Presumably they had word of the 
meeting planned at the Black Horse Tavern 
and hoped to arrest the rebels. 

During the Revolution military units were 
assembled and discharged at the inn. There is 
pension application still in existence in which 
a soldier states he was dismissed after his 
service by Capt. Jesse Wyman "at a place 
called the Black Horse Tavern." 

Long after the war was over, in the 1840s, 
the old inn was still serving the public and had 
a wide reputation for fine food and drink. The 
sign of the black horse, much faded by a 
century of weather, was still a famous land¬ 
mark.

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Center Committee Asks Study Money 


The Winchester Business Association is 
mailing to all town meeting members prior to 
the start of next week's special town meeting 
information on a warrant article dealing with 
the center. 

Article 4 of the warrant seeks funds for the 
Board of Selectmen to hire professional 
consultants. The Center Action Committee 
calls the article "the most basic and very 
essential step to providing development 
alternatives for this deteriorating area." 

WBA believes there is a need for 
professional expertise to study the problems 
of the center business area and to recommend 
solutions "as well as the means to secure the 
necessary funds via private or governmental 
agencies.” 

The WBA believes revenue to the town will 
be increased with a revitalized center. "The 
obvious alternative is further deterioration 
and less revenue and therefore more burden 
on the property taxpayer." 

The WBA hopes the study will lead to some 
kind of comprehensive planning to guide 
development (or redevelopment) of Win¬ 
chester Center "with an exciting and 
desirable inter-mixing of activities that 
unguided market forces cannot be expected to 
achieve (commercial retail development, 
housing, parking and public facilities)." 

The WBA also hopes to see detailed maps, 
photo reviews and analysis of the center’s 
"unique qualities as a basis for a number of 
alternative configurations to accommodate 
the desired activities.” 

Another goal is to consider different ways 
the center could be developed, including sale 
of property, retention of property by the town 
with long-term leasing to developers, or 
development by the town itself and the 
establishment of a redevelopment authority. 

Another goal is to prepare for a future 
town meeting a report by the consultants on 
proposals for action. 


The association feels the study should 
generate a program for continuing action by 
the town after the study is finished. 

Mentioned in the information going out to 
town meeting members is the intention of 
providing the town with a basis for deciding 
the best possible financial course of action, all 
the costs involved and a projected range of 
benefits. 

If the consultant is approved by town 
meeting, he would study possible uses of 
center buildings "with special concern for the 
impact particular proposals might have on 
present and future environmental quality of 
the town center and adjacent areas and 
reflecting the consensus (as nearly as 
possible) of all members of the community."

Members of several town boards and 
organizations last Wednesday night sup¬ 
ported a resolution approving a Skillings Path 
site for a new senior citizen center in Win¬ 
chester. 

At a special meeting called by the Council 
on Aging and the Winchester Housing 
Authority, members of the Board of Select¬ 
men. Finance Committee. Planning Board. 
Park Department, Winchester Seniors 
Association and Conservation Commission 


loined members of the Housing Authority and 
Council on Aging .in giving preference to the 
Judkins Pond site (behind the Knight's of 
Columbus Hall' for a senior center. 

1 he Council on Aging has an article in the 
warrant for the special town meeting 
requesting authorization to construct a senior 
center in conjunction with the proposed 
housing for the elderly on the old Lincoln 
School site 

New information on availability of the 
Skillings Path site and financing of a senior 


center there has changed the plans of the 
town boards. 

In discussing the town’s need for a Senior 
Center. Council on Aging chairman Dr. 
Richard Norberg said the old McCall music 
room, the present council office, was bursting 
at the seams with the assembled town boards 
that evening, and had long since been 
outgrown by the increased activities and 
meetings of the town’s seniors since the 
council’s formation 18 months ago. 

Norberg went on to say that the council’s 
preference for the Skillings Path site over an 
expanded senior center for all the town’s 
elders at the housing for elderly on the Old 
Lincoln School site was based on its proximity 
to the shopping center. Town Hall and 
facilities at the high school, plus the fact that 
no other town boards have plans for this 
location. 

Another important factor which makes 
this a desirable choice is information that the 
state Department of Community Affairs will 
consider completely funding the project 


(even though it is separate from the elderly 
housing at the old Lincoln School) if the town 
will do its share by financing operating costs. 

In addition, Norberg said, the single story, 
a separate building with easy parking and no 
intrusion on the privacy of tenants which can 
be built here makes this a most viable 
location. 

During the meeting Norberg asked for 
different points of view from members of the 
assembled boards. 

After considerable discussion on costs, 
design and financing, the favorable vote on 
the resolution was obtained. 

It was made clear, however, that board 
members present were voting as individuals 
and that full approval of their boards must be 
sought and reported to the Housing Authority 
and Council on Aging.

Second Knock 

The key word in Metropolitan Council for Educational Opportunity is 
opportunity. They key to ... participation is opportunity. 

Metco offers an opportunity to ghetto children-soon-to-be-adults for an 
educational and environmental boost toward an equal footing with white 
children. It offers them, five days a week, an opportunity to leave depressed 
living conditions, horizon-less outlooks for the future, downtroden and 
negative thinking which breed rampant discontent. 

And it gives to them a chance to start instead to grow into self respecting 
citizens who will in time make better neighbors for Winchester children no 
matter how large the word neighborhood is construed to be. 

To our children and adults involved, Metco offers an opportunity to grow 
and learn through listening and responding to our Negro neighbors of the 
city as co-builders of tomorrow and to understand first hand some of the 
problems of race and economic deprivation known to so many of us only in 
theory due to fortunes of birth and circumstance. 

It offers us a chance to come to grips in a small and imperfect way with 
the kernel of the national Negro problem equal opportunity instead of 
sitting back and clucking at what we see going on on our television screens. 
It offers us a chance to play a part we are well able to play in the largest 
internal problem our country has faced in its 192 year history. 

There are those who depreciate the importance of what the name Win¬ 
chester stands for in the Greater Boston community. They purport to feel 
that it makes no difference that the Boston press shamed us when Metco 
turned us down, applauded us when our School Committee and selectmen 
led the way and our elected representatives voted 97-47 to join Metco. 

This is so much nonsense. No more true than when a small child or a 
teenaged son says, "I don’t care what you think'." The fact is he does care 
because he has to. We care because we have to. We live in this Boston 
community, not out among the cornstalks of the middle west where for a 
few years more citizens may be able to retreat from this problem. 

And Metco offers us a chance to join with the Greater Boston community 
in a program which has proved itself and has doubled its pupil participation 
despite all the things going against it. 

There are lots of succinct and even more longwinded arguments put up 
against our Metco participation. Many of them are very good. They keep 
reminding of the reasons projected in Congress while debate raged as to 
whether or not we should enter World War II. 

They, too, all made good sense. Protect our own interests. Hitler isn’t our 
problem. Let Europe take care of its own troubles we didn't start them. 
Don't fall for this specious internationalism. And, above all, don't get into 
something that is going to cost us too many good American dollars, because 
we can’t afford it. 

There was one big fallacy then and there is one big fallacy now. There 
was no place to hide from a dictator with modern war weapons then. There 
is no place to hide from the cancerous national problem of racial unrest and 
revolution now. 

We found defense against aggression only by facing the enemy and 
working and sacrificing together with other nations. We have now to face 
the ghetto problem face it with everything we have and thank God we 
don’t have to do it alone because there are other communities willing to do 
the same. If we don’t, we’ll all lose together. 

Last year our opportunity with Metco knocked and we weren’t at home 
This year it knocked again and we’ve opened the door and let it in.

I would guess that at this point it’s a toss- 
up which way the electorate will go over the 
new charter. It’s an issue that has failed to 
interest the public so they would probably be 
swayed by any organized effort. 


As anyone who remembers Abe Curewitz 
knows, he was never one to sit around on his 
hands. Abe is the former head of the Win¬ 
chester Business Association. He went to 
Florida less than a year ago and is already 
deeply involved in some things down there. 

Nancy Dressier of Topsy Turvey had a 
letter from him recently. Abe has organized a 
condominium association at Holiday Springs, 
where he lives, and is planning a citywide 
association in Margate, Fla. 

He wants the association in order to attain 
some "political clout." Condominium 
development Florida has evidently been 
shoddy. 

Abe has organized a captains’ group, is 
developing a militant residents committee 
and worked on a committee to hire a lawyer, 
accountant and structural engineer. "I have 
become a maniac ... and a rebel,” he writes 
Nancy, who commented: "So what’s new?” 

Abe adds that he’s had no time to do the 
things he went to Florida to do—golf, swim— 
he’s been so busy. He has spoken at city 
council meetings and "the office of the mayor 
is open to me” whenever he wants. 


That’s why I have been predicting the new 
charter will pass unless there is some union of 
those town officials opposed to the proposal. 

Of course you must remember that where 
the opposition comes from: Those who stand 
to lose by the new charter. Some of them, 
though, genuinely feel the new charter is not 
in Winchester’s best interests. 

If there is much of an organized effort 
against the charter I would predict its failure 
at the polls. People have a natural reluctance 
to change -especially something like their 
town goverment which they know or care 
nothing about.

Put Club Aside; 
Metco Not Metro 

EDITOR OF TIIE STAR: 

I sympathize with Arthur Hewis’ ap¬ 
preciation of the desire for reasoned and 
unemotional talk of Metco. As a high school 
student during the “debates” of ‘67-'69, I was 
very much affected by the emotional debate. 

1 was swept into that emotionalism by my 
inability to understand why the charitable 
people of Winchester could object to a 
humanitarian program. I felt that students of 
Winchester as well as the would-be students 
of Metco were being cheated of a valuable 
human education. I still believe strongly in 
the value of Metco. 

Metco would make a strong contribution to 
the growth of students of Winchester as 
people. The refinement of the intellect in a 
protected and isolated environment can only 
produce inexperienced and often 
narrowminded individuals. 

Winchester is not so different from its 
neighboring towns who have already enjoyed 
Metco. Perhaps we may find that we aren’t so 
very different from the people in the neigh¬ 
boring cities, too. 

I think we often deprive ourselves of the 
advantages and the opportunities which exist 
in a free and open society to learn about our 
neighbors all in the name of the protection of 
our families. 

To use an overworked metaphor, I ask if 
the people of Winchester shall stand before its 
sacred boundaries with its votes, just as the 
caveman once stood before his cave warding 
off all comers with his club? 

Perhaps we should first understand the 
need of that primordial man to put his club 
aside, and invite his neighbor to share food 
and talk and understanding. 

I disagree with Arthur Hewis’ statement of 


the issue. The issue is not metropolitanism. 
Even if it were, it cannot be surgically 
detached from the “other” issue — the 
proposal to invite children to share our 
schools. 

As Mr. Hewis would have it, inviting 
children to our town does not mean inviting 
children to our town. Rather, it is an open 
invitation to metropolitan school control at 
the very least, and at the worst the 
“destruction of the raising and bearing of 
families.” 

Obviously this is a warning to the 
caveman in us to pick up our clubs and start 
patrolling. I simply cannot agree with this 
analysis. 

Inviting Metco to come to our town w ill not 
open the door for an insidious destruction of 
homerule. The program is completely 
voluntary and renewable yearly. Granted it is 
administered by the state but. the program 
does not purport to have any say whatsoever 
in the educational decisions of a participating 
town. 

Metco merely proposes that a town might 
find it valuable to invite children from the city 
to share in the kind of education that town 
provides. When we invite foreign countries to 
send cultural delegations, we are not saying 
to them, “and bring your government too.” 

Mr. Hewis points out that leaders of this 
town have opposed metropolitanism. He and 
others have made their votes and their voices 
count in the past and there is no reason to 
think that their votes and voices will shrivel 
up if Metco were ever passed. 

As long as the people of this town and in 
others like it affirm their belief in home rule 
through their own active participation, 
metropolitan control will not slide under the 
door. I’m afraid that Mr. Hewis does not have 
enough faith in himself or the town. 

Metco is not a “cover" for metropolitan 
control. It is. if you will, a “cover” which 
oversees and facilitates the achievement of 
its purpose. To provide children from the city 
with the opportunity of education in fortunate 
communities such as Winchester does not 
sound like the anomalous purpose Mr. Hewis 
seems to think it to be. 

To the extent that the caveman desires to 
share himself and his family with others, we 
as a society have learned both the necessity 
and the joy of living side by side in un¬ 
derstanding and cooperation with others. 
Participating in Metco can contribute to that 
process of reaching out and understanding.

As a parent of children older than those 
who would be involved (we have two in high 
school) 1 feel this is an issue that in fact does 
not involve us. I suggest the decision-making 
be left to those directly involved. 

Specifically I recommend that the issue be 
voted at the various elementary schools-by 
school - and that the question be put : “Does 
this school wish to invite Metco to come for a 
period of one year—on an experimental 
basis- at the end of which period a judgment 
be made on the evidence of that year whether 
to extend to program or not? 

An evaluating committee will be elected 
for that purpose.” This would have the ad¬ 
vantage of ramming nothing down people’s 
throats. Further, it would spare the town the 
embarrassment of a crude display of an anti¬ 
social character. Perhaps others will come up 
with more constructive suggestions. The 
main thing is for Winchester to be con¬ 
structive and stay constructive.

Alternate Site 
For Senior Center 
Should Be Chosen 

EDITOR OF TIIE STAR: 

A meeting was held by the Council on 
Aging and other town officials on Nov. 20 at 
7:30 p.m. to discuss the possibilities of site 
locations and the construction of a senior 
citizen center. 

My written invitation to this meeting 
specifically stated that this meeting would be 
held on Thursday. Nov. 21st at 7:30 p.m. 

I appreciated the invitation because I am 
deeply interested in the project and wrote a 
letter to the editor of The Star recently 
suggesting the Wadleigh School site for a club 
house. 

Since many people have asked me why I 
did not attend. I wish to publicly state that I 
was not informed of the change in dates from 
Thursday. Nov. 21st to Wednesday. Nov. 20. 

I am now informed (through the 
grapevine), that a decision was made to use 
the old skating rink (a colossal flop), located 
behind the K of C Hall. 

I would suggest that the Council on Aging 
still consider the Wadleigh School site 
because it is by far more suitable in that it 
could be excavated for a cellar which would 
be necessary to accommodate a heating 
system and ihere would be room for a pool 
table, billard table, ping pong. etc., plus 
storage, whereas at the rink site, a cellar 
would lx* a tremendous problem because of 
the proximity of the river. 

Also it would bo necessary to raise the 
foundation at the K of C, causing the need of 
stairs and ramps for the wheel-chair mem¬ 
bers and the stairs are one of the problems 
we’d like to eliminate. These would not be 
necessary at the Wadleigh School site. 

I recall that in 1936 or 1937 flood waters 
covered that whole area including part of 
Main street, all of Shore road and the rink site 
so that it resembled a lake. 

History does repeat itself. It could happen 
again, and if so, it would inundate the first 
floor of a building here if on ground level, 
along with the first floor of the so-called new 
high school (another colossal flop). 

1 am mindful of the arguments that might 
arise as to the accessibility of the Wadleigh 
School site regarding the safety of senior 
citizens crossing the street. 

Many of those who drive their own cars 
park them in the parking lot opposite the 
Town Hall to attend luncheons at the Baptist 
Church. These luncheons are very popular 
and there is always a full house. 

No one has complained about any problem 
crossing the street a! that location. The only 
problem is the cut-and-dried decision on the 
part of the committees against this site. 

However, the final decision rests with the 
town meeting members concerning a sensible 
site for the proposed new senior citizen club 
house. 

Without an alternate site this whole 
project could go down the drain.”

Turkey Talks In Party Dish

Roast stuffed turkey is the only way to 
serve the noble native bird on Thanksgiving. 

But after a few deluxe turkey sandwiches, 
cooking creativity can flourish with the lef¬ 
tovers. One of our Thanksgiving leftovers has 
been a party. 

One season we timidly tried a post-turkey 
day party on the Saturday after Thanksgiving 
for a casual group that only gathers once or 
twice a year. Our Turkey Talk party was a 
success, and we have repeated it. 

We discovered that adults enjoyed the 
diversion and relaxation after a busy and 
hectic week with relatives and children. In 
fact, many were delighted at the thought of a 
party to unwind. Also the tensions and 
pressures of the holidays have not reached 
full flower. 

In looking for a recipe to transform lef¬ 
tovers into a party dish, I found a delicious 
one by a well-known Winchesterite Mrs. 
George A. Marks in The Fine Arts Cookbook 
put out several years ago by the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts. 

Emily Marks, who contributes her talents 
as an art teacher to the Council on Aging 
classes for senior citizens each Friday at 
Lincoln School, is an active member of the 
Museum’s Ladies Committee. 

I added turkey to her country noodle 
casserole, a flavorful, dollarstretching dish 
that can be served as a sidedish or stand alone 
without meat additions. She calls her recipe 
"great for a young crowd." 


Country Noodle Casserole 

• 5e pound lean bacon 

1 package (1 pound) vermicelli noodles 
:t cups cottage cheese 

3 cups sour cream 

2 cloves garlic, pressed 
2 onions, minced 

2 tablespoons Worcestershire sauce 
Dash Tabasco 
•I teaspoons horseradish 

1 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

2 to I cups diced leftover turkey or chicken 

Broil or fry bacon until crisp. Drain and 
dry on paper towels, then crumble. Set aside. 
Cook noodles according to instructions until 
just tender. Drain Well. 

Combine remaining ingredients except 
Parnesan cheese. Add noodles, bacon and 
turkey. Toss until well mixed. Turn into large 
buttered shallow casserole and bake, covered 
30 to 40 minutes at 350 degrees. 

Remove cover before serving, sprinkle 
with cheese and bake until golden brown, 
about five minutes more. Serves 12 to 14.

Yoke Board 
Votes Against 
Second Man 

A 6-6 tie vote at the recent Vocational 
School Committee meeting killed the 
recommended appointment of a Lynnfield 
man to a newly created position paying 
$18,000. 

This was the second time in a month the 
committee has killed an appointment 
recommended by Supt.-Director John Con¬ 
nolly. 

The Lynnfield man, John Driscoll, was to 
become the new coordinator of planning and 
development at the school’s Stoneham 
"annex." 

Winchester’s representative, Gerard 
Donahoc. voted in favor of the Driscoll ap¬ 
pointment. Donahoe explained later to The 
Star that he favored Driscoll only because the 
superintendent recommended the ap¬ 
pointment. 

Donahoe voted against the previous ap¬ 
pointment of a committeeman’s son. 

The committeeman suggested that there 
has developed a voting "bloc"; that is, those 
who favored appointment of a com¬ 
mitteeman’s son are now voting against other 
appointments. 

Donahoe says that this bloc is being 
created by Committeeman Anthony 
Moschella of Revere, whose son, Anthony Jr., 
was denied a $14,000 post as property ac¬ 
countant. 

Moschella Sr. abstained from voting on his 
son’s appointment but voted in favor of the 
latest appointment, Driscoll. 

The position would have been temporary 
but could have become permanent once the 
new "annex" established itself. Donahoe 
expects a future attempt to fund the position.

Donations from the Aberjona Civic

She was awarded the trophy 
for the fastest Afghan hound. 
Robert Tongren, breeder-judge 
owner of the Ben-Ghazi Ken¬ 
nels and head of the Eastern 
Coursing Club, said of Istar at 
that time, “She's incredible.” 
as he presented her trophy.

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Bigelow 
Changes 
Position 
At Penn 


Bob Bigelow will begin his 
final season on the University 
of Pennsylvania basketball 
team as a starter at forward, 
his natural position, as opposed 
to his role in the past as Penn’s 
best defensive forward, best 
shooting guard and defensive 
center when the other team’s 
big guy got out of hand. 

Bigelow’s do-it-all ethic 
landed him much playing time 
as a sophomore and junior as 
Penn qualified for fourth and 
fifth consecutive appearances 
in the NCAA tournament, 
acquired records of 21-7 and 21- 
6 , and won fourth and fifth 
straight Big Five and Ivy 
League championships. 

This is not Bigelow’s first 
appearance as a starter. To 
begin his varsity career, he 
was a guard, but could not 
maintain his starting role. Late 
in the season he returned as a 
starter and began his junior 
year in a back-up role on the 
front line only to start for the 
final five games on Penn’s 
schedule last year.

Bigelow averaged 6.3 points 
a game a year ago and 4.3 
rebounds, the bulk of the 
season as the club’s sixth man.

At a series of meetings last week members 
of the Winchester League of Women Voters 
examined recreation programs in Win¬ 
chester. 

The focus was three fold: how much public 
money is budgeted for recreation in Win¬ 
chester? How widespread is information on 
available programs? And should the town 
consider spending tax money to aid private 
self-supporting recreational activities? 

League recreation committee chairman 
Beverly Jones was aided by Frances 
McClintock. Lenor Rich and Patricia Skehan. 

This year’s study was a follow-up of the 
league’s recreation survey made last year 
when 3,000 questionnaires were distributed in 
an attempt to ascertain popular priorities for 
recreational facilities and programs. 

The 1973 study convinced members that 
more research was needed to find out how 
much tax money is spent for recreation in 
Winchester. 

At last week’s meetings Mrs. McClintock 
presented a chart showing that the town 
Recreation Department budget of $83,563 
refers to money spent on programs, and that 
there is an additional $166,564 in the Park 
Department budget for maintenance of 
facilities: $35,173 is spent on school ground 
maintenance. $85,108 on park and playground 
maintenance, $46,283 on recreation main¬ 
tenance. 

The last figure refers to costs of main¬ 
taining basketball courts, tennis courts, two 
town beaches and cleaning snow from Winter 
Pond for ice skating. 

Recreation Committee chairman Ken 
Tully was present at the meetings to explain 
committee structure and purpose. He also 
answered questions. 

Also present were Recreation Committee 
members Karen Wharton and Doris DiZio, as 
well as Recreation Department Director 
Donald Spinney. 

Howard Goodrow, recently resigned 
committee member attended as did Arthur 
Giannelli from the Pop Warner football 
organization. 

The Recreation Committee came into 
being about 10 years ago as a result of town 
meeting action. 

"The committee is not an autonomous 
hoard, explained chairman Tully. “We 
receive power from the selectmen, who ap¬ 
point the six members. 

The committee is a policy-making board 
which oversees the Recreation Department. 
The recreation director implements the 
policies.” 

Tully went on to explain that Director Don 
Spinney is a full-time employee with an office 
in the Town Hall. He has only part-time office 
help. About 80 or 90 part-time employees 
carry on the recreation programs. 

Other Recreation Committee members 
are John Noble and newly appointed Robert 
Winn and Betty Hill. 

Darrell Root, 69'- “How much guidance do you get from the 

Stan Marshall and Alan comptroller’s office regarding your budget?" 
Temple, 6 H asked Mrs. Jones. 

Catherine Havican and Tully pointed out that the recreation

budget procedure is complicated bv the fact 
that the town is on a line-item budget while 
the programs lend themselves to program¬ 
budgeting. 

The programs are in a constant state of 
flux, some activities are suddenly curtailed, 
there is a great degree of flexibility all the ' ' 
"av around.The comptroller’s office keeps 
the committee apprised of where they are in 
expenditures, line-item, vis a vis programs as 
the year progresses. 

Recreation Program Brochures 

League member Pat Skehan displayed a 
brochure of recreation programs in Belmont. 
She said they are placed around Belmont in 
various public places, including the library 
and banks. 

In Winchester the recreation brochure is 
usually distributed through school children. 
Families with no children in the school 
system have difficulty finding out what 
programs are offered, though program 
schedules are announced in The Winchester 
Star from time to time. 

"Would it he possible to ask The Star to 
print an information box on the sports page 
each week?" asked Jean Mortensen of 
Highland avenue. Tully agreed to investigate 
the possibilities. 

Spinney reported that at one time he had 
inserted a recreation brochure in each Star 
distributed, when the semi-annual booklet 
was printed. k 

The Recreation Department publishes a 
winter program and a summer program. 

These are printed t by students at the 
Northeast Regional Vocational School at 


minimal cost. This is a time-consuming 
procedure, however, and the brochure for the 
winter programs is not yet available, though 
the winter recreation programs Began early 
in November, Tully said. 

Senior Citizens 

Lenor Rich described the recreation ac¬ 
tivities enjoyed by senior citizens in Win¬ 
chester. The town recreation budget includes 
$2,695 for these. 

The Council on Aging budgets another 
$9,893. some from the state Department of 
Elderly Affairs, some through various fund¬ 
raising bake sales. Town Day, contributions 
from the Rotary Club and other local 
organizations. 

A monthly newsletter goes out to every 
Winchester resident 62 years of age or older, a 
group now numbering about 2,500. 

There often two excursions a month, 
ranging from a boat ride around Boston 
Harbor to a trip to Hawaii. There is one fixed 
meeting of the Council each month. 

Church Women United put on a luncheon 
for senior citizens each month. Miss Rich 
pointed out that the Council on Aging is on the 
second floor of the Lincoln School, up a 
staircase difficult for many citizens to 
negotiate. She explained there is a real need 


for a more accessible but still central location 
for the office. 

Privately Funded Programs 

Giannelli contributed to the discussion of 
the many programs in town which are paid 
for by the participants: Pop Warner football, 
Little League, youth hockey, youth soccer, 
merchants softball. 

There is also a Winchester Community 
Theatre for young people. The costs of these 
vary from sport to sport, the most expensive 
being the hockey programs, as ice time is 
costly. 

YJiannelli said the fee per participant in 
Pop Warner football does not completely 
cover costs. Money is raised by soliciting 
donations. Some of the private recreation 
groups have suggested that town meeting 
might appropriate money to augment these 
private budgets, to help pay for umpires, for 
equipment and uniforms. 

The Pop Warner program has 138 boys and 
39 cheerleaders; Little League has 1000 boys 
and 240 girls, while the soccer program in¬ 
volves about 500 boys and 100 girls.

The Conservation Commission has issued 
a list of conditions to he complied with by 
James A. and Helen M. Cullen, present 
owners, and Stop & Shop Inc., proposed 
builders of a shopping center on a 20-acre site 
off Swanton street, adjacent to the Aberjona 
River. 

The “order of conditions’’ follows a public 
hearing conducted by the Conservation 
Commission in accordance with the Wetlands 
Protection Act of 1972. 

The purpose of the hearing was to 
ascertain if the construction of a shopping 
mall could have a detrimental influence on 
the Aberjona River, the flood plain adjacent 
to the river or the general environment there. 

Those who attended the hearing were 
Conservation Commission members. Stop & 
Shop officials, their architects and other 
resource personnel, town officials, and 
residents of the town. 

The latter group included TMM Earle 
Sherburne, who gathered the required 10 
signatures to enter a grievance petition to the 
Dept, of Natural Resources indicating a 
desire to stop the shopping mall construction. 

The petitioners contend there is no need 
for a shopping center, additional traffic in the 
area will increase noise and reduce safety 
and Stop & Shop will pollute the river. 

Among the 13 conditions is a stipulation 
that any fill used in connection with the 
project shall be clean, contain no trash, 
refuse, rubbish, or debris, including such 
things as lumber, bricks, pipe tires, 
refrigerators, and no fill may be placed 
temporarily or permanently in the Aberjona 
River. 

Prior to commencement of work by Stop & 
Shop, (U) days must have elapsed from the 
date of filing notice of intent 

The removal of rocks and debris from the 
Aberjona River, the installation of a wing 
wall and other structures at the Swanton 
street bridge, the construction, installation, 
relocation, and rebuilding of catch basins, 
manholes and drainage pipes and all other 
work authorized shall be completed by the 
earlier of (1) 18 months from the date of the 


order (Nov. 19) or (2) the commencement of 
construction of any buildings on the project 
site. 

Another condition is that storm drainage 
from the project site, whether from parking 
lots, driveways, sidewalks, building areas or 
other improved areas, shall enter the 
Aberjona River only after passing through 
catch basins equipped with sumps, screens, 
traps, and other devices to separate debris 
from storm drainage and prevent debris from 
entering tne river. 

Catch basins should be constructed as 
shown on plans. 

Catch basins must be inspected at least 
quartcr-annually and cleaned at such time if 
necessary. Storm drainage shall enter the 
river only at locations shown on plans. 

The conditions list says no sodium 
chloride, calcium chloride, halite or other 
snow or ice removal chemicals shall be used 
on the parking lots, driveways, sidewalks or 
other portions of the site. 

Also, prior to the start of building con¬ 
struction on the site, the entire surface of the 
Project, within the jurisdiction of the Com¬ 
mission under law. shall be cleared of and 
kept free of all trash, debris and junk so that 
the surface shall consist solely of earth and 
natural or landscaped vegetation except for 
areas shown on the plans as being covered by 
buildings, paved areas or -other im¬ 
provements. 

All permits and approvals for drainage 
easements, modifications to MI)C manholes, 
debris removal or construction within the 
Aberjona River, improvements at the 
Swanton street bridge, and other work shall 
he obtained prior to the beginning of any work 
on the project site or in the river. 

Finally, no water or other fluids from air 
conditioning units, sinks, toilets or other 
sources shall be permitted to enter the 
Aberjona River from the project site. No 
water shall be drawn from the Aberjona 
River for any purpose.

To be a towmvide candidate, a candidate 
would have to Rather at least 50 certifiable 
signatures. 

BALLOT POSITION 

One major change proposed regarding 
ballots is the listing of candidates’ names. At 
present candidates arc listed alphabetically 
with incumbents listed first. Incumbents also 
are listed “candidate for reelection.” 

That wording “candidate for reelection” 
would remain. But ballot position would bo 
determined by chance. The town clerk would 
conduct a drawing by lot. 

The filling of vacancies on elected or 
appointed town boards could not be ac¬ 
complished without first posting notice of the 
vacancy for 14 days. Persons who wish to fill 
vacancies would notify the appointing 
authority within 10 days of the posting. 

Recall of elected officials is a new 
provision being recommended for Win¬ 
chester. At present the Charter Commission 
feel that any 25 voters who sign a petition 
could get the recall wheels moving 

After all the preliminary required legal 
steps for recall have been taken, then 15 
percent of the town's voters would have to 
sign recall petitions. Then an election would 
he called

Charter Recommendations 


The Charter Commission has indicated it 
will immediately begin reconsidering some of 
its recommendations following last week’s 
public hearing on the proposed charter for 
Winchester. 

The town meeting section in particular will 
likely come under commission redrafting. 

The Star in its last two issues has 
presented summaries of the two major 
branches of town government—town meeting 
and elected officials. This week The Star 
concludes this three-part series with a 
summary of the sections dealing with 
proposed new fiscal changes. 

Also included is some information on how 
the transition between the present town 
government and the new government would 
take place. 

The town’s fiscal year would begin July 1, 
as at present. 

But 120 days before July 1, the town 
manager under the direction of the Board of 
Selectmen would be required to submit his 
budget to the town meeting’s committee on 
ways and means. 

The committee would consider each item 
in the budget in great detail. The committee 
would prepare a summary of the budget for 
publication in a local newspaper. 

Along with submission of the budget to the 
committee, the manager would be required to 
submit supporting documents and a budget 
message. This message would give in-depth 
arguments for major changes in the budget. 

Following publication of the budget 
summary in a newspaper, the committee on 
ways and means would be required to conduct 
a public hearing on the budget within 14 days. 

The committee, as well, would meet in 
public session to consider in detail the ex¬ 
penditures listed for each town department or 
agency. 

Ways and means would file a report of its 
recommendations for study by town meeting 
members at least seven days before the start 
of the annual meeting budget action. 

The action town meeting took regarding 
budgets would be on the budgets as submitted 
by ways and means. The town manager’s 
budgets, in effect, would become those of 
ways and means. 

The town manager would follow a similar 
course in regard to the capital improvement 
budget. The new charter would require the 
manager to submit this budget to ways and 
means 150 days prior to the start of the annual 
town meeting. 

The budget would have originated from 
the Capital Improvements Committee. But 
the manager’s in-depth study of every item in 
the budget would be required. 

BY-LAWS 

The new charter would provide that the 
town’s by-laws be brought up to date at least 
every 10 years. The town meeting’s com¬ 
mittee on government regulations would 
revise or recodify the by-laws presented to 
the town meeting. 

The annual town election would be held in 
accordance with by-law-, the new charter 
states. The by-laws require an annual election 
every March. 

Rules governing conduct of meetings 
would remain the same as at present. 


TRANSITION 

During the period between approval of the 
voters of the new charter (presuming the 
voters next March give that approval) and its 
taking effect, certain transitional provisions 
are mentioned in the proposed charter. 

For one, all agencies and departments of 
the town would remain in business until the 
transfer has been completed. The new 
charter would be effective immediately on 
approval of the voters. 

The charter draft states some major ex¬ 
ceptions: 

1 . Forty-five days after voter approval of 
the charter, the moderator would appoint a 
special committee of seven to review the 
existing by-laws of the town to report to the 
town meeting a year later. 

2 . No later than Sept. 15 following approval 
of the charter, the Board of Selectmen and 
Registrars of Voters will prepare a plan to 
divide the town into eight voting districts. 

A public hearing on the plan would be held 
before Oct. 15. The eight new districts would 
go into effect in time for the next town elec¬ 
tion. 

At the election in the year following 
adoption of the charter the town would elect 
192 town meeting members—24 from each 
district. 

All candidates for town meeting—new 
candidates or incumbents—would have to 
submit 10 certifiable signatures to the town 
clerk. 

Town meeting incumbents would be 
designated as incumbents on the ballot. 

4. As soon as possible after the election the 
town meeting would appoint a rules com¬ 
mittee. 

This committee would submit to the 
moderator prior to the end of town meeting 
names of candidates for membership on the 
other three standing committees. 

5. A year after the charter has been 
adopted the terms of office of all library 
trustees and school Committee members will 
terminate. At the same time, the voters will 
be electing candidates for both boards. 

Reason for ending all terms of office and 
beginning new terms is because each board is 
being reduced from six to five members 
under the proposed charter. 

Members of the Water & Sewer Board, 
Park Commission and Cemetery Commission 
will have their terms of office terminated at 
the same time. These boards are being ab¬ 
sorbed by a new public works department by 
provisions of the proposal. 

The Recreation Committee would be 
abolished and the terms of its members ended 
as soon as the town manager takes office. 

The present Recreation Department 
director position would remain. But the 
director would no longer be responsible to a 
committee. He would report directly to the 
town manager. 

The town clerk, treasurer-collector, 
constables and commissioners of trust funds - 
all of them now elected by the voters - would 
be appointed positions under the new charter. 

Persons serving in those offices would 
serve out the balance of their terms. Their 
successors would take over when the elected 
terms expire. 

The charter provision reducing from five 
to three years the length of terms for the five 
Planning Board members would go into effect 
with the election in the year following 
adoption of the charter.

Committee member Catherine Fallon said 
Winchester needs Metco “and probably very 
hudly Cultural deprivation is a two-way 
street.”

Diagnostic 

Machine 
Cost $25,000 

A new $25,000 diagnostic machine has been 
installed in Winchester Hospital’s depart¬ 
ment of radiology, making it possible to 
examine the inside of the human body by 
using sound waves. 

The machine, called a sonolayergraph, 
uses the principle of ultra-sound—sound 
waves pitched so high in frequency that they 
cannot be heard by the human ear. 

The principle is similar to that used in two 
well-known detection systems, radar and 
sonar, but its use as a tool for medical 
diagnosis is new. 

In the actual examination, an electrical 
probe resembling a slender flashlight that 
transmits and receives the sound waves is 
passed slowly over the part icular area of the 
body being examined. The sound waves, 
bouncing back from the tissues form a clear 
pattern on a viewing screen. 

A photograph of the pattern appearing on 
the screen is then taken by a specially-made 
Polaroid camera which is an integral part of 
the sonolayergraph. 

It is expected patients will appreciate the 
new- technique because the examination 
doesn’t hurt and there are no injections. 
There will be no pain or discomfort. Since 
there are no x-rays involved, no radiation 
dosage is imparted to the patient, a factor to 
be considered with the conventional ex-ray 
techniques. 

At present, the machine is being used 
chiefly in obstetrics and gynecology. It is used 
to determine the age and the position of the 
baby in the mother’s uterus and the exact 
location of the placenta. 

By determining the position of the baby, 
the obstetrician can see if the baby is in the 
breech position (where the baby will not 
emerge head first), enabling him to take 
remedial measures during the actual 
delivery. 

In gynecological studies, it is used to show 
any enlargement of the uterus or to detect 
cysts or tumors of the ovaries. 

In studies of the heart, the ultrasound 
machine picks up echoes from the heart 
chambers and valves. By following these echo 
patterns on the screen, it is possible to 
diagnose certain cardiac disorders with a 
high degree of accuracy. 

One of the more sophisticated uses for the 
ultrasound is in studies of the brain. Because 
the brain has two distinct halves or 
hemispheres encased in a bony skull, echo 
patterns of a normal brain will show a distinct 
mid-line sound tracing pattern. However, any 
shift in the brain’s mid-line structure could 
indicate the presence of a lesion or some other 
damage to the organ. 

An ultrasound examination takes from 30 
to 60 minutes to complete with the final 
product of the exam a photograph of the 
pattern shown on the screen. 

Commenting on the new equipment, Dr. 
John B. MacDonald, radiologist, said, “There 
is no doubt that ultrasound diagnosis will very 
soon be a specialization in itself, just as other 
diagnostic techniques are. The machine is an 
excellent aid in diagnosis which I believe all 
hospitals will eventually have. We are very 
fortunate to have one right now.” 

Tsongas ’ Replacement 
Will Be Appointed 

With no shortage of applicants for the 
position, County Commissioners John L. 
Danehy and S. Lester Ralph are working out 
the mechanics of selecting a successor to 
Cmsr. Paul Tsongas when he resigns from 
that post. 

Tsongas will become a member of the U.S. 
Congress in January from the 5th District 
(Lowell area) to succeed Congressman Paul 
Cronin, whom he defeated in the recent 
election. 

There has been some speculation in recent 
days that former County Cmsr. John F. Dever 
Jr. of Woburn is being strongly considered to 
return to the seat. Dever was defeated by the 
Tsongas-Ralph team two years ago, along 
with former Cmsr. Frederic J. Connors. , 
Dever is currently associated with a liquor 
distribution firm, and appears to be quite 
happy in this field. 

There is no doubt that Ralph will not vote 
for Dever, but in the eyent the two com¬ 
missioners become deadlocked, Superior 
Court Clerk Edward Sullivan would be called 
in to break the tie. 

Dever, Connors and Danehy had a good 
working relationship while they were com¬ 
missioners for several years, and Dever 
campaigned this year for Danehy, who waw 
again re-elected. 

Dever has not commented on whether he 
would even consider the appointment to the 
vacant seat. 

In the event Court Clerk Sullivan has to be 
called in to break a tie vote, there was some 
speculation that his brother Walter, mayor of 
Cambridge and defeated sheriff candidate, 
may be considered. 

However, in the event he was elected he 
would have to give up his job as assistant 
clerk of courts, and it’s doubtful that he would 
do this. 

At the commissioners meeting last week in 
Cambridge, both Danehy and Ralph didn’t 
care to discuss the prospects. Danehy ad¬ 
mitted, however that there was no shortage of 
candidates. 

Ralph has been quoted as stated that he 
would like to see geography play a part in the 
decision. “The first question, however, is who 
is competent and trustworthy.” 

Since Tsongas won the congressional seat, 
rumors have been rampant in the corridors of 
the new county courthouse on Third street in 
Cambridge regarding his successor as 
commissioner. 

Tsongas is not required to resign until 
January 12 of next year. But there are in¬ 
dications that he may do so earlier to con¬ 
centrate on the transition in the congressional 
seat.

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MBTA Travel 
To Be Easier

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Selectmen Try To Gain 
Complete Data Before 
Easements Decision 


Edward Donnelly, executive secretary to 
selectmen, will arrange a meeting this week 
to bring together various town department 
heads to discuss a proposed shopping mall on 
Swanton street. 

The purpose of the meeting is to give 
selectmen final input from all sources before 
they arrange to meet with Stop & Shop of¬ 
ficials and ultimately make a decision on 
whether to grant easements for the project 

The request to Donnelly by selectmen 
came after receipt of an order of conditions 
report by the Conservation Commission. 

The report, on file with the Dept, of 
Natural Resources, was issued to Stop & 
Shop, which proposes to build on the 20-acre 
site, and to .James and'Helen Cullen, present 
owners of the property. 

The Conservation Commission issued the 
conditions report after a public hearing 
conducted under the state Wetlands Act. (See 
other story in this issue of The Starj 

Selectmen are also in receipt of a memo on 
the matter from the Planning Board giving 
comments from John A. Brown, consultant. 

Brown said he has reviewed the plans for 
the proposed shopping center, including a 
traffic impact and access study for the site 
prepared by Alan M. Voorhees & Associates. 

He said he does not view the site as a good 
one for a shopping center because of its 
“isolation and elongated size.” 

He noted, however, that there are no ob¬ 
vious zoning grounds on which to disapprove 
the proposal. 

Brown said the traffic study appears to be 
a professional job. He said he would not 
ispute the findings. 

He said the site design of the shopping 
center is “rather insensitive to the site and its 
environs. The river could have been used as a 
feature or setting but instead is to be fenced 
off with a five foot high screen fence. 

The elongated nature of the site led Stop & 
Shop to an elongated site design he said. 
“Better solutions appear possible. The 
distance between some stores is so long many 
shoppers will choose to drive rather than 
walk." 

Brown said there is too much parking. If 
less parking were provided, he said, it would 
tighten the plan and make it function better. 

It would also cut down runoff, leave more 
room for landscaping, buffering and fire 
lanes. 

He said the fire lanes appear to be "rather 
circuitous” and may be difficult to negotiate; 
drainage from the parking lot goes directly 
into the river; and the distance between their 
first two buildings should be 30 feet rather 
than 29 feet under the zoning by-law.

non-ferrous metals. 

In an interview with selectmen, Ainslie 
said his hours would be from 7:30 a.m. to 4 


p.m. Mondays through Fridays and from 7:30 
a m. until noon on Saturdays. 

Executive secretary Edward Donnelly 
told selectmen he polled the neighborhood 
and discovered no objection to the move. Mr. 
and Mrs. William Sullivan of Hill street were 
present and said they did not object to the 
transfer. 

Ainslie said the reason for his move is due 
to the proposed shopping center on Swanton 
street. The property presently housing his 
business belongs to James Cullen. 

Answering a query of selectman Larry 
Smith, Ainslie said if the shopping center does 
not materialize, he would not wish to return to 
the old location because the Hill street 
building gives him 1,200 more feet of space. 
James Seybold owns the Hill street location. 

Selectmen granted a common victualler’s 
license to Farouk Bijan of Everett to operate 
McDonald’s Restaurant at 109 Cross st. 

Bijan, who is purchasing the restaurant 
nrom Malcom and Roderick McDonald, is a 
native of Jordan with eight years’ experience 
in the food service business. 

He has been manager of the Holbrook Sub 
Shop in Holbrook and has worked at the Black 
Bow Tie in Woburn. 

Bijan appeared before selectmen with his 
lawyer, Raymond Couture of Reading. 

Bijan attended two years of college at 
Cairo, Egypt, where he studied law. 

Selectmen also approved reissuing liquor 
club licenses to the Winchester Lodge of Elks 
1445, the Aberjona Civic Association, Inc., the 
Christopher Columbus Club and the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. They also issued a license to 
the Knights of Columbus. 

They did not reissue a club liquor license to 
the American Legion Post 97 because it is not 
known if the club (which had a crippling fire 
recently) plans to move or renovate. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall advised 
that if the American Legion moves “they’ll 
have to hold a public hearing.” 

Chairman of selectmen Vito Giarrizzo 
suggested stipulating to the American Legion 
that to have their license continued they must 
restore the building. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar noted that uny 
remodeling the American Legion does, which 
may include the movement of the bar, will 
also need the inspection of the Alcoholic 
beverage Control. 

Other licenses were issued to the Win¬ 
chester Rotary Club to conduct an auction, 
and to Peter and Florence Capua doing 
business as the Bargain Shop at 1038 Main st. 
The Capuas of 7 Upland rd. purchased the 
business from Walter Delorey. 


No Objections 
To Theatre 
Rezoning 

About 30 people attended a dual hearing 
last Thursday night on proposed rezoning of 
the Winchester Theatre site and a small 
portion of Swanton street. 

The rezoning of both sites will be decided 
at the special town meeting beginning Dec. 2. 

Speaking for Fitzgerald Associates 
(Nicholas Fitzgerald and John Finamore), 
Atty. Henry Quill said his clients are seeking 
to change the zoning of the easterly side of 
Main street from business to apartment house 
residential. 

Quill said Fitzgerald Associates would like 
to buy the theatre property and build a four- 
story apartment house with about 80 units, 57 
with one bedroom and 21 with two bedrooms. 

Quill noted there will be underground 
parking as well as outside parking. 

He said Fitzgerald Associates is ready to 
sign a covenant and willing to deed the river 
adjacent to the property to the town. 

Work on the $2.5 million project would 
begin in the spring, he said. 

Quill said the building will cover 40 percent 
of the land and is expected to generate 
$100,000 in taxes. 

He said this tax revenue would be more 
than the town now sets in taxes on property 
from the rotary to the First National. Taxes 
on the theatre site are now $9,000. 

Frank Orlando of Edward J. Tedesco 
Associates, assured those present that the 
building of the apartment complex would be 
in accordance with plans. He explained the 
new zoning bylaw, plus the building code, 
have so many restrictions, including site plan 
approval, there is little area for change. 

No one present spoke in opposition to the 
rezoning change or the apartment house 
plans. 

The other matter discussed at the public 
hearing was the extension of the general 
business district on the northerly and 
southerly sides of Swanton street by an ad¬ 
ditional 50 feet, or a total of 200 feet. 

The setback is currently at 150 feet. Some 
properties, at present, are partly residential 
and partly business. 

Basically, the article to be brought before 
town meeting will ask to change the small 
area from residential to business. 

The article will go before the Dec. 2 town 
meeting on petition. It was proposed by 
Arthur J. Hewis of Swanton street. 

Opposition to the change came from Oak 
street residents. Oak street runs parallel with 
Swanton street on the southerly side. 

Opponents look upon the 50 foot difference 
as a favorable buffer zone between Oak street 
residences and Swanton street residences,

Peaceful Days 
Stalking Deer 
And Turkey 

Translation in English of council 
speech of Squaw Sachem given in 
Aberginian language, circa 1643 on the 
shore of Wedge Pond. 

“Sachem and Sagamores: — Fiftv 
years ago the great Sachem, the New 
Moon (Nanepashemet) and I lived in a 
great wigwam by the side of the Mish- 
tic. Two thousand warriors obeyed his 
call. 

“He ruled from the great river of the 
north to Nonatum. and from a distant 
line in yonder western woods to the sea. 
Unnumbered fish came, in their season, 
up these streams, and filled the lakes 
and the brooks. 

“We were not a quarrelsome people, 
and were satisfied with the fish of our 
streams, the game of our woods, and 
with the greater fish of the 
Massachusetts waters. 

“Among yonder rocky hills we 
hunted the deer and the turkey, and the 
wolves fled at our approach. On the 
ocean shore was an abundance of shell 
fish. Thick woods sheltered us in 
winter, or furnished fuel for our fires. 

“Our cornfields bordered the 
meadows and streams. From neigh¬ 
boring tribes we bought arrow and 
spear heads, and, made by our hands or 
purchased, we had great store or 
wampaneague. 

“If the thieving Tarratines came up 
the Mish-tic, they retired discomfited, 
or were left with their canoes at the 
bottom of the river. Those were happy 
and great days. Nanepashemet and 
Passaconaway, in league, with 
Massasoit and the distant Lenni-Ienape, 
were a terror to the Mohawks and the 
restless Pequots and they left our 
homes at Peace.”

which also have businesses. 

They said they do not feel the line should 
be increased.

Selectmen Seek Volunteers 
To Act As Consumer Aides 


Selectmen are looking for three Win¬ 
chester residents who will act as consumer 
aides. 

According to Edward Donnelly, executive 
secretary to selectmen, the town officials 
hope to find someone to represent youths, one 
to speak up for elderly, and a third for those 
persons in between.* 

The idea of consumer aides comes from 
the Massachusetts Consumers’ Council who 
wrote to selectmen recently asking them to 
recommend responsible persons who might 
wish to become local consumer aides. 

The council will begin a free three-day 
training program for such volunteers next 
February. 

Aides will learn how to deal with consumer 


problems and work in conjunction with the 
council, government and law enforcement 
agencies and local consumer organizations. 

The program is funded by a grant from the 
Dept, of Health, Education and Welfare. 

The consumer aides will be expected to be 
able to answer such questions as “What can I 
do to keep up with the cost of living?” or 
“What is the Consumers’ Council doing to 
help me get the worth of the price I pay?” 

The Council feels such aides will help 
people become aware of their rights and 
become less helpless and frustrated. 

Donnelly said persons who have interest 
and time to devote to such work should 
contact the selectmen’s office. They will be 
considered for a role in the program.

Picking a winner in any football 
game has its hazards, picking one 
in a long standing rivalry is even 
worse and picking a winner in this 
year’s Turkey Day game is a 
seeming impossibility. So let’s 
simply say that it figures close, 
and may the best team win. 

A Woburn team which has 
compiled a 6-3 record faces a 
Sachem 11 that is 3-4-1. While the 
Tanners look far better on paper, 
(heir home town fans are not really 
satisfied. 

Their losses all came at the 
hands of the top teams in the 
Middlesex League: Reading, 
Belmont and Watertown. 

This was to be their team of 
destiny, the one to surely play in 
the schoolboy bowl. It had, ac¬ 
cording to the brochure issued in 
mid-August, a host of returning 
veterans. an undefeated 
sophomore team “The spirit of

All of these things were true. 
But they just didn’t work out to be 
the expected winners. They have 
done well, but not well enough to 
satisfy the long suffering rooters. 
Based on what they have done 
individually, and thinking of their 
long and successful careers, one 
should logically pick the Tanners. 

However, no member of the 
squad has ever played on a varsity 
team that has beaten Winchester. 
They are long overdue, they dre 
ready and eager. But. can they 
contain that energy or will they 
blunt it with offside play, illegal 
procedure, and the short tempers 
which exploded in the final minutes 
at Watertown? These factors must 
be thought of in arriving at any 
sound final decision of a winner. 

The Sachems already show four 
losses and a tie. But two of the 
games lost were by the least 
possible margins (Melrose 13-14; 


Belmont 16-18) and the Wakefield 
lie came as a Sachem fumbled at 
the goal line to annul what would 
have been the winning points. 

A total of half a dozen points 
could have put those games into 
the victory column and a 6-2 record 
at this point. 

The Winchester defense has not 
been too easy to crack, once it has 
settled down to serious football. 
Woburn may make some good 
gains with its talented group of 
runners headed by Corsetti and 
Giulid and Melanson, but how will 
they fare once they cross the 
Sachem 20. 

Will they again call on their 
field goal kicker as they did last 
year, or can they finish off their 
drives? Then again one must 
seriously consider what will 
happen should the Tanners break 
through the Winchester defensive 
line. 

Coach Manny Marshall has 
probably taken steps to shore up 
the defensive unit which cost both 
the close defeats by Melrose and 
Belmont. 

Add to all the foregoing the 
weather, the condition of the field, 
the temperature, the wind and how 
the ball bounces and you have a 
problem which defies logical or 
mathematical solution. 

To choose either would be a 
guess at best. A tie is mutually 
undesirable — both are out to win. 
So let’s settle for a seat squirmer 
by a small margin. 

Coach Peter Sullivan has in¬ 
stalled a new offense for this year’s 
team. They were a pretty goo^ 
football team with the old one, but 
for some reason they have not been 
too happy or successful with the 
one.

Tough Offense, Defense Led By 
Ciulla Will Defeat Winchester

WOBURN - Winning games 
along the way is important, but 
when you really think about it, all 
the practicing, all the dreaming of 
plays at night and all the Saturday 
afternoon confrontations is just a 
build up to Thanksgiving morning.

Woburn drew a lot of attention 
in the pre-season this year. It’s 
true there has been some criticism 
at home and around the league.

The Tanners have won six and 
lost three to Reading, Belmont and 
Watertown.

Even more of a problem 
will be frying to break the Woburn 
defense. 

In past years the Sachems have 
fielded a potent offense sparked by 
a powerful back combined with the 
threat of a pass to keep tin* defense 
honest. 

This year the Marshallmcn are 


young, not a big threat passing and 
lack the explosive back like a 
Wolfe or Dolan. 

Don Hall, Don Allard. Co-Capt. 
Albie Cordice and quarterback 
Mark Cullen work hard offensively 
for the Sachems. But they will have 
a tough morning. 

Trying to predict a high school 
game is hard enough but predic¬ 
ting the outcome of a Woburn and 
Winchester contest is kind of 
ridiculous. Today’s confrontation 
will be another good bout between 
the Tanners and Sachems. 

“We are spending every 
possible moment of the day 
preparing for Winchester.” stated 
coach Sullivan last weeek at 
Woburn High.

Tanners Upset Favored Sachems In 1948, 26-20 



Twenty-five years ago 
Thanksgiving morning an un¬ 
derdog Woburn team turned the 
tables on Winchester by a sur¬ 
prising score of 26-20. 

The Sachem record entering the 
game was better and they had a 
sound team headed by Capt. Paul 
Amico. Pre-game predictions in 
Tannertown cautiously suggested 
a scoreless tie. But the two way 
scoring spree was quite unex¬ 
pected. 

Winchester took an early 7-0 
lead. The Tanners came back with 
19 points in the second quarter to 
build a halftime score of 19-7. 

The Sachems hit back hard in 
the final period and all but suc¬ 
ceeded in pushing across another 
touchdown which would have 
produced at least a tie or even a 
possible victory.
